The  Burnside  Expedition,  news  from 
wbich  has  beeo  so  anxiously  aod  generally 
looked  for,  ban  arrived  at  Uatteras  In- 
let. A  terrific  storm  was  encoontered 
by  the  fleet  on  ita  passage  southward  from 
Fortress  Monroe,  during  the  prevalence  of 
which  four  vessels,  with  valuable  cargoes, 
were  totally  wrecked,  and  several  others 
driven  ashore.  Throe  lives  were  also  luat 
in  an  attempt  to  secure  water  for  the  troops 
on  board,  who  it  seems  narrowly  escaped 
great  suffer iog  on  account  of  the  non-arrival 
of  the  vessels  laden  with  water  for  their 
consumption.  Everything,  however,  bad 
brightened  up  when  the  steamer  left  Hatte- 
ra<4,  aod  entire  confidence  in  the  ultimate 
success  of  the  expedition  was  felt. 

From  secession  headquarters  at  Bich- 
oood  we  are  informed  that  Beauregard  has 
been  succeeded  in  command  of  the  rebel 
forces  on  the  Potomac  by  Qen.  Smith,  and 
the  former  has  been  ordered  to  Columbus, 
Ky.,  forthwith.  The  acknowledgment  by 
the  rebels  themselves  of  a  loss  at  ZoUL 
«o&er's  deteat  of  500  men  in  killed  and 
wounded,  would  indicate  that  their  punish- 
ment on  that  glorious  battle  field  was  toler- 
ably severe. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  the  rumor  from  Cairo, 
that  the  rebel  desperado,  JeS.  Thompson, 
has  been  captured  by  our  forces,  may  be 
verified.

I'be  great  battle  in  Kentucky  on  the  9tb, 
has  received  such  a  Babel  confusion  of  names

riously called  '•  Mill  Spring,"  "  Old  Fields," 
"  Clear  Creek,"  and  "  Fishing  Creek." 

TBB  raiMNESOTA   SECOND  IN  THB 
LATB  BATTI.B. 

We  give  on  the  inside  of  the  paper  this 
morning,  a  connected  and  fall  account  of 
the  late  battle,  taken  from  the  correspon- 
dence of  the  Cincinnati    papers.     But  few 
■allasions  are  made  to  our  noble   Minnesota 
Second  Regiment,  but  these  few    indicate 
very  clearly  the  honorable  part  it   bore  in 
the  engagemeot.     We  find   in  the  corres- 
dence  of  an  East  Tennesseean,  in  the  Com- 
snercial,  the  following    references  to  our 
r^/'tmeut,  not  embrced  in  the  account  given 
elsewb<.*^'  ^^^  which  establish  the  fact  that 
th3  Seconu  Minnesota  charged  with  the  bay- 
onet, and  cap!*^"^  ^he  flag  of  the  "Missis- 
sippi Butchers." 

The  steep  hills  andf  ravioeB  made  the  em- 
piovment  of  our  wht^^*  fo''ce  imprtcticable, 
and  hence  the  brunt  o/  ^'>«  battle  dftvolved 
upon  the  already  mention  «<*  regimenta  in  the 
advance  (Fourth  Kentucky  Second  Minnesota, 
Ninth  Ohio,  and  Tenth  ladi.«>*-)  These  gal- 
lant men  slowly  but  steadily  /orced  the  rebels 
toward  the  intrenchmenta.  A  *  ^*'^»  •hortly 
afier  eleren  o'clock,  Colonel  Hos^^l»i»  jucceed- 
•d  in  flanking  the  enemy  on  its  ex  tremeri^ht. 
This,  wiih  a  bayonet  charge  made,  \vith  trium- 
phant yells,  by  the  Second  Minne.vota  and 
Kinth  Ohio,  accelerated  the  retreat  of  the  reb- 
els. The  nearer  ther  approached  their  forlifi. 
cations,  the  greater  became  their  disorder  and 
quickness  ot  movement.  At  last  a  panic 
aeemed  to  seize  them,  and,  strewing  the  road 
with  muskets,  blankets,  overcoats  and  knap- 
aacks,  and  abandoning  two  guns  and  caissions, 
fled  pell-mell  toward  their  camp. 

The  2d  Minnesota  captured  a  banner  from 
the  Mississippi  regiment,  wbich  bad  on  it  the 
"Mississippi  Butchers."  They  may  be  good 
butchers  at  home,  but  they  make  a  mighty 
awKward  lish  at  bntcbermg  Yankees.  They 
had  better  go  home  and  tend  to  their  business. 
Nearly  everv  man  has  a  trophy  of  this  victory; 
there  are  plenty  to  get,  certain  ;  and  I  sit 
writing  this  now  with  a  Louisiana  Zouave 
iMad-dresa  and  tassel  on  my  bead. 


nessee,  on  the  east  bank  of  the  stream.  It 
stands  in  the  river  bottom,  about  the  high 
water  mark.  Just  below  a  bend  in  the  river, 
and  at  the  head  of  a  straight  stretch  of 
about  two  miles.  It  therefore  commands 
the  river  for  that  distance  down  stream,  and 
very  little  else. 

—The  Wiaconfin  Assembly  has  before  it 
resolutionb  to  repeal  the  State  Rights  reso- 
lutions of  1859,  and  recognize  the  complete 
power  of  the  Federal  Government ;  but  the 
Democrats,  having  got  the  Repub'icana  on 
the  record,  are  using  every  expedient  to  de- 
feat the  success  of  the  present  movement. 
The  resolutioits  were  passied  noder  the  ex- 
citement of  the  Booth  case,  and  the  Bepnb 
licans  want  to  vacate  the  ground  iuthe  pres- 
ence of  the  Southern  rebellion. 

—The  Baltimore  Patriot,  which  has  been 
in  existence  some  fifty  years,  suspended  its 
ptblication,  promising  to  reappear  as  a 
morning  paper  in  February.  This  at  one 
time  was  the  leading  Whig  paper  of  the 
State.  Of  recent  years,  however,  it  fell 
into  bad  management  and  worse  repute.  Its 
circulation  dwindled  down  to  only  a  few 
handred.  Six  of  its  late  attaches  and  edi- 
tors have  gotten  office  from  the  General 
Government. 

—Saturday,  the  18th,  was  the  anniversa- 
ry of  the  birth  day  of  Daniel  Webster 
The  proprietors  of  the  New  York  Astor 
House  marked  the  event  by  hoisting  the 
old  Webster  flag,  with  which  they  were 
accustomed  daring  his  lifetime  to  mark  the 
presence  of  the  statesman  at  the  hotel.  It 
is  a  large  white  banner,  with  a  red  stripe 
above  and  a  blue  stripe  below.  In  the 
broad  field  appears  Webster's  immorta' 
motto—"  Liberty  aod  Union,  now  and  for- 
ever, one  and  inseparable." 

— Mr,  Diven's  late  speech  in  the  House 
is  regarded  as  a  very  strange  one,  from  a 
man  elected  as  a  Republican.  The  mem- 
ber who  crossed  the  House  to  sit  by  his 
side,  and  shouted  "  Order,"  when  he  was  in- 
terrupted,  and  shook  bauds  with  him  at  the 
close,  was  Mr.  Wadsworth  of  Kentucky. 
Vallandigham  aod  Ben.  Wood  sat  near  him 
delighted  listeners. 

— In  consequence  of  the  high  price  of 
cotton,  and  on  account  of  other  reasons,  the 
Post  OflBce  Department  has  substituted 
hemp  for  that  article  in  the  manufacture  of 
thsir  letter  and  paper  mail  bags.  Recent 
experiments  have  proved  that  hemp  bags 
are  stronger  and  cheaper  and  wear  better 
than  the  others. 

— Peter  Cooper,  the  philanthropist  and 
successful  business  man,  has  written  a  letter 
to  President  Lincoln,  in  which  he  says  : 

''During  all  the  past,  when  slavery  was 
regarded  as  an  evil  entailed  on  the  country 
by  a  power  over  which  they  had  no  control, 
it  did  not  corrupt  the  heart  of  the  people 
as  it  now  does  when  a  controlling  power  in 
the  South  has  determined  to  make  their 
system  of  slavery  the  very  comer  stone  of 
the  American  nation.  The  greatest  of  all 
national  evils  must  not,  cannot  be  allowed 
while  there  is  a  power  possible  to  maintain 
our  "Union  of  the  States  "—a  Union  that 
has  given  us  seventy  years  of  peace  at  home, 
with  honor    and   respect   throughout  the 


which  will  vest  a  certain  title  to  real  estate

Frame  a  law  inviting  capital  and 
make  it  especially  stringent  in  its  applica- 
tion to  back  taxes,  and   then  reduce  these 
taxes  to  a  reasonable  figure,  and  give  time, 
and  whether  delinquents  pay  or  not  the 
taxes  tciU  be  paid  by   capitalists,  aod  thus 
having  opened  this  sealed  treasury  of  the 
past,  the  necessity  for  having  new  levies  of 
taxes  will  not  exist,  and  the  State  and  peo- 
ple will  not  feel  the  Federal  tax.    Real  es- 
tate and  money  brokers,  bankers,  capital- 
ists, who  have  correspondents  here,  and  oth- 
ers will  pay  these  taxes,  tf  a  law   is  made 
which  will  realize  to  them  a  fair  interest  and 
tome  certain  time  for  realizing  it

—The  friends  of  Col.  Brown,  the  gallant

It  is  gratifying  to  C^  *^»'  "'^  Senate 
attaches  enough  importance  ^"^  ^^^  question 
to  make  it  the  subject  of  delibei!'^^'°°  ^^^ 
discussion,  and  not  hastily  to  pass  it  C^^^ 
They  may  well  discuss  it,  not  only  a  day, 
but  three  days  and  give  themselves  time  to 
investigate  the  "sitsation"  of  affiiirs,  look 
over  the  systems  ot  other  States  and  profit 
by  them. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  takes  a  wise 
and  sensible  view  of  the  subject  in  recona- 
mending  the  adoption  of  the  tax  by  the 
State,  and  the  lightening  of  City,  County, 
and  School  taxes,  the  collection  of  the  de- 
linquent tax  and  the  importance  of  a  poll 
tax,  to  enable  the  people  thus  relieved,  to 
pay  this  additional  tax. 

This  federal  tax  just  simply  amounts  to 
nothing— mere  dust  in  the  balance — com- 
pared to  the  wanton,  reckless,  extravagant 
and  burdensome  taxes  levied  by  the  coun- 
ties, cities  and  towns  and  for  school  purpo- 
ses. Muzzle  the  counties,  cities  and  tovms, 
for  one  year,  aod  let  them  get  along  as 
the  people  do — without  money — using 
what  they  can  collect  of  their  ducs — or  put 
ting  their  hands  into  their  pockets  and  ta- 
king out  a  poU  tax  for  local  purpous—thyiB 
bringing  the  matter  hom^  to  the  people  and 
correcting  the  extravagance  of  their  rulers  ; 
do  tAjs— and  the  federal  tax  of  the  ensuing; 
year  added  to  the  State  tax,  would  be  the 
lightest  tax  the  people  have  paid  by  one- 
half  for  five  years. 

The  proposition  of  the  Committee  is  to 
limit  the  counties  and  cities  to  three  mails. 
This  will  reduce  the  tax  of  this  city  and 
county  more  than  one-half,  and  we  shall  get 
along  just  as  well. 

When  our  coonty  was  limited  two  years 
ago  for  expenses  (not  including  inteoest), 
the  tax  treasury  eaters  predicted  awfol 
conseqneoces.  Tet  the  county  not  only 
got  along  with  three  mills,  but  actaally 
brought  the  credit  ot  its  script  from  fifty- 
five  cents  on  the  dollar  to  par ;  and  if  now 
reduced  to  three  mills  for  all  parposes,  inclu- 
ding interest,  there  is  not  the  slightest 
doubt  but  that  everything  will  work  just 
as  smoothly. 

There  is  levied  in  this  city  for  school  pur- 
poses nearly  $20,000  per  yew  o-  was  in 
1860.  Figure  out  the  cost  of  eleven  or 
twelve  teachers  now,  and  ask  yourself  why 
this  enormous  levy  ?  Two  mills  will  reduce 
this  one-half;  and  if  back  taxes  now  due 
the  schools,  and  taxes  due  the  school  fund, 
from  the  city  and  county  are  considered,  one 
mill,  or  $5,000,  ought  to  mn  the  schools 
the  next  year  with  ease. 

The  most  important  point  to  be  consid- 
ered, however,  is  the  eolUaion  of  taxes.

January  2Ist,  1862.      f 
Dkab  Fathkh  :  — "  Glorious  news."    We 

have  met  the  enemy  and  they  are  ours. 

We  have  achieved  the  greatest  victory  that 
has  been  won  in  this  war.  Of  course,  ere 
this  letter  reaches  you,  you  will  have  heard 
the  news,  but  I  "hall  give  yoo  an  account 
from  the  first  commencement  in  the  best 
manner  I  can,  as  perhaps  I  can  give  you 
more  particulars  than  you  will  find  in  the 
papers — being  on  the  ground  and  a  witness 
of  the  aff'ray. 

On  Friday  last,  the  17th  inst.,  we  arrived 
within  about  six  miles  of  ZoUicoffer's  en- 
trenchments and  made  our  encampment, 
threw  out  our  pickets,  and  there  we  remain- 
ed without  any  thing  of  any  particular  note 
happening,  until  Sunday  morning, about  sev- 
en o'clock.  While  I  was  outside  the  tent 
washing  myself  (having  just  got  up)  Col. 
Munson,  of  the  10th  Indiana  Regiment,  rode 
op  in  great  baste  to  Col.  Van  Cleve's  tent 
near  by,  called  out  for  the  Colonel  to  bring 
out  his  regiment  immediately,  as  our  pick- 
ete  had  been  driven  in,  and  the  enemy  was 
advancing  in  force.  The  long  roll  was 
beat — the  Regiment  was  in  line  and  ofl"  on 
double  quick  to  the  scene  of  action  io  less 
than  five  minutes.  The  battle  took  place 
about  one  mile  from  the  camp,  near  the  en- 
campment of  the  10th  Indiana,  which  rai- 
ment first  met  the  enemy  and  held  them  at 
bay,  until  other  other  regiments  could  come 
to  their  relief,  and  I  can  tell  you  they  stood 
their  ground  like  heroes. 

Our  force  consisted  of  the  following  reg- 
iments of    infantry,  viz:      Tennessee  9th, 
14th  Ohio,  10th   Indiana,   12th   Kentucky, 
and  2d  Minnesota — nine  in  all — Capt.  Ken- 
j'«y'8  Battery  of  six  guns,  Whitmore's  Mich- 
igan C^  ^^°  ^"°^'  Steward's  of  four  guns- 
twelve  pie^'^  •"  all— and  a  portion  of  Wol- 
ford's  Kentucky  <=*^*'''y*'^i^ed  with  Sharp's 
breech  loading  rifleT''    The  enemy's  force 
consisted  of  eight  regiml'^D*'  of  infantry,  one 
Alabama  and  one  Mississip^."**  regiment,  the 
balance  being  Tennessee  regimeL,*^»  '°*^  one 
full  regiment  of  cavalry  and  six  pi'j^OW  of 
cannon. 

The  cause  of  their  leaving  their  entrenah'  , 
ments  and  coming  down  here  to  attack  us, 
was  occasioned  by  their  hearing  that  three 
regiments  of  General  Schoeff*s  commasd 
at  Somerset  had  left  him,  crossed  over  what 
is  called  Fishing  Creek,  and  encamped  at 
the  Cross  Roads — that  is  where  oar  en- 
campment was— they  not  knowing  that  there 
was  any  more  force  io  this  part  of  the  coun- 
try than  that  of  Schoeff's,  and  as  it  had 
been  raining  considerably  for  several  days 
they  thought  it  would  be  an  easy  matter 
fer  them  to  come  down  and  take  those  three 
regiments,  for  it  would  bo  impossible  for 
them  to  retreat  back  over  Fishing  Creek  . 
but  they  got  terribly  fooled;  for  instead  of 
finding  the  three  regiments  tbey  were  after, 
they  found  nine  others,  besides  some  pretty 
good  cannon,  though  during  the  whole  fight 
which  lasted  two  hours  and  twenty  min- 
utes, we  never  bad  but  four  regiments  in 
the  fight  at  one  time. 

The  10th  Indiana  stood  it  alone  for  some 
time.  It  was  then  joined  by  the  4th  Ken- 
tucky, Col.  Pry,  and  shortly  afterwards  the 
two  Tennessee  regiments  came  up  and  joined 
them.  They  are  the  most  bloodthirsty  set 
of  men  we  have  got,  for  the  majority  of 
them  have  been  driven  from  their  homes  by 
the  secessionists.  Those  four,  the  Minnesota 
Second  and  the  9th  Ohio  being  kept  back 
as  a  reserve.  The  10th  and  12th  Kentucky 
and  the  14th  Ohio  did  not  arrive  until  just 
as  the  enemy  started  on  the  retreat  at  they 
were  encamped  some  seven  miles  back. 

When  the  battle  had  lasted  nearly  two 
hours,  the  10th  Indiana  and  4tb  Kentucky 
were  withdrawn  and  the  2nd  Minnesota  aod 
9th  Ohio  ordered  in.  Our  Regiment  formed 
in  line,  aod  then  Col.  Van  Cleve  (as  brave 
a  man  as  ever  lived)  rushed  to  the  front 
with  drawn  sword  snd  revolver,  and  com- 
manded—/onoard,  doubU  quick,  Mabch, 
when  our  men  rushed  to  the  front  with  an 
Indian  war  whoop  that  struck  terror  to  the 
hearts  of  every  sccesher,  until  within  fifteen 
feet  of  the  enemy,  tbey  poared  tlie  most 
tarriio  ToUep  right  into  the  Imm  d  tht 


rel)els.  This  was  cosoidered  the  most  ter- 
rible and  effective  volley  that  was  given 
during  the  engagement. 

Our  boys  stood  their  ground  like  heroes 
never  flinching  an  inch,  while  CoL  Van 
Cleve  rode  op  and  down  the  lines  throagh 
a  perfect  bail  storm  of  bullets,  cheering  the 
boys  on  continually.  The  prisoners  Htate 
that  the  Minnesota  aod  Indiana  Boys  did 
more  damage  to  them  than  any  other  regi- 
ments. Ntme  of  our  officers  were  wounded 
or  hurt,  with  the  exception  of  Captain 
Markham,  of  Company  B,  who  received  a 
flesh  wound  in  the  calf  of  the  leg  from  a 
buck  shot  We  had  eleven  men  killed,  and 
as  many  more  wounded,  perhaps  one  or  two 
of  whom  will  die. 

Our  forces,  I  believe,  lost  only  one  com- 
missioned officer,  a  first  lieutenant  in  the 
10th  Indiana.  As  near  as  we  can  get  at  it 
at  present,  we  havs  not  lost  more  than  forty 
men  killed,  and  perhaps  as  many  more 
wounded.  While  the  enemy  have  lost  over 
two  hundred  killed,  and  about  150  wounded 
and  prisoners. 

Alter  the  Minnesota  Second  and  Ninth 
Ohio  went  in,  the  fight  lasted  only  twenty 
minutes  more,  wheu  the  enemy  started  on 
the  retreat  for  their  entrenchments,  with  our 
nine  regiments  and  the  artillery  pell  mell 
after  them — the  artillery  shelling  them  every 
time  the  nature  of  the  ground  would  admit, 
leaving  the  road  strewn  with  dead  and 
wounded  seceshers. 

We  advanced  within  a  mile  of  their  for- 
tifications, at  which  place  we  arrived  about 
noon.  Our  artillery  continued  shelling 
them  until  dark,  when  all  fighting  eeaaed, 
and  during  the  night  the  enemy  retreated 
across  the  Cumberland  river,  and  put  their 
stakes  for  Tennessee. 

The  next  morning  we  went  inside  of  their 
fortifications,  and  took  possession.  I  should 
judge  they  were  the  worst  scared  set  of  hu- 
man beings  that  ever  breathed.  Tbey  did 
not  take  a  thing  with  them  that  they  could 
leave  behind,  aod  what  is  worse,  tbey  did 
not  know  enough  to  destroy  what  they  did 
leave,  so  that  it  would  not  fall  into  our 
hands. 

They  have  built  log  huts  inside  of  their 
entrenchments,  and  have  Lad  quite  comfort- 
able winter  quarters.  They  left  us  tweoty 
pieces  of  artillery,  between  500  and  600 
horses  and  mules,  all  their  tenti  and  camp 
equipage,  all  their  papers  and  documents 
from  Jefl.  Davis  and  Beauregard,  all  their 
arms,  clothing,  camp  and  garrison  equip- 
pagr,  stores,  provisions,  revolvers,  bowie- 
knives  and  everything  you  can  pos?iWy 
think  of.  Letters  by  the  hundred  were  found 
from  friends,  relatives  aod  sweet  hearts,  and 
taking  everything  together,  we  have  gained 
ten  thousand  times  more  than  we  ever  ex- 
pected. As  near  as  we  can  find  out  from 
the  prisoners  taken,  they  had  fifteen  rai- 
ments altogether,  besides  their  artillery  aod 
cavalry.  We  have  taken  four  of  their  Sur- 
geons prisoners,  and  what  is  better  than  all, 
old  Zollicofier  won't  trouble  anybody  any 
more ;  he  was  shot  through  the  heart  at  the 
beginning  of  the  engagement  by  Col.  Fry 
of  the  Fourth  Kentucky.    »    *    » 

He  was  not  in  command  of  the  forces,  as 
he  was  only  a  Brigadier.  Geo.  B.  Criten. 
den,  a  son  of  the  renowned  John  J.,  was  in 
command,  he  being  a  Major-General.  He 
had  lately  reinforced  Zollicofier  and  taken 
the  command.  He  is  missing  also,  and  was 
not  seen  after  the  retreat  began.  We  have 
one  prisoner  who  calls  himself  a  Lieutenant- 
Colonel,  but  one  or  two  of  our  Tennessee 
and  Kentucky  officers  swear  it  is  Crittenden, 
and  thus  it  stands.  I  am  inclined  to  be^ 
lieve  that  it  is  he. 

We  have  several  Captains  and  Lieaten- 
ants  prisoners.  They  are  poor,  miserable 
looking  fellows  compared  with  ours,  weak, 
sallow  complexioned  looking  fellows,  and  a 
great  many  of  them  are  young  boys.  They 
«rear  no  uniform  at  all ;  what  they  do  wear 
is  .'^puthem  jeans  of  all  colors — red,  grey, 
green,  blue,  brown,  made  and  manufactured 
in  all  shapes  and  manners. 

I  have  now  given  you  an  account  of  the 
battle.  I  most  next  let  yon  know  some- 
thing of  the  horrors  of  war. 

I  have  been  an  eye  witness  of  things  for 
the  the  last  two  days,  that  I  hope  I  may 
never  see  again.  Oh !  dear  father,  you 
have  no  idea  what  it  is  to  go  over  a  battle 
field  among  the  dead  aod  dying,  men  clutch- 
ing at  you,  praying  you  to  do  something  for 
them  to  relieve  them  from  their  snfferiogs, 
men  with  their  brains  all  scattered  about, 
others  with  their  legs  and  arms  shot  off, 
more  dying  with  balls  through  their  bodies 
that  had  not  killed  them  instantly. 

I  have  seen  sights  that  have  made  my 
very  blood  run  cold.  I  was  engaged  for 
hoars  day  before  yesterday  in  helping  the 
wounded  aod  in  carrying  them  and  the  dead 
from  off  the  field,  putting  them  in  wagons 
and  ambulances,  to  be  taken  to  the  different 
hospitals. 

It  is  impossible  for  me  to  give  you  any 
description  of  it  in  a  letter ;  some  of  these 
days,  when  I  get  home,  perhaps  I  can  tdl 
yon  more  about  it. 

I  must  now  close,  bat  will  write  again  in 
a  few  days,  and  give  you  further  particulars 
that  may  have  slipped  my  mind  at  present 
I  am  well  and  in  good  spirits,  for  I  believe 
I  belong  to  one  of  the  best  regiments  in  the 
service,  at  least  the  Grenerals  give  it  the 
praise  of  being  such,  and  say  that  if  it  had 
not  been  for  us,  the  day  would  have  gone 
against  our  forces.

The  Burnside  Expedition. 

FoBT  MovBOB,  Jan.  88. 
By  arrival  of  the  steamer  Eastern  State 
we  have  the  first  direct  and  official  intelli^ 

gmce  of  the  Burnside  expedition.  The 
astern  State  left  Katteras  Inlet  last  night 
and  arrived  here  this  afternoon.  The 
recent  storms  were  unusually  severe  at 
Hatteras  and  .considerably  delayed  and 
crippled  the  expedition,  but  when  the 
Eastern  State  left  everything  looked  favor- 
able. 

The  Burnside  expedition  sailed  on  the 
11th  and  12h  of  Jaiuary  and  consisted  of 
over  125  vessels  of  tilt  classes. 

They  arrived  at  Hatteras  between  the 
I2th  and  17th  inst ,  having  been  greatly 
retarded  by  the  severe  storms  and  inverse 
winds  which  prevailed  during  that  time. 

After  their  arrival;  at  Hatteras  they 
experienced  a  serefi  of  nrparalelled  storms 
that  at  times  it  was  impossibie  to  hold 
communication  witlk  any  two  vessels  of  the 
fieet 

After  the  storm  it  was  discoveied  that 
no  vessel  drawing  o^rer  seven  feet  and  three 
inches  could  pass  into  Pamlico  Sound.  No 
vessel  either    could  pass   outside  the  bar 
drawing  over  thirte<  n  feet  of  water  unless 
very  skillfully  pilottsd.      Consequently  the 
City  of  New  York  struck  on  the  outside  ol 
the  bar.    She  had  a  cargo  valued  at  $200, 
000  worth  of  power  rifles  and  bombs,  and 
proved  a  total  loss.    Htr  crew  wa»  saved. 
The  steamer  Pocahc  ntas  went  ashore  near 
the  lighthouse  and  became  a  total  wreck  ; 
ninety  valuable  horses    were  on  board  of 
her  and  all  were  drovned,  including  several 
valued  at  $500  eacli. 

The  Grape  Shot  parted,  swamped  and 
went  down  at  sea.  Eler  crew  were  saved. 

An  unknown  schooner  landed  with 
oats  and  another  schooner,  name  unknown, 
was  lost  on  the  beach. 

The  steamer  Leuisiana  struck  on  the 
bar  where  she  now  lies.  The  report  of  her 
burning  is  incorrect ;  she  may  yet  get  oflF. 
The  Eastern  Queen  and  the  Voltiguer 
are  also  ashore.  The  latter  will  probably 
get  off.  ' 

The  water  vessebi  attached  to  the  expe- 
dition had  not  rea  :hed  their  destination 
when  the  Eastern  Stiite  left  and  had  it  not 
been  for  the  condentten  on  board  of  some 
of  the  vessels  and  a  vessel  on  shore  the 
most  terrible  suffering  most  have  oc- 
cured  among  the  troops.  As  it  was  the 
water  casks  were  composed  of  old  whisky, 
camphene  and  kerosene  oil  casks. 

It  is  thought  the  pilots  of  Hatteras  are 
proved  traitors,  having  intentionally  run 
several  vessels  ashore. 

The  waves  dashed  with  a  clean  sweep 
across  the  Hatteras  ihore,  completely  out- 
ting  off  the  fort  from  outside  communica- 
tion. 

Col.  Allen,  of  the  )th  New  Jersey  regi 
ment,  and  his  surgeon  Weller,  with  a  boat's 
crew,  and  the  2od  mate  of  the  Anne  lliomp* 
son,  when  tbey  found  that  the  troops  needed 
water,  manned  a  boat,  in  order  to  reach  the 
Qeneral  and  obtain  it.  The  boat  swamped, 
and  the  Colonel,  surgeon  and  mate  were 
drowned.    The  crew  were  saved. 

Gen.  Burnside   haii  succeeded  in  getting 
over  the  bar  one  half  of  his  vessels,  incind 
ingall  the  gunboats  aod  7,000  troops. 

Everything  appearni  to  be  in  satisfactory 
condition  when  the  Eastern  State  left. 

The  large  transports  with  troops  remain 
ed  outside  until  the  amval  of  the  Spaniding 
from  Port  Royal,  23<i.  when  Capt.  Howes 
volunteered  to  bring  ihem  all  inside.  This 
was  accomplished  yesterday  afternoon,  the 
Eastern  State  passing  the  last  oi  them  as 
she  lelt. 

A  portion  of  the  tug  boats,  chartered  by 
Gen.  Burnside  for  tha  Expedition,  refused 
to  prooceed  any  forther  than  Fortress 
Monroe. 

Fair  weather  has  set  in  and  the  sehoonera 
of  the  expedition  are  makbg  their  appear> 
ance  with  water,  coal  and  provisions,  aod 
everything  looks  mort  promising. 

Geo.  Burnside  has  been  indefatigable ;  he 
is  confidant  of  the  ultimate  success  of  the 
expeditioo,  and  has  tbe  respect  of  every  man 
under  his  command.  The  only  troops  that 
have  been  landed  are  the  24th  Massachu- 
setts regiment  and  tbe  Rhode  Island  battery. 
Ool.  Hawkins'  regiment  goes  with  the  Born- 
side  expedition. 

There  has  been  no  loss  of  lifikMmM 
those  above  mentiooei.  '^  "  * 

Different  reports  are  received  at  Hatteras 
from  the  surrounding  population  in  relation 
to  the  dispoiitioo  and  intentions  of  the  en- 
emy.

Then  we 
were  ordered  loi'ward  again,  in  a  few  mo- 
ments we  were  on  a  hill  top,  and  the  etie 
my's  camp  lay  before  us,  .\.  space  of  more 
that  a  hundred  acres,  surrounded  and  divi- 
d  d  by  low  hills,  all  of  which  were  capp<  d 
t)j  long  lines  of  earttiworks.  'I'lie  wood- 
<«ere  cut  away,  uod  the  fallen  timber  lay  m 
r-very  direciion.  lo  hiudcr  the  approach  ol 
an  allacking  enemy. 

As  we  marched  over  the  bills  into  the 
camp,  a  storm  was  raging,  i'here  was  a 
>ullen  full  of  rain.  Tbe  lightning  l.aped 
from  the  sky  upon  the  hills  on  the  other 
side  of  tberi'er.  us  thou>;h  it  was  pursuing 
the  nin  tins  of  the  rebel  army  w  ih  tin 
wratb  of  buaveu.  Tue  thunder  echoed  our 
artillery. 

Long  columns  of  our  men  filed  along  the 
circular  crests  of  the  hillk  But  tliere  wa.>- 
hardly  a  die'  r  VVe  tiad  hop.d  lo  capture 
ivi  ry  man,  and  thou.'h  we  had  taken  every- 
ihing  which  made  ttieiu  an  army,  we  felt 
disappoint  d. 

FRUITS  OF  THE    VICTORY. 

Yet  the  victory  wn  cmicle  e.  Thirteen 
eannon,  more  tl.a.i  a  ihouHand  stand  of 
arms,  a  thong  >nd  horses,  uminnnitiiin,  bag- 
g  g-  trains,  commissary  stores  of  every 
kind,  tent?',  clothing,  and,  in  short,  every 
tiling  wliifti  the  poor  fieliows  had  were  leU 
'(>  m.  A  copy  of  the  order  of  ntieat  wa» 
hinnd,  due  ting  that  the  army  should  move 
Ht  4  o'cUick.  silently,  and  l>ave  everything. 
They  did  not  even  spike  their  guns. 

THEIR  FORTIFICATION'S  AND  CAMP. 

No  army  was  ever  smitten  with  such  a 
panic,  even  in  the  rp  n  fi  Id.  That  they 
8h  uld  leave  tortifieations  of  the  extt  nt  and 
^iiengtli  ot  th<  se  around  their  camp,  seem- 
ed anil  st  incredible.  'I'bose  rfritications 
were  evidently  constructed  under  the  super> 
visinn  ol  a  skillful  eii|iineer.  It  would  be 
diffi  ult  to  construct  mire  l<»rmi  table  1  artli- 
works  'J  by  were  driended  by  thirteen 
pieces,  many  of  them  r.fl  d.  The  force  oi 
tne  enemy,  even  a  ter  their  hea'y  losses  in 
the  morning  wa^  fuily  equal  in  numbers  to 
our  own.      Yet  all  was  ab.indoned. 

To  our  men,  accustomed  to  live  in  cold 
tents,  the  rebel  camp  seemed  almost  a  par 
dise.  The  most  of  the  regiments  were  fur 
iiished  with  1  -g  huts,  warm,  comfortable  and 
homelike.  In  tbe  comRii-«ary  department 
th<y  Wire  much  better  suppli  d  than  we 
have  b -en.  No  crackers,  but  good  corn 
bread  and  bi.=cuit  most  inviting.  C«Q  e,  su- 
gar, bee',  fat  hogs,  everything  of  the  Ijcst, 
and  plenty  ol  it.  The  Souih  may  lie  star- 
ving, but  the  Southern  army  is  far  from  it. 
In  clothing  and  arms  alone  our  troops  have 
the  advantage  ov  r  them.  Th'-ir  guns  were 
many  ol  ihm,  fl;nt-Iock  muskets,  shot  guns 
and  squirrel  rifi^-s.  But  tew  rifled  muaket- 
Wire  tuuod.

Three  young  men.  named  Charles  Cox. 
•Jesse  Gilbert  and  W.  J.  Mortll.  deserters 
rom  the  S'tulbern  army,  arrivinl  at  the 
i'reinont  House  on  Monday  night,  huv.ug 
ln^n  torwarded  from  Cairo  to  Ibis  city  by 
(ieorge  W.  Gage.  Ksq  ,  and  otlu-r  citzn's 
*ho  were  cognizmt  of  their  condition 
Cox,  in  company  with  Gi.btrt,  Morell  and 
»  Iburth  parly,  iiameil  Gardner,  who  has  re 
inaiiie«l  ut  Cairo,  are  all  strong  Union  men. 
who.  prior  to  the  breaking  out  of  the  war. 
had  been  engaged  in  various  capicitiea  ut 
the  South.  Upon  the  commencemeut 
of  hostilities,  they,  in  common  with  numer 
OU3  other  Northern  m'.n,  were  impressed 
into  Ihe  rebel  army,  (jilbert,  who  had 
former  y  tieen  connected  wirh  Uice's  eques- 
trian establishment,  was  compelled  to  j  nn  a 
Loiiisi  ina  regiment.  Cox,  who  was  a  com- 
positor in  the  of!ije  of  that  rampant  organ 
of  secvsijion,  the  MampUb  Appeul,  was  I'lTer- 
ed  his  choice  :  to  enlist  in  a  TenncMee  reg  - 
m*nt  or  be  confined  in  the  Laboratory  and 
engaged  in  maiiufacturini<  cartridgifl.  He 
choK-iti  the  former  as  presen'ing  the  b'^l 
opportunities  lor  escape.  Morell  was  also 
impressed  into  a  Tennessee  Regiment,  and 
Gardner  into  a  L'iui4iana  lleg"ment.  The 
c onceniratioH  of  the  S  mthcrn  forces  at  Co- 
lumbus brought  ttiem  togeher,  and  their 
sympathy  of  leeliog  and  sentiment  sooD  dis- 
covered them  to  each  other,  uud  tbiy  laid 
v.irioos  plans  of  escape.

Edwin  M.  Stanton  yt«iterdiy  entered  up- 
on the  full  di-cbarge  of  hi4  offi.ial  responsi- 
bilities a<  Secretary  ol  War,  and  was  form 
ally  presented  to  ail  the  military  ofiicers  in 
Washington— the  number  having  been 
considerably  larger  than  it  will  be  a  few 
days  hence.  The  interview  was  cordial  and 
inspiring,  for  there  is  a  very  general  con»ic~ 
tion  that  the  appointment  of  the  new  Sec- 
retary means  business,  and  that  il  is  not 
likely  to  be  popular  at  Beauregird  or 
Johnston's  beadq  larters.  We  believe  the 
general  impressijQ  is  for  once  in  the  right.

Mr.  Sawyer  hints  as  much  to 
us  in  a  private  note,  wherein  he  saya  "he 
don't  want  it  to  seem  as  if  he  was  blowing  his 
OWQ  born  as  his  account  of  the  proceedings 
of  the  Sawyersville  Instiiute  contains  "some 
personal  compliments  to  himself,  which  might 
look  as  if  he  was  vain  of  them,  if  he  printed 
them  in  the  F.  and  D."]

When  we  had  got  through  Mr,  Whee- 
lock's  book,  we  took  to  beatiog  up  the  lite- 
rary brush  for  highfalutin  elephants  in  gen- 
eral, and  the  way  we  made  the  fur  fly  was 
a  caution  you'd  better  believe. 

The  Schoolmaster  brought  us  in  a  new 
book  with  a  mulatto  colored  cover  on  it 
which]  he  called  the  "  Atlantic  Monthly,'' 
which  Augustus  J.  Sawyer,  which  is  my  bro- 
ther, said  was  prob'bly  because  it  was  a 
Sailor's  magazeen,  nnd  was  printed  in  the 
middle  of  the  ocean.

sophic, scientific,  and  poetic  stars  which  stud 
the  Bostonian  firmament  of  mind." 

Agassiz,  he  further  remarked,  is  one  of 
the  most  brilliant,  luminous  and  shining 
lig'its  in  the  Cambridge  constellation.  The 
article  from  which  I  shall  recite  a  few  ex- 
tracts was  indited  by  him  for  popular  iu- 
Btruction.  His  subject  is  "Methods  of  study 
in  natural  history." 

Whereupon  my  brother  Augustus  J. 
whispered.  "  You  're  in  for  it,  Zeb,  it  is  a 
history  ot  naturals,''  which  was  intended  as 
a  personal  compliment  to  mo. 

The  Schoolmaster  then  read  from  the 
mulatto  colored   book  as  follows  : 

"Baer  recognized  four  types  which  corres- 
pond exactly  to  Cuvier's  four  plans." 

The  printer  of  the  Sawyer.=?ville  Gazette 
here  intPrrupted  the  schoolmaster  by  saying 
that  lie  couldn't  see  the  use  of  getting  bars 
to  set  types,  especially  if  they  couldn't  rec- 
ognize but  four  out  of  a  whole  font,  and 
wanted  to  know  w'oat  was  the  four  types 
which  the  iar  recognized.  They  are  as 
follows,  said  the  schoolmaster,  reading  from 
the  mulatto  colored  book  : 

"Peripheric,  Massive,  Longitudinal  and 
Doable  SymmetricaL" 

The  printer  said  there  wasn't  no  such 
types  going  ;  there  was  Burjoice,  and  Piker, 
and  Minyon,  and  Long  Primer  ;  but  nary 
Peripheric  or  Double  Symmetrical  in  any 
font  he'd  ever  seen. 

Schoolmaster  said  printer  didn't  under- 
Btand  the  case  ;  when  the  printer  got  all- 
fired  mad,  and  said  he'd  worked  at  the  case 
all  hij  life  and  ort  to  understand  it  if  any 
body  did. 

Xot  noticing  this,  the  schoolmaster  went 
on  to  say  that  Peripheric,  and  Massive,  and 
Longitudinal,  and  Double  Symmetrical  were 
a  kind  of  animiles,  and  read  from  the  mu- 
latto colored  book  as  follows : 

"By  ifcusive,  Baer  indicated  th«8e  animals 
in  which  the  structure  is  soft  and  concentrated, 
without  any  very  diatiact  individualization  of 
th»  parU." 

The  printer  cooled  off  at  this,  and  said 
"he  understood  it  now.  He  had  seen  one 
ol  them  kind  of  animiles  when  he  worked  in 
the  office  of  the  Pioneer  &  Democrat,  which, 
meaning  no  offense  to  any  gentleman  pres- 
CLt — [looking  at  me]  was  boss  of  the  con- 
ctro,  and  which  was  the  curliest,  iliest  and 
shiniest  critter  he  ever  see,"  which  was  in- 
tended as  a  personal  compliment  to  me.

IJu  anltrior  and  which  the  poster  iar  extremities. " 

Which  means,  says  the  schoolmaster,  it 
is  difficult  to  distinguish  the  head  from  the 
binder  parts. 

The  printer  said  that  was  exactly  the 
way  with  the  specimen  he  had  seen 
in  the  oEBce  of  the  Pioneer  &  Democrat. 
He  couldn't,  and  nobody  else  couldn't  tell, 
which  was  which. 

The  entire  institoot  here  looked  at  me. 
The  schoolmaster  winked  fast,  coughed, 
miflfied,  blew  his  nose  and  proceeded  : 

"  His  longitudinal  type  answers  ezaotly  to 
OuTler's  artiouUte.

was  the  policy  adopted  by  the  disun- 
ionists,  so  they  might  lor  a  while  eujoy  the 
benefit  ot  the  Union  without  sharing  the 
responsibility  of  its  preservation,  and  finally 
carry  the  State  over  to  the  rebels.

NEWS    ITEnS. 

— The  Milwaukee  Free  Democrat  is   •"**  J 
entirely  discontinued. 

—A  floating  battery  240  feet  long  and 
of  3,000  tons  burden,  iron  plated  to  the 
thickness  of  four  inches,  is  nearly  completed 
in  Philadelphia.  The  battery  has  seventy 
feet  on  the  gun  deck  and  nearly  fifty  feet  on 
the  main  deck. 

—Hon.  W.  P.  Dole,  CommiSi^ionor  of 
Indian  AS'airg  accompanies  Geo.  Lane  on 
bis  ezpeditioD  to  attend  to  the  business  with 
the  Indians  whose  property  and  loyalty  bac 
'been  teriouly  molaBted  by  the  rebels. 


The  National  War  Tax  —Our  Legisla- 
ture has  decided,  almost  unanimously,  that 
the  State  shall  assume  the  collection  of  the 
National  war  tax.     Joint    Refolutions  ren 
questing     the    Governor    to    inform   the 
Secretary     of    the     Treasury    that    such 
was   the    decision    ot    Minnesota,    passed 
the    House    on     Monday,    and    on    that 
day  were  conveyed  to  the  Senate.    There 
wus    no    dissenting    voice   in    the    House 
to  the  po^^age  of  these  resolutions,  and  con- 
stqueuiiy    no   debate.     In  the  Senate  they 
were  made  the  special  order  for  Tuesday  at 
eleven   o'clock,  at   which   time   they   were 
taktn  up  ;  and  upon   the  question  of  their 
final  passage  a  somewhat  protracted  debate 
ensued,  occupying  the  remainder   of   the 
session  of  that  day,  and  part  of  the  session 
of  yesterday. 

Senators  will  excuse  us  for  merely  giving 
a  sketch  of  the  debate  in  the  form  of  a 
narative  rather  than  a  report.  It  is  all  we 
can  do  with  the  present  pressure  upon  our 
columns  of  interesting  news  from  the  army 
and  other  quarters  Irom  abroad. 

Mr.   Baldwin   opened   the  discussion   on 

Tuesday   by  assuming,  very  properly,  that 

this  was  the  most   important  question  that 

could  possibly  come  before  the  Legislature 

thi-  session     He  spoke  at  length  in  opposi 

tion  to  the  assumption  of  the  collection  of 

the  tax  by  the  State.     The  first  portion   ol 

his  speech   was  characterized   by  a  slight 

vein  »of  bitterness  towards  the   Governor's 

allusion  in   his  message  to  the  impolicy  of 

appointing  a  swarm  of  Federal  ofiSje  holders 

to  collect  this  tax.   His  argument  was  based 

upon  the  theory  that  the  people  were  unable 

to  pay  the  tax  within  the  time  proposed  by 

the  act  of  Congress;    that  eventually   we 

would  be  compelled   to  ask  relief  of  0  n- 

gre?8  from  paying  a  portion,  at  least,  of  the 

burtben,  and  therefore  it  was  best  for  the 

State  to  have  nothing  to  do  with  attempt- 

ing  its  collection. 

Mr.  Smith   took    a  more  cheerful  view 
of  the  matter.      He  explained  the  feeling 
of  the  people  to  be  to  assume  the  debt,  and 
'  to  have  pa.ssed  such  stringent  measures  in 
regard  to  delin  juent  taxes,  and  in  regard  to 
future  expenditures  of  towns,  counties  and 
State  as  would  render  the  collection  of  this 
war  tax  prompt  and  certain.     Ho  believed 
the  people  would  pay  thu  tax,  if  they  were 
compelled  to    defer   the   payment  of  all 
other  taxes.      The  great  reason  why  the 
State  should  take  upon  herself  the  obliga- 
tion of  collecting  this  tax  was,  that  under 
the  law  of  Congress,  if  we  turned  it  over  to 
the  General   Government,   only    the  real 
estate  interest  of  the  State  would  be  com- 
pelled to  meet  the  financial  burthen  of  the 
war.     [The  law  of  Congress  only  provides 
for  the  taxation   by   Federal  assessors  of 
tracts  of  land  and    town  lots   valued  at 
$500.]    Mr.  S.  contended  for  an  equal  tax 
ation  upon  ail   property,  and  upon  all  the 
people,  and  this  could  only  be  reached  by 
making  the  levy  under  authority  of  the 
State   revenue   laws— present   and   pros- 
pective. 

Mr.  Cleveland  sided  with  Mr.  Baldwin. 
Hu  thought  further,  that  the  poor  man 
should  be  protected  from  oppression  by  this 
Federal  taxation.  Real  estate  should  be 
made  to  bear  the  burden  of  the  tax.  He 
was  opposed  particularly  to  the  poll  tax 
proposition  of  the  committee  of  Ways  and 
Means. 

-Messrs.  Reiner  and  McClnro  took  the 
State  assumption  side,  and  controverted 
strongly  the  positions  taken  by  Messrs. 
Baldwin  and  Cleveland.  Here  the  debate 
of  Tuesday  ended. 

The  proposition  again  coming  up  yester- 
day, Mr.  Heaton  proceeded  to  show  that 
every  impulse  and  prompting  of  patriotism 
should  induce  Senators  to  vote  for  assump- 
tion. The  General  Government  had  enough 
to  do  to  put  down  the  rebellion  without  at- 
tending to  business  which  as  a  sovereign 
and  patriotic  State  we  should  assume  aud 
discbarge  with  alacrity— and  our  people 
would,  if  they  ever  had  the  chance. 

Mr.  Daniels  favored  assumption,  and  in 
some  practical  remarks  showed  that  a  very 
large  proportion  of  the  farmers  in  this  part 
of  the  State  could  not  be  called  upon  to 
contribute  under  a  federal  assessment,  be^ 
cause  their  property  was  not  valued  as  high 
as  S500.  These  people  were  patriotic — 
ready  and  willing  to  pay  their  share  of 
the  expense  to  sustain  the  Government,  and 
would  regard  it  aa  a  slight  if  the  Legislature 
did;not  ^^^^  ^^^^  »n  opportunity  of  doing 

80. 

After  some  farther  raOftrks  on  the  part 
of  Mesrss.  Baldwin,  Smith  and  OlerelaDd, 
the  resolutions  were  adopted,  as  will  be  seen 
by  our  report,  by  a  vote  of  yeas  17,  nays  2. 
Mr.  Smith,  in  bis  final  remarks,  took  occa- 
sion to  state  that  he  was  authorized  to  say 
the  collection  of  the  tax  in  Ramiey  County 
would  not  be  attended  with  one  cent  of  coat 
to  the  Governmact    80  tbQ  <?OBDtv  dBiont 


hiid  assured  him.     Whereas,  if  we  allowed 
xhv  policy  of  the  .Senator   from    Hennepin 
[Mr   Baldwin,]    to    prevail,    we    would    b© 
overrun  by  a  horde  of  hungry  federal  office 
holdeis,  who  would  devour  a  large  propor- 
tion of  the  people's  patriotic  contributions. 
We  will   express   the  opinion,   inciden- 
tally, that  just  at  the  time  this  remark  was 
made,  there  was  in  the  Senate  lobby  more 
than  one  expectant   of  federal   assessor  and 
cnllectorships,    who   had   eume    up  to   the 
capitol   in   hopes  of  seeing   the   policy   of 
Misrss.     Baldwin  and    Cleveland    prevail. 
The  people  ot  the  State  have  reason  to  be 
thankful    that  these  ;3a/no/tc(.?)  gents   have 
been  wofully  disappointed. 

The  Bkidos  Qijkstion.— The  bill  reported 
by  the  select  committee  composed  of  Mesrss. 
Heaton, Baldwin  at?d  Lowry,  to  reduce  the  toll 
allowed  the  Mississippi  Bridge  Company  by 
their  original  charter,  ulso  passed  the  Senate 
yesterday.    The  reduction  in  the  aggregate 
of  items  is  about  fifty   per  cent.    It  was 
stated  that  the  terms  of  the  bill  were  based 
upon  an  agreement  between  the  Committee 
and  the  Bridge  Company.    The  reduction  |

Are  we  to  have  an  Anniversary  ol  the 
Historical  Society  ?  Doubtful,  for  al- 
though the  Aaron  of  tl'.e  enterprise  is 
"  among  us,  '  its  Mosee,  the  legendary 
Neiij.,  is  on  the  Potomac.  In  the  midst  of 
arms,  letters  as  well  as  laws  are  silent. 
The  country,  including  Minnesota,  is  too 
bn«y  just  DOW  in  miking  liistory — the  life 
o!  the  Present  is  too  vivid  and  exacting — to 
yield  much  thought  or  time  to  the  memori- 
als of  the  Dead  Past.  It  is  not  unlikelv, 
ccxt  June,  that  we  shall  fcrget  altogether 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  '•  Old  Settlers 
Association."  in  the  jubilation  of  some 
crowning  victory  of  the  Union  Army. 

Stiil  suffer  me.  just  now,  to  se'z3  the  first 
lull  after  Somirset,  and  bef<)re  the  Burnside 
budget  comes  along,  to  present  lo  the  read- 
ers of  the  pRE^s  a  relic  of  Seward's  visit  to 
Saint  Paul  iu  September.  1660.  which  I 
hav?  jast  filed  with  the  archives  of  the  His- 
torioul  Society.  It  is  an  Adilross  of  David 
Anderson,  Bishop  of  the  Church  of  England 
in  the  im-iicnse  Diocese  of  Rupe>t's  Laud, 
01  Central  British  America,  to  William  H. 
Seward,  then  Senator,  and  now  Secrttary 
of  State.  The  meeting  of  the  two  men  had 
been  arranged  by  matuai  friends— it  occur- 
red at  12  o'clock  .M.,  of  September  IS.  ISGO. 
in  the  room  of  the  Minneaota  Historical 
Society  The  Bishop  adopted  the  English 
custom  of  such  occasions,  and  read  his  re- 
marks from  a  manuscript  S-  ward's  re- 
sponse was  le^s  premeditated.  I  copy  from 
the  autograph  of  "His  Reverend  Lord- 
ship :" 

"  GovEaxou  Reward  :  It  is  with  no  little 
pleasure  that  1  embrace  the  opportunity  of 
being  presented  to  you  on  thi.s  occasion. 

"  From  the  position  which  I  o:cupy  in  the 
Diocese  ol  Rupert's  Land,  I  cannot  but  feel  a 
deep  and  growing  interest  in  the  welfare  of 
the  United  States,  and  more  especially  in  that 
of  Miunosota,  which  iinmedialely  arljoius  our 
own  territory.  Whaterer  tends  to  ad  ranee 
your  prosperily,  would  at  the  same  time,  1 
am  convinced,  advance  also  our  own,  and  I 
trust  that  the  bonds  which  unite  us  together, 
may  be  drawn  closer  year  bv  year. 

••  The  visit  of  His  Royal  Hij^hness  to  the 
possessions  of  the  British  Crown  on  this  conti- 
nent, and  his  approaching  vi.sit  to  the  United 
States,  may  bo  hailed  au  an  event  which  is 
calculated  to  crneni  most  h^.ppily  the  union 
between  the  two  countries.  On  the  establish- 
ment and  continauce  of  such  peaceful  relations, 
the  progress  of  civilization  through  the  world 
and  the  ex'ension  of  the  Redeemer's  king- 
dom would  materially  depend. 

"  I  would  ijratefullv  acknowledge  the  verv 
great  benefits  already  received  from  your  Gov- 
ernment by  our  own  distant  and  isolated  land. 
Much  has  been  done  during  the  last,  cloven 
years  of  which  alone  lean  speak,  to  diminish 
the  distance  which  separates  us  from  the  home 
of  our  fathers.  On  my  first  arrival,  thrice  onlv 
a  year  could  we  e.xpect  to  hear  from  Eng- 
land. We  are  now  indebted  to  yourselves 
for  a  double  mail  each  month.  For  this,  iu 
the  name  of  every  member  of  ourcomniuuitv, 
I  would^express  our  deep  and  lasting  grati- 
tude. 

"  We  would  look  beyond  this  to  the  opening, 
at  no  very  remote  period,  of  a  Highway 
towards  the  Western  Sea.     1  trust  that,  both 

in  your  own  possessions   and  the  British  Ter-  •■  . ■■ 

ntory,  a  route  toward  the  Pacific  may  ere  followed  this  glowing  picture 
long  be  compK  ted,  and  a  direct  commuica-  "  ' 
tiou  thus  opened  from  Sea  to  Sea.  In  such 
enterprises,  I  would  at  the  present  time  ask 
you  to  use  whatever  of  weight  and  inUuence 
you  may  possess  in  your  own  Legislature,  and 
I  would  in  return  assure  you  that  any  such 
etforts  would  meet  with  the  earnest  and  hearty 
co-ope-  ation  of  those  over  wuom  the  Provi- 
dence of  God  has  placed  me. 

"  In  conclusion  I  would  only  pray  that  this 
spirit  of  harmony  and  peace  may  ever  exist 
between  Britain  and  the  Uaiied  States,  and, 
with  the  continuance  of  such  peace  I  would 
anticipate  a  bright  and  blessed  spread  of  the 
Oospel  of  Peace  among  th.3  nations  of  the 
Earth." 


With  the  last  sentence,  uttered  in  the  e.x- 
cellent  prelate's  most  impressive  manner,  all 
eyes  turned  upon  the  statesman  of  New 
York,  His  first  words  of  response  startled 
the  expectant  circle  : 

"  Bishop,"  said  he.  '« two  hundred  years 
ago  there  was  an  irrepressible  conflict  in 
England.  One  party  contended  for  a 
Church  without  a  Bishop,  and  a  State  with- 
out a  King  ;  another  party  was  certain  that 
there  couKl  be  no  Church  without  a  Bishop, 
and  no  well  ordered  State  without  a  King." 

A  pause.  The  feisbop  of  Rupert's  Land 
was  not  comfortable.  An  uneasy  suspense 
of  breath  ran  round  the  room.  So  did  the 
gray  eye  of  the  speaker.  He  was  evidently 
in  the  humor,  which  his  Grace  of  Newcas- 
tle afterwards  failed  so  signally  to  appre- 
ciate. We  were  sooa  relieved,  however. 
The  Senator  resumed  : 

"  Th"  conflict  of  opinion,  with  its  imme- 
diate issues  of  civil  war.  largely  contributed 
to  the  emigration  of  Englishmen  to  this 
Continent,  and  the  organization  of  diverse 
communities.  With  successive  generations 
the  bitterness  of  the  seventeeth  century  has 
been  succeeded  by  new  relations— by  peace 
acd  good  will— until  we  have,  on  this  occa- 
•ioD,  an  interesting  proof  that  the  remote 
•ettlemente  of  Selkirk  aDd  Rupert's  Land, 
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towas  and  foriificatious,  as  outposts  of  the 
empire  of  .>^t.  Petersburg,  and  I  can  say,  'Go 
on :  build  up  your  outposts  to  the  Arctic 
Ocean.  They  will  yet  become  the  outposts  of 
my  own  country  ;  to  extend  the  civilization  of 
my 'own  country  ;  to  extend  the  civilization  of 
the  United  States  in  the  Northwest  !'  So  I 
look  on  Prince  Rupert's  Land  and  Canada, 
and  see  how  an  ingenious  people,  and  a  cap- 
able, enlightened  government  are  occupied 
with  bridging  rirors  and  making  railroads  to 
develope,  organize,  cre&t3  and  preserve  the 
British  provinces  of  the  north  by  the  great 
lakes,  the  St.  Lawrence,  and  around  the 
shores  of  Hudson's  Bay,  and  I  am  able  to 
sav,  "It  is  very  well ;  you  are  building  ex- 
cellent States  to  be  hereafter  admitted  into  the 
American  Union,'  "' 

Wlieu  Kossuth  made  his  wonderful  pil- 
gri.iiage  in  America,  his  eloquence  assimi- 
lated every  local  scene  and  incident  which 
casually  fell  uudcr  his  notice.  I  have  re- 
pioduced  the  scene  between  Senator  Sew- 
ard and  thu  Bishop,  whose  spiritual  juris- 
diction includes  the  vast  North  Western 
basins  of  the  Winnipeg,  the  Saskatchewan, 
and  the  Mackenzie,  even  to  Russian  Amer- 
ica and  the  Arctic  Ocean,  from  a  convic- 
tion thai  the  foregoing  passage  might  not 
have  bf^n  uttered,  (at  least  precisely  as  it 
stands,;  except  for  its  occurrence. 

Anri  who,  that  stood  in  the  mass  of  men 
on  whcm   the  sun    broke   throuj^h    clouds', 
that  Sj'autiful  September  I'vening— at  least 
what    Miiincso  tiaa— will     ever   I'orgel  an  - 
other  memorable  passage  ? 

"Power  IS  not  to  reside  permanently  on  the 
Eastern  slope  of  the  Alleghauy  Mountains,  nor 
in  the  seaports.  Seaports  have  always  been 
over-run  and  controlled  by  the  people  of  the 
interior.  The  people  of  tlie  inland  and  of  the 
uplimd— those  who  inhabit  the  sources  of  the 
mighty  waters— are  they,  who  snpply  them 
wiin  wealth  and  power.  The  power  of  this 
Government  hereafter  is  not  to  be  established 
on  cither  the  Atlantic  or  the  Pacific  coast.  The 
st-aports  Will    be  the    mouths  bv    which    we 

shall  communicate  and  correspond"  with  Europe- 
but  the  power  that  shall  speak  and  shall  com- 
miinicate  and  expiess  the  will  of  men  on  this 
Continent  is  to  be  located  in  the  Mississippi 
Valley,  and  at  the  sources  of  the  Mississippi 
and  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  tXoud  Applause.) 
In  other  days,  studying  what  might  perhaps 
have  seemed  to  others  trifling  and  visionary 
I  have  cast  about  for  the  future,  the  ultimate 
ceutial  seal  of  power  of  the  North  American 
people.  I  hud  looked  at  Quebec  and  New  Or- 
leans, at  Washington,  and  at  San  Francisco 
at  Cincinnati,  and  at  St.  Louis,  and  it  had 
been  the  result  of  my  best  conjecture  that  the 
.seat  of  power  for  North  America  would  yet  be 
found  in  the  Valley  of  Mexico,  that  the  glories 
of»he  Aziec  Capital  would  be  renewed,  and 
tiiat  city  weuld  become  ultimately  the  Capital 
of  the  United  Stales  of  America.  But  I  have 
corrected  that  view,  and  I  now  believe  that 
the  ultimate  last  seat  of  power  on  this  Conti- 
nent will  be  found  somewhere  within  a  radius 
not  very  far  from  the  very  spot  where  I 
stand,  at  the  head  of  navigation  on  the  Mis- 
sissippi river." 

The  reporters  had  it  that  "loud  applause" 

But,  Mr. 
Editor,  I  am  compcilled  to  state  that  this  is 
an  error.  I  was  ear  witness  to  a  very  dif- 
ferent expression  from  an  individual  whom 
the  Pioneer  k  Dtmocrat  regards  as  a  fair 
average  of  the  iclelligcoceof  the  farmers  of 
Minnesota,  Mr.  Zjbulon  Sawyer,  of  Saw- 
jerville,  stood  near  me,  and  crushed  out  the 
ttempt  at  app!aus3  by  siying,— "UUU 
mate  last  seat  of  power !'  'Radius !'  What 
fl.-.es  all  of  that  mean  ?  Why  doesn't  the 
durr.eJ  old  fool  git  dcown  and  let  Seward 
^peak  ?  ■• 

Unfortunately  for  the  oracle  of  Sawyer- 
ville,  the  reporters  were  too  far  off  to  hear 
tiis  remark  ;  and  so  this  tribute  to  Minneso- 
ta has  made  the  circuit  of  the  world.  Who 
can  estimate  its  value  ?  Those  few  words 
are  of  themselves  an  Emigrant  Agency. 
They  are  a  germ  dropped  into  thoughtful 
and  philosophical  minds  wherever  the  Eng- 
lish language  is  spoken.  What  is  more, 
they  embody  a  great  physical  fact  which 
will  vindicate  itself;  for,  as  Andrew  Jackson 
used  to  say,  "Man  makes  Constitotions, 
but  tiod  made  Geography." 

In  this  connection,  Mr.  Editor,  I  can  not 
restrain  myself  from  the  mention  of  a  cir- 
cumstance which  has  recently  attained  sig- 
nificance. I  have  it  on  the  authority  of 
Gen.  King  (now  Minister  to  Rome),  who 
accompanied  Mr.  Seward,  that  immediately 
on  bis  arrival  at  the  Internatiooal  Hotel, 
Governor  Seward  asked  for '•  Minnesota : 
Its   Place   among  the   States,"  which   was 

just  published.     He  studied  it  attentively 

he  repeatedly  named  its  Introductory  Chap- 
ter, as  a  masterly  and  sagacious  essay — and 
I  doubt  not  that  the  "transverse  axis"  of 
Wheelock  may  have  cooGrmed,  if  it  did 
t-ot  induce,  the  "radius"  climax  of  the  par 
agraph  above  quoted.  Unfortunately  for 
his  reputation  aa  a  man  of  sagacity,  Wil- 
liam 11.  Seward  did  not  agree  with  "Zebu- 
lon  Sawyer." 
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Of  the  many  advantages  possessed  by 
St.  Paul,  there  is  none  to  be  valued  higher 
than  its  uuu.sually  fine  musical  talent. 
Surely  it  is  a  glorious  privilege  for  a  young 
city  of  this  hyperborean  land,  with  few 
ffi^thetic  resources  as  yet.  to  have  musicians 
capable  of  rendering  lofty  and  elaborate 
music,  with  ao  artistic  genuineness  rarely 
equalled. 

The  first  Concert  I  attended  last  winter 
was  the  complimentary  testimonial  to  Mr. 
Zenzius,  and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  assert  that 
the  display  of  ability,  individually  and  coN 
lectively,  was  equal  to  the  resident  talent 
of  Boston,  as  I  have  known  it.  In  extra- 
neous aids  and  appurtenances  to  please  the 
eye  (by  which  West  said  the  English 
judged  of  music  and  of  painting  by  the 
ear)  the  modern  Athenians  are  unquestion- 
ably famed,  but  in  the  art  per  se  we  are 
quite  as  well  ofif,  although  not  disposed 
to  make  so  much  of  our  resources  and 
advantages. 

It  is  certainly  surprising  that  there  is 
not  some  effective  musical  organization  to 
beguile  these  dem  winter  evenings  at  inter- 
vals, and  by  familiarizing  the  people  with 
the  works  of  celebrated  composers,  make 
them  appreciate  the  refining  influences  as  a 
necessity.  If  there  were  some  fine  reader  of 
Sbakspeare  to  give  us  the  majestic  text  in 
all  the  graces  and  revelations  of  elocution, 
how  eager  we'd  be  to  listen  ;  and  yet  more 
attention  is  due  the  musicians  who  show  us 
the  unknown,  and,  to  many,  the  inaccessible 
beauties  of  Mozart,  Beethoven  and  Chapin. 

Now  inasmuch  aa  thes'?  theories  realize 
the  highest  aim  of  isusic,  and  minister  to 
magination — the  divinest  part  of  the  soul, 
—what  else  can  be  adduced  as  an  incentive? 
D'Israeli  in  a  very  eloquent  and  truthlul 
passage,  says  :  "I  have  a  pastion  for  instru- 
mental music,  but  I  admire  little  the  human 
voice,  which  appears  to  me,  with  all  our 
exertiona,  q  poor  ii.sfrument.  Sense  and 
sentiment  too  are  always  sacrificed  to  dex- 
terity  and  caprice.  An  orchestra  fills  my 
mind  with  ideas, — I  forget  everything  in  the 
stream  of  invention.  A  prima  donna  is 
ravishing,  but  while  1  listen,  I  am  a  mere 
man  of  the  world,  or  hardly  suflBciently 
well-bred  to  conceal  my  weariness,  etc." 
He  might  have  added  that  while  song  is 
frequently  the  spontaneous  expression  of 
one's  being— a  bit  of  dumb  wood  like  the 
violin — becomes  ao  inspiration— a  miracle 
in  the  hands  of  a  master. 

At  the  Zenzius'  demonstration,  when  Mr. 
Ilancke  played  one  of  De  Beriot's  master- 
pieces with  an  exquisite  fidelity  of  touch 
and  expression,  I  could  not  have  been  more 
surprised  at  fiodiug  one  of  Church's  paint- 
ings in  some  log- house  of  thla  remote 
prairie. 

The  refreshing  originality  and  noble 
vtrve  of  his  .style  linger  admiringly  lu  mem- 
ory, in  happy  contrast,  by  simplicity  and 
directness,  to  the  usual  feats  of  mechanism, 
and  harrowing  performances  on  the  fourth 
^^tring.  Genuine  appreciation  is  a  necessary 
stimulus  t<»  an  artist,  and  without  such 
subtle  sustecance  his  tflorts  must  degenerate 
and  languish.  The  world  of  London  flock- 
ed to  see  Tom  Thumb,  and  left  Hayden  to 
grieve  over  the  stinging  neglect  of  hLs  great 
picture.  Do  you  think  Goldsmith  was  en- 
couraged, when  once  forsaken  for  dancing 
dogs— or  that  Alboui  sang  her  b^st  to  a 
few,  when  all  New  York  applaused  the 
sweet,  though  passive  Sontag  ?  Last  sum- 
mer many  of  our  finest  musicians  were  play- 
ing in  saloons,  while  St.  Paul  was  raptur- 
ous over  a  mediocre  dot;na.  with  a  good 
stage  presence,  handsome  wardrobe,  and  a 
lew  cadenzas.     In  true  vocalization  she  was 

not  superior    to   Mrs.    B ,    nor    Mrs. 

K ,  and  yet  by  some  tricks  of  singular- 
ity, she  was  paramount  for  weeks.  Deserv 
edly  too,  from  a  sentiment  of  preference 
and  charge— but  scarcely  just  to  ourselves 
in  the  long  run,  nor  to  those  whose  claims 
are  more  cogent  than  the  expensive 
mediocrity,  which  palls  after  a  second  hear- 
ing, because  it  has  no  marked  individuality 
to  render  it  sofiBcing  and  memorable.  Don 
Caesar  De  Bazan  is  well  enough,  but  it 
scarcely  gives  one  a  satisfactory  impression 
of  an  opera— it  is  rather  a  lugubriously  vul 
gar  burlesque,  and  you  are  only  provoked 
when  it  usarps  the  appreciation  of  better 
things.  Still  it  was  a  charming  occasion 
for  meetings,  toilettes,  bouquets,  and  flirta- 
tions, and  beyond  all  this,  how  much  do 
you  remember?  When  you  wish  the  divine 
accord  of  sound  and  thought,  you  must 
change  the  programme,  and  seek  out  your 
own  players.  Ihe  true  artist  employs  his 
talent  upon  some  specialty,  by  which  he 
may  reach  perfection  and  fame.  The  ballad 
singing  of  Catherine  Hays,  the  ornate  bril- 
liancy of  La  Grange,  and  the  simple,  intense 
phrasing  of  Gazzaoiga  are  unapproachable, 
because  each  method  bears  the  inimitable 
imprets  of  personal  geniua 

Instead  of  studying  legitimate  music,  al- 
most every  singer  is  bound  to  accomplish 
only  the  diflSculties,  and  as  Louisa  Pyne 
sang  the  sky  lark,  Sontag  Rhodes'  Varia- 
tions, and  Rachel  chanted  the  Marseillaise, 
we  rarely  hear  much  else  in  Concerts  until 
patience  is  overtasked  and  we  pray  for  a 
change.  I  once  saw  Booth,  after  playing 
Pescara,  attempt  the  farce  of  Little  Toddle- 
kins,  and  in  his  case  there  were  many  steps 
from  the  sublime  to  the  ridiculous.  The 
essay  at  fun  was  a  dreary  failure,  or  if  peo- 
ple laughed  it  was  at  the  queer  contrast 
between  the  classical  face  and  the  ignoble 
role.  Perhaps  he  was  influenced  by  Gar- 
rick's  versatility  and  longed  to  conquer  a 
new  repertoire. 

How  would  Mrs.  John  Wood  rank,  if  re-

One  winter  the  celebrated  GermaniaBand 
gave  Beethoven's  Sonatas,  in  a  series  of 
snb=>eription  concerts,  as  they  bad  never 
bet;u  heard  in  America ;  and  the  following 
summer  at  Newport,  ihoir  brilliant  lestal 
miHic  was  an  admirable  contrast.  The 
memory  of  those  evenings  !  the  memory  !— 
Who  could  resist  dancing  to  the  glorious 
strains,  when  every  pulse  beat  sympathetic- 
ally iu  fleet  rapture ;  and  if  at  times  the 
dash  and  murmuring  of  the  sea  were  audi- 
ble, the  pensive  fascination  gave  a  zest  to 
transitory  enjoyment. 

Something  of  the  kind  is  possible  to  St. 
Paul.  It  has  musicians  capable  of  these  va- 
ried services  to  the  community,  and'we  only 
hear  them  casually,  and  in  the  most  fragmen- 
tary manner.  The  energy  which  gets  up 
lectures  and  skating  clubs  should  be  direc- 
ted to  music  also  ;  and  if  there  be  some  es- 
tablished airangement  to  suit  the  seasons, 
the  city  will  have  unusual  attractions  for 
strangers.  The  virtuoso,  who  can  reveal 
the  vast  system  of  harmony,  in  its  grandeur 
of  imagining,  and  passion  ;  who  can  make 
multitudes  of  humanity  feel  the  exalta- 
tion, enthusiasm  and  inspiration  of  true  art, 
should  not  be  suffered  to  remain  "mute  and 
inglorious."  Meanwhile  it  is  a  consolation 
to  know,  that  we  have  a  fraternity  of  music 
united  in  the  intelligence  of  tone,  and  guided 
by  the  wisdom  of  correct  taste  in  the  study 
of  "deep  inwoven  harmonies."  May  they 
receive  the  highest  encouragement  is  the 
benediction  of

inAIUS  TO  I.AKE  SUPERIOR. 

At  a  large  meeting  of  the  citizens  of  Su- 
perior, Wisconsin,  held  at  the 'Agricultural 
Hall,"  on  the  evening  of  the  llth  of  Janu- 
ary, 1862,  to  take  into  consideration  their 
mail  lacilities,  and  other  matters  of  import- 
ance to  thetn  and  the  country,  Judge  Gates 
was  elected  chairman,  and  E.  W.  Anderson, 
Jr.,  secretary,  after  which  the  following  Re- 
solutions were  unanimously  adopted : 

That  in  view  of  the  large  expenditure  of  our 
Government,  which  is  unavoidable  at  the  pres- 
ent lime,  all  mail  routes  should  be  so  establish- 
ed as  to  (five  the  best  service  to  the  people 
and  at  the  least  possible  expense  to  the  Gov-^ 
ernnient. 

That  the  routes  leading  to  the  head  of  Lake 
Superior,  as  now  advertised  for  letting,  if  thev 
do  accommodate  the  selfish  interests  of  a  few 
persons,  do  not  accommodate  the  public,  and 
are  very  unnecessarily  expensive  to  the  Gov- 
ernment. 

That  as  a  matter  of  justice  to  ourselves,  and 
interest  to  the  Government,  that  one  consoli 
dated  and  economical  route  should  be  estab- 
lished from  St.  Paul  to  Bayfield,  via  Superior, 
with  branches  from  Superior  to  accommodate 
bondu  Lac,  Oneota,  Du  Luth,  Buchanan,  Bur- 
lington and  Beaver  Buy. 

Thai  we  ask  for  the  establishment  of  a  con- 
solidated weekly  mail  service,  bv  steamboat 
during  the  season  of  Lake  navigation  from  De- 
troit, Michigan,  to  Superior,  Wisconsin,  sup- 
plying all  the  postothces  between  said  points 
on  the  south  shore  of  Lake  Superior,  that, 
such  service  would  be  better  and  more  reliable 
for  the  people  on  the  Lake,  and  a  great  saving 
over  the  former  mode  of  conveying  the  mail 
on  the  Lake. 

That  the  removal  of  the  Laud  Oflice  and  the 
Indian  Agency  from  Superior,  which  contains 
one  hundred  while  lamilies  to  Bayfield,  where 
there  are  not  over  six  white  families,  using 
the  location  of  these  offices  to  deprive  us  of 
mall  facilities,  and  to  establish  a  new  route  lo 
Bayfield,  and  other  subsequent  efforts  that  have 
oeeu  made  by  the  proprietors  of  Blayfield  to 
deprive  us  of  privileges  to  which  we  are  en- 
titled by  our  natural  location,  have  been  ac- 
complished by,  and  attended  with  such  grosa 
misrepresentations  and  fraudulent  statements, 
as  honorable  men,  having  a  just  cause  and  a 
proper  regard  for  the  public  gojd,  would  scorn 
to  make. 

That  the  use  which  was  made  of  the  Special 
Agent,  (the  notorious  Godard  Bailev,)  by 
whose  false  report  the  location  of  the"lndian 
Agency  was  confirmed  at  Bavfleld,  we  regard 
as  only  one  of  the  many  unjust  acts  which  have 
been  used  to  deprive  us  of  rights  to  which  we 
are  justly  entitled,  and  which,  we  believe,  will 
be  speedily  restored  when  all  the  facts  are  in- 
vestigated by  the  Governrneni. 

That  the  Secretary  of  this  meeting  furnish 
copies  of  the  above  resolutions,  and  request 
their  publication  in  the  following  papers  :  Su- 
perior Chronicle,  Pioneer  &  Democrat,  St.  Paul 
Press,  Madison  State  Journal,  Chicago  Trib- 
une, Detroit  Advertiser,  Cleveland  Herald 
National  Intelligencer,  New  York  Times,  and 
Philadelphia  Inquirer,  and  that  copies  of  the 
same  be  sent  to  the  Hon  T.  O.  Howe,  Hon  J 
F.  Potter,  and  Hon.  .J.  M.  Howard. 

That  a  committee  ot  three  be  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  getting  up  and  circulating  a 
petition  praying  for  the  consolidation  of  mail 
routes  from  St.  Paul  to  Lake  Superior. 

The  meeting  elected  the  following  gentle- 
men to  serve  on  said  committee :  E.  C. 
Olark,  J.  T.  Smith,  and  J.  S.  Ritchie.

CoLON'EL  G.4.RFIELD.— The  eagle  swoop 
of    this  gallant  officer    upon    Hamphrey 
Marshall  and  his  birds  of  prey  deserves  a 
a  more  extended     notice   than   has    yet 
been  accorded.      Some  m  nth.s  ag->,  when 
Marshall  intrenched  himself  at   Preston- 
burg  with  three  or   four  regiments,    one 
battery  of  artillery,  and  five  or  six  com- 
panies of  cavalry,  the  rebel    newspapers 
were   loud   in  their  anticipations   that  he 
would  sweep  the   whole  of  Eastern  Ken- 
tucky,   winter  triumphantly   in   the  blue 
grass  region,  driv«  the  '=  u.surping   Legisla- 
ture "  Irom  Frankfort,  and  compel  the  false 
Governor  Magoffin  to  abdicate  in  favor  of 
the  executive  Provisional  Governor  John- 
son.    At  this  juncture   Col.  Garfield  was 
as.signed  to  the  commando)  the  Eighteenth 
Kentucky  Brigade,   and  ordered   to  this 
city  for  his  instructions.     Marshall,  in  the 
meanwhile,    was  sending    out    predatory 
bands  towards  West  Liberty  and  Mount 
Sterling,  harrassing   the  country,  and  car- 
rying affiight   to  the  loyal  inhabitants  of 
Montgomery,  Morgan,  and  the  contiguous 
counties.     Col.    Garfield,  having  reported 
here  and  received  his  definite  charge,  went 
up  the  Ohio  river  to  the  Big  Sandy,  where 
he  assumed  the  command  ot  one  Ohio  reg- 
iment, one  Kentucky  regiment,  a  few  cav- 
alry  from  Virginia,  and  two  companies  of 
McLaughHn's  Ohio  cavalry.     A   column 
from  Paris  had   been  ordered  to  advance 
by   the  way  of  Mt.    Sterling  to  operate 
with  him,    which    consisted  of  the  66th 
Ohio,  Col.  Cranox,  and  a  squadron  of  Col. 
Wolford's  cavalry.

It  would  have  cost  largely  both  iu  time 
ar,d  money  to  have  sent  reinforcements  to 
him ;  the  population  of  the  whole  region 
would  have  been  terrorized,  while  rampant 
Humphrey  Marshall  and  his  marauding 
bands  would  have  laid  waste  the  entire 
country.  Col.  Garfield,  with  the  eye  of  a 
soldier,  saw  the  necessity  for  a  quick  move- 
ment, and  therefore,  without  waiting  for  the 
advance  of  the  l4th  Kentucky  Regiment— 
or  rather  the  main  portion  of  it,  for  Lieut. 
Col.  Monroe  with  two  or  three  companies 
had  reached  him— and  regardless  of  the  ap- 
proaching reinforcements  under  Col.  Cran- 
ox from  Paris,  he  made  that  bold  dash, 
which  discomfited,  routed,  and  disoersed  the 
vaunted  strength  of  the  rebels  a'nd  drove 
them  into  the  mountain  fastnesses,  which 
skirt  the  Virginia  border  line,  without  tents, 
wagons,  or  provisions.

His  modest  despatches  to  General 
Buell  have  made  no  mention  of  the  incredi- 
ble hardships  he  overcame,  and  it  is  from 
other  sources  that  we  derive  these  particu- 
lars of  the  "eagle  swoop"  of  the  Eighteenth 
Brigade.

Tbere  u  nothing  in  the  practical  scieoco 
o'  Government  of  which  the  American  people 
ondersiand  so  little  na  the  art  of  taxation. 
Finance  is  not  a  S5'stcni  with  us,  but  an 
expedient,  and  we  have  been  satisfied  to 
have  a  cheap  and  labor-saving  apparatus, 
too  often  careless  of  itd  efSoient  and  thorough 
workiDi;.  or  of  that  true  economy  which  is 
measured  by  results. 

This  is  most  true  of  our  tax  .systems, 
wbit'h  are  usually  as  ill-devised  as  it  U  possi- 
ble to  make  them,  and  in  which  substantial 
economy  is  sacrificed  to  a  show  of  cheap- 
Ufus,  and  to  that  meretricious  simplicity 
which  coDsi.sts  in  despit^ing  method,  and  in 
igaoring  details.  While  the  aggregate 
umouDt  of  money  annually  required  for  mu- 
nicipal purposes  i,s  not  large,  and  would  be 
scarcely  felt  if  equally  assessed  upon  the 
whole  wealth  of  the  people,  it  becomes  an 
oppressive  burden  from  its  partial  and  une 
qa.'tl  distribution. 

In  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  financial 
rti";rm.  having  in  view  the  relief  of  the 
people  from  onerous  taxes,  a  frugal  scale  of 
expenditure  is  the  first  thing  to  be  adjusted, 
la  a  previous  article  we  pointed  out  the 
particular  class  of  municipal  expenditures 
wiiich  seemed  to  demand  the  most  vigorous 
retrenchment ;  and  we  are  glad  to  see  that 
the  Legislature  has  at  last  got  its  oakum 
and  caulking  irons  into  the  bi?  seams  and 
cracks  of  county  and  township  finance. 
But  when  they  have  done  all  they  propose 
to  do  in  this  respect,  they  will  still  only  have 
cornmeaced  the  work  before  them.  For, 
as  we  have  just  said,  it  is  not  the  magnitude 
of  expenditures  which  is  the  real  difficulty. 
It  !8  the  imperfect  and  unequal  distribution 
of  the  burd  n  of  ta.xation. 

1st,  From  defective  modes  of  collection,

Uuder  our  present  system  the  load,  which 
■hoald  be  borne  equally  by  all,  in  proportion 
to  ilvir  means,  is  thus  sbiftf*!  by  one  part 
of  the  community  u{>oo  the  .shoulders  of  the 
other. 

LL-t  as  illustrate  thi^  by  an  example  or 
two  under  the  above  beads  : 

1.  The  annual  expenditures  of  the  State 
Government  in  one  way  or  other  in  1862 
will  be  about  $96,000.  We  rai.se  this  sum 
by  d  direct  tax  on  real  a;iJ  personal  prop- 
erty, which  we  employ  assessors  to  list  and 
appraise,  and  County  and  Slate  Boards  to 
equalize.  The  whole  amount  of  property 
thu^  returned  for  taxation  in  1861,  is  about 
839  000,000.  To  raise  $96  000  upon  this 
would  require  a  tax  rate  of  'l\  mills,  if  it 
were  promptly  paid.  But  it  is  not  expected 
to  be  promptly  paid,  and  to  off  et  a  presumed 
and  calculated  delincjuency — the  tax  rate  is 
raised  to  four  mills,  and  thus  sixlij  ■per 
eenf.  is  added  to  the  burdens  of  the  tax  pay- 
ing portion  of  the  community  in  order  to  al- 
low forty  per  cent,  of  the  wealth  ot  the 
community  to  escape  its  proper  share  of 
tax  :tion.  In  other  words  the  whole  ex- 
;pen=e  of  Government  is  borne  by  three  fifths 
ni  'he  community,  or  more  properly  by 
tbree  fifths  of  the  assessed  wealth  of  the 
com.TiaDity.  We  must  raise  896,000  an- 
nually. nC*  from  §39  000,000,  the  assessed 
Taluaiion,  but  from  the  324,000  000  belong- 
ing to  those  wha,  it  is  calculated,  will  pay; 
and  thus  two  fiths  of  the  taxable  basis  or 
$15  000,000,  not  only  escapes  the  payment 
of  its  share  of  the  tax,  but  by  its  delinquen- 
cy throws  an  increase  burden  of  60  per 
cent,  on  all  actual  tax  payers. 

This  is  the  first  great  error  in  oar  sys- 
tem involving,  as  it  does,  a  great  and  pal- 
pable injustice.  There  is  no  necessity  for  a 
delinquect  tax  list.  It  is  an  outrage  on  ev- 
ery honest  tax  payer.  To  adjust  the  icale  of 
taxation  upon  a  presumption  of  its  partial 
non-payment  is  not  only  to  sanction  and  en- 
courage the  dereliction  it  anticipate- but  to 
levy  upon  the  actual  tax  payer  the  penalty 
of  !  is  neighbor's  remissness  It  is  as  if  a 
merchant  should  charge  his  losses  by  bad 
4eb;s,  to  his  regular  cash  customers.  lh$ 
Ant  ^''P  ^^*'*  '^  **  diminution  of  taxes  is  to 
revise  our  <oflection  lawi,  so  as  to  secare  the 
prompt  and  uZ^i^crsal  payment  of  tbe  tax 
levied,  and  thus  uV^'ribute  it  equally  over 
the  whole  basis  of  asses.'^d  valuations.  But 
this  is  not  all.  It  U  the  h."3t  and  perhaps 
most  important  step,  becanse  wT'-bout  a  rig- 
id aystem  of  collection,  any  tax  liJW  is  as 
useless  as  a  tub  without  a  bottom. 

2  But  there  is  another  error  in  onr  system 
invulving  a  still  grosser  and  ranker  injustice 
to  tbe  honest  tax  payer.  And  that  is  in  the 
partial  and  imperfed  methods  of  asses^^ 
ffie„t—by  which  a  largo  proportion  of  the 
oroperty  of  the  community,  legally  taxable, 
not  only  escapes  the  payment  of  current 
taxes.  A)ut  escapes  assessment  and  taxation

owners.  Every  dollar  thus  fraudulently  or 
carelessly  omilicd  from  the  tax  rolls,  is  so 
much  subtracted  fr.im  the  legitimate  resour- 
ces of  the  State  and  the  tax  it  ought  to  pay 
8.)  much  added  to  ili<-  curreni  taxes  of  the 
ciass  of  hiinest  citiz  ii^  Few  of  our  read- 
ers.  perhaps,  have  any  idea  of  the  enormous 
amount  of  property  which  annually  avoids 
tlie  easy  .scrutiny  ot  th  ■  ass<^or.  It  is  of 
course  personal  property  only  which  is  lia- 
ble to  this  imnunitj-  The  Report  of  the 
Commissioner  ot  StaiisMcs  shows  by  a  com- 
parison of  the  number  of  acres  of  land  pre- 
empted at  the  United  States  Land  offices 
and  thi'  unmber  of  acres  assessed  as  return- 
ed by  tht^  assessors,  that  the  entire  amount 
ot  lands  owned  in  the  Slate  is  returned. 

On  the  other  hand,  not  one -third,  per- 
iiaps,  not  one-fourth  of  the  personal  prop- 
erty is  listed.  The  Commissioner  of  Sta- 
ti,<tics  adduces  ample  proof  of  this  by  a 
comparison  of  returns  of  certain  classes  of 
property  li,sted  by  thf  asses-^ors  in  1860  with 
the  sanv  clas-ses  as  returned  by  tbe  United 
States  Census  of  the  same  year. 

We  quote  the  following  illustration  from 
the  Report  :

It  Will  be  seen  that  much  less  than  one- 
half  of  the  horses,  less  than  one-third  of 
the  cattit-,  less  than  one-half  of  the  sheep, 
and  about  one-sixth  of  the  hogs  in  the 
State,  were  returned. 

The  total  value  of  the  animals  listed 
amounts  to  $1,009,419.  At  the  same  average 
rates  of  valuation  tbe  value  of  those  not 
listed  amounts  to  Sl,82T,019  ;  the  whole 
taxable  value  of  live  stock,  at  the  assessor's 
rates,  being  $2,836,438.  so  that  an  average 
of  only  a  little  more  thau  one-third,  or  35 
per  cent,  of  this  class  of  personal  property 
was  returned. 

If  this  is  true  of  such  tangible  and  patent 
chattels  as  live-stock,  we  may  reasonably 
infer  that  there  was  listed  a  very  much 
smaller  proportion  ot  other  classes  of  per- 
sonal property,  which  are  more  liable  to 
concealment.  For  example,  to  quote  fur- 
ther from  the  Report  :

Though  we  have  no  statistics  by  which 
to  indicate  the  extent  of  the  incompleteness 
in  the  above  return.- ;  they  obviomly  era- 
brace  a  very  inconsiderable  part  of  the  act- 
ual property  returnable  under  the  several 
heads.  The  Commissioner,  upon  the  basis 
of  these  facts,  estimates  that  less  than  one- 
third  of  the  actual  amount  of  taxable  per- 
sonal property  is  listed,  and  that  instead  of 
Si,700,836,  the  amount  returned,  it  should 
be  at  least  §15,000.000. 

This  added  to  the  valuation  of  real  estate 
would  make  a  total  assessed  valuation  of 
119,000,000.  A  tax  of  txvo  milli  upon  this 
basis  would  be  more  than  sufficient  to  pay 
all  the  expenses  of  the  State  Government. 
This  is  just  one  half  the  tax  now  levied. 

We  have  seen  then  that,  without  touching 
the  present  scale  oi  e.xpenditare  at  all,  a 
reorganization  of  our  present  tax  system  so 
as  (I)  to  bring  about  a  rigid  collection  of 
taxes— and  (2)  to  compel  a  thorough  and 
complete  listing  of  all  personal  property- 
would  reduce  the  rate  of  State  taxation 
to  one  half  the  present  levy. 

But  the  same  considerations  apply  with 
equal  and  in  some  instances  with  greater 
force  to  all  classes  of  taxes. 

The  whole  amount  of  taxation  now  levied 
is  §619  000 — or  at  a  rate  of  something  over 
16  mills.  The  reforms  suggested  would 
reduce  this  at  once  to  8  mills. 

With  such  a  reduction  as  this — which  is 
perfectly  practicable  if  our  Legislators 
shall  have  courage  to  make  thorough  work 
of  it — with  one  half  of  the  annual  burden  of 
State,  County,  City,  Township  and  Special 
taxes  thrown  oS  the  shoulders  of  the  actual 
tax  payers  by  its  impartial  and  equal  dis- 
tribution over  the  whole  taxable  property 
of  the  State,  the  Federal  tax  of  885,000 
now  under  discussion  in  the  Legislature, 
would  be  scarcely  felt  by  our  tax  payers. 

The  suggested  reduction  being  equal  to 
four  times  the  rate  necessary  to  produce  the 
amount  of  Federal  tax  under  the  present 
system  would  enable  the  State  to  bear  four 
times  that  rate  if  necessary  or  a  Federal 
tax  of  $392,000  with  as  much  facility 
as  our  own  municipal  taxes  are  now  borne. 

The  funduoneutal  maxim  of  the  art  of 
taxation — and  it  cannot  be  to  strongly  im- 
pressed upon  the  minds  of  our  law  makers 
— is  to  enlarge  the  basis  of  taxation  to  the 
utmost  possible  extent,  to  divide  and  distrib- 
ute the  burden  among  the  greatest  possible 
number  of  persona,  and  over  the  greatest 
possible  numbtr  of  articles  of  nse,  profit  and 
luxury. 

It  ia  by  this  means  that  England  is  en- 
abled to  taise  annually  such  vast  sums  to 
pay  the  cost  of  her  costly  regal,  chur«h, 
aristociatic,  military  and  naval  establish- 
ments and  to  bear  besides  the  fearful 
burden  of  her  gigantic  national  debt. 

We  have  not  space  hera  to  discuss  details. 
We  have  designed  merely  to  direct  atten- 
tion to  certain  general  facta  and  and  princi- 
ples fundamental   to   a  thorough   financial 


We  are  permitted  to  mnke  the  following 
extracu-i   from   a    letter  from  John  H.  Gib 
bens  of  Company  D,  to  his   parents  in  this 
city.     It  was  written  in  Camp.  Jan.  22d  ; 

"The  boys  got  up  Sunday  at  6  o'clock, 
at  the  blast  of  the  long  roll.  The  Minne- 
sota Second  was  the  second  regiment  on 
the  field— not  stopping  for  breakfast.  They 
marched  two  mil.^s  and  met  the  lOth  Indi- 
ana retreating.  Our  regiment  reinforced 
them  and  drove  the  enemy  back  towards  an 
open  field,  where  the  fight  lasted  for  three 
hours. 

I  joined  the  regiment  on  the  day  of  the 
fight — alter  a  si 'kness  o/  eleven  weeks  in 
the  hospital— in  lime  to  follow  up  the  re 
treating  enemy.  The  battle  was  fought  in 
the  woods— only  a  little  opening.  '  You 
couid  see  nothing  for  the  smoke.  Vfe  stood 
about  twelve  feet  from  the  rebels.  George 
Strong  shot  Col.  Peyton  through  the  heart 
at  twenty  feet  distance.  Lieut.  Tuttle  got 
his  (Col.  Peyton's)  sword.  Col.  P.  shot  one 
of  the  best  boys  in  our  regiment,  Harvie 
Morrow.  He  was  the  only  one  lost  out  of 
our  Company.  The  loss  of  the  regiment  is 
eleven  killed  and  fourteen  wounded. 

Col.  Van  Cleve  is  a  brave  man.     Lieut. 
Tuitle  the  same. 

When  the  enemy  began  a  retreat  we  fol- 
lowed them  nine  miles  to  their  entrench- 
ments on  Cumberland  river  and  took  pos- 
session of  the  Fo!  t.  It  is  three  miles  square 
and  will  accommodate  l.'),000  men.  "  We 
plundered  the  fori,  taking  1400  horses  and 
fourte*  n  pieces  ot  cannon. 
^  We  were  one  day  and  night  in  the  Fort. 
Every  boy  was  a  Captain,  and  had  a  sword 
and  a  horse;  and  some  dressed  in  rebel 
clothes.  It  was  a  sight  to  see.  We  got 
rations  enough  to  do  us  for  a  long  lime. 
We  got  sugar,  corn  meal,  tobacco,  hatn, 
crackers,  and  got  up  a  rebel  mule  team  and 
brought  the  things  to  our  camp. 

One  of  oar  Company  boys  got  $120,  and 
two  watches;  that   was   the    most  any  one 
got.     But  Lieut.    Tuttle's  sword  is  grand 
It  is  worth  $100. 

Gen,  Zollicoffer  is  dead.  He  had  it  hand 
to  hand  with  Col.  Fry  with  revolvers.  Fry 
shot  him  through  the  heart,  and  took  his 
watch  by  which  his  came  was  discovered. 
To-morrow  we  go  to  Somerset.  We 
are  100  miles  from  Lebanon.  I  will  send 
you  a  piece  of  Gen.  Zollicoffer's  clothing. 
He  was  a  brave  General,  but  a  rebel.  Now 
for  Tennes-ee,  to  clear  the  rebels  out  of 
there.     Good  bve."

report  good  progrc-^s  for  South  Carolina  un- 
der the  Union  re£,ime.  The  mail  which  the 
Atlantic  brought  htely  from  Port  Royal 
to  Xew  York,  was  swelled  byno  less  than 
thirty  thousand  letters.  It  is  stated,  more- 
over, that  the  number  of  letters  now  sent 
from  the  New  York  post  office  to  Port  Roy 
q1  is  equal  to  twice  the  amount  formerly 
transmitted  to  the  whole  State  of  South 
Carolina.  These  are  certainly  notable 
statistics,  and  they  bring  out  in  startling 
antithesis  the  diSerentiatiog  elements  of 
Northern  arj  SoutLern  civilization.  It 
cannot  be  suid  that  either  the  disposition 
(on  our  part)  or  the  facility  for  a  free  iu- 
torchangt^  of  correspondence  between  Xew 
York  and  South  Carolina  has  been  hither- 
to wanting.  New  York  has  always  been 
more  Southern  than  any  other  city  of  the 
North,  has  always  cjltivatcd  the  closest 
tios,  commercial  and  social,  with  the  South.

of  things,  does  not  settle  the  right  or  the 
wrong  of  the  question. 

It  will  be  observed,  aLso,  that,  true  to 
their  hereditary  convictions,  these  people, 
unlike  many  of  their  cour.trymen,  do  not 
fail  to  perceive  the  true  cause  of  the  war 
in  this  country,  and  would  shun  all  connec- 
tion with  the  gigantic  iniquity. 

Oar  people  seldom  ask  for  p  hearing,  and 
because,  also,  the  "Memorial"  represents  the 
view?  of  an  influential  portion  of  the  Eng- 
lish "middle  cla?se«,"  I  trust  its  publication 
will  not  be  unwelcome  to  the  readers  of  the 
Press.

Dear  Sik  : — I  promised  some  time  since 
that  I  would  write  you  when  anything  hap- 
pened worth  mentioning,  and  'he  opportn 
uity  has  at  last  occurred.     W^^  urrived  here 
on  the  ITtli    inst.,  and    tound   ourselves  in 
company  with  the  9th    Ohio,  10th  Iiuiiana, 
Michigan    Mechanics,  4th    Kentucky,  12ih 
Kentucky,  1st  and  2nd   Tennessee,    Wool- 
ford's  cavalry,  and  three   batteries  of  artil  - 
lery— Kenny's  Whitmore's  and  Stannard*.''. 
Z  illicoffer's  camp  was  situated  on  the  Cum- 
berland river,  some   nine  miles  south  of  us, 
in  a  bend  of  the  river.     Wo  were  anxiously 
expecting  the   order   to  start   from  day  to 
day,  when,  on  Sunday   morning,  the  19 th, 
some  of  the  men  being  around   the  camp 
fires  awaiting  their  breakfast,  others  down 
at  a  small  brook,  washing,  the  long  roll  was 
beaten,  and  in  a  very   small  space  of  time 
the  Minnesota  2nd  was  drawn  up,  and  in  a 
low  minutes  going  at  double  quick  to  the 
camp  of  the   lOih   Indiana,  about   a   mile 
distant,  where  firing  was  heard.     We  made 
a  detour  of  some  distance,  and  arrived  near 
the  camp  ot  the  lOlh  Indiana.     The  firing 
was  going  on   pretty   sharply    between  the 
10th  Indiana,  the   4lh  Kentucky,  end  the 
enemy.     We  waited  for  a  short  time  where 
we  were  drawn  up,  and  after  our  batteries 
had  sent  some  shot  and  shell   into  the  eoe 
my.  Brigadier  Maoson  came  down  on  horse- 
back, telling  us  Z  illicofler    was  killed,  and 
that  his  10th  Indiana  had  borne  the  brunt 
of  the  fight  for  an  hour,  and  were  getting 
short  of  amunition.    Soon  we  were  march- 
ing as  hard  as  we  could,  up   a  road  leading 
towards    Zjlly's    camp,  and    entering  the 
skirts  of  a  wood,  we  found  the  10th  Indiana 
S(  ntinels  destitute  of  amunition  find  retiring, 
out  very  slowly  and  as  sullen  and  uncon- 
qncred  as  so  many   bears.    Some  of  them 
were  leaning  against  the  frets,  as  if  disdain- 
ing- to  stir,  allhoagh  a  sharp    fire  was  pat- 
tering amongst  them.    Nothing  could  exceed 
thtir  stubborn  courage.     Amongst  them,  we 
came  fresh,  fasting,  and  ready    for  the  tray. 
"Come  on,  bojs,  for  Lord's  8ake,''8aid  they, 
'we  have  been  fighting  these  secesh   for  an 
hour  and  a  half,  and  have  entirely  spent  our 
ammunition."    In  we  went,  and  took  up  the 
position  they  had  vacated,  on  the  crest  of  a 
hill,  with  trees  and  brush  behind  us,  and  a 
line  of  rail  fence  in  front.     Whilst    we  were 
taking  up  this  ground  the   enemy  were  at- 
tempting, with  fixed   bayonets,  to  get  over 
the  raiLs,  but  the  Minnesota  2nd  gave  them 
such  a  steady  and   withering  fire,  that  was 
returned  as  hotly,  that   after  25  minutes  of 
the  sharpest  firing  I  ever  saw,  the  Missis- 
sippi 15ih,  (the  Tigers)  broke  and  fled,  the 
whole  of  Zjllicoffer's  army  taking  to  flight, 
and  sauve  ijui  peht  was  the  order  of  the  day 
with  th^m.    The  9th  Ohio,  on   our  right, 
were  fighting  hard,  and   with   a   splendid 
charge  of  the  bayonet   sent  the  rest  head- 
long towards  their  iutrenchments.     The  4th 
Kentucky,  some  750   strong,  fought   in  the 
commencement  with  the  Indiana   lOlh,  but 
getting    mixed    up    with  them,   scattered 
amongst  the   different   regimtnts.     As  soon 
as  the  enemy   ran  we   formed   in  line,  and 
chased  them  until    we    arrived    in  sight  of 
their   cnlrenchnieuts,   and    after  throwing 
some  shot  ynd  shell  into  their  camp,  wh'ch 
they    feebly    returned    with    a    few  shot, 
we    remained    on    our     arn.s    for    the 
night.       During     the     evening     we     saw 
a      small      steam      ferry      boat      plying 
Irom  the  camp  to  the  other  side  of  the  river- 
We  were  not  sure  whether  the  enemy  was 
flying  or  receiving  reinforcements.    She  re- 
ceived one  shell  that  we  alterwards  found 
killed  a  large  number  of  the  dense  ccowd  on 
her.    The  next  day   we   marched  up  and 
took   possession  of  the  entrenched  camps, 
and   found  that  they  had  left  behind   some 
fourteen  pieces  of  artillery,   amongst  them 
two  beautiful  Parrot  guns,   horses,   mules, 
wagons,  &c.,  amounting  to  some  8500,000 
iu  value.     Some   of  their  winter   quarters 
were  erected,   while  others  were  in  tents. 
Immense  labor  had  been  spent  for  a   camp 
of   that  size    in    felling   trees   throwing  up 
earthworks,  &c.   1  roost  mention  that  ZoUi- 
cofTer  had  entrenchments  and  two  regiments 
on  the  south  side  ol  the  Cumberland.  After 
the  rout.  CrittCBden  led  tue  men  straight  to 
the  water's  edge,  and  ferried  them  all  across, 
leaving  everything  behind.     Numbers  were 
drowned  trying  to  swim  the  river, — in  fact 
you  can  hardly  conceive  a  more  final  or  de- 
cisive break  up  of  the  stronghold  ol   secesh 
in  these  parts  than  this.    Southern  chivalry 
should  be  at  a  discount  in  Minnesota   after 
this,  and  southern  pretensions  of  every  kind 
laughed  at.     You   never  saw  such  a   pig 
stye  as  Zjllicofler's  camp— the  officer's  quar- 
ters no    cleaner   than    the   men's,   and   ail 
tainted  with  an  indescribable  sickly  odor 
that  made  us  all  anxious  to  get  out   of  it 
On  the  4.h  we  started   for   our  old   camp, 
(Hamilton)  where  we  are  now.  To  morrow 
I  believe  we  start  for  Somerset,   and   after 
lying  there  for  a  few  days,  start  for  Kdox- 
ville  in  Eastern  Tennessee,  the  stronghold 
of  the  Union  men.     When  these  latter  rise 
armed   men— God    help    the     Secesh.     I 
have  con vers-d  freely  with  the  Tenncsseans 
and  you  never  heard  such  bitterness  as  they 
express  againn  the  Kentuckians  for  keeping 
them  out  of  arms  and  ammunition   where 
with  to  assert  their  independence     Our  men 
have  no  opinion  of  the   Kentuckians,  either 
the  80  called  Union   men  or  the  Secesh— 
they  are  unreliable  friends  and  anything  but 
dangerous  enemies.    Those  who  have  taken 
up  arms  in  defense  of  their  Slate,  have  been 
fairly  kicked  into  it,  and  Kentucky  with  her 
selfish  neutrality  is  now  paying  for  her  cold 
indifierence  to  right    and  principle.     The 
Ttnnesseans  are  another   class  of  men  and 
welcomed  us  in  the  warmest   manner,   with 
the  exception  of  a  few  who  fought  with  our 
regiment.    The  others  had  not  a  chance  to 
get  a  hit  at  the  enemy,  but  will  when  the 
time  comes.

The  Postal  Reform  Bill  introduced  by 
Mr.  Colfax,  now  pending  in  the  llouse, 
proposes  a  ta.x  of  three  cents  each  on  all 
telegraphic  messages,  except  those  on  busi- 
oes-s  of  the  Uovernment,  or  of  the  company 
owning  the  line,  and  except,  also,  news  and 
Congressional  reports  for  the  Press.  Mr. 
Holt,  the  predecessor  of  the  present  Post- 
master General,  estimated  that  by  telegraph- 
ic  dispatches  the  Government  lost  $1,000,- 
000  of  revenue  annually  ;  and  Mr.  Blair, 
the  present  Postmaster  General,  has  address 
ed  the  following  letter  to  Mr.  Colfax,  which 
Mr.  C.  was  authorized  to  read  to  the 
House  : 

PosT-OmcB  Dbpaetmwji,  Dec.  31,  1861. 

Sib-  I  ie.-^pectfully  reccommend  for  the 
consideration  of  your  Committee  the  pro- 
priety of  charging  postage  on  telegraphic 
communications.  I  have  no  doubt  in  my 
own  mind  that  they  should  pay  postage,  and 
at  a  rate  of  not  less  than  five  cents  for  every 
ten  wor  J3. 

We  can  compel  payment  by  requiring 
copies  of  the  accounts  now  kept  to  be  fur- 
nished the  Department,  and  requiring  the 
agents  to  take  an  oath  to  keep  ibem  fuith- 
lully,  and  by  making  the  debt  a  lien  on  the 
lines,  or  even  by  authorizing  the  Depart- 
ment to  take  pcsfession  of  them,  on  a  fail 
ure  either  to  account  or  to  pay. 

Eventually,  I  think,  telegraphic  commu- 
nicalion  will  be  taten  charge  of  by  the 
Government  itself,  and  but  for  existing  pa- 
tents and  the  con-'tant  improvements  being 
made  in  the  apparatus  used  by  the  private 
companies,  I  should  favor  taking  charge  of 
it  now.  I  have  not  considered  the  question 
whether  under  the  words  of  the  Constitution 
authorizing  Congress  to  establish  post-offices 
and  poit  roada,  we  are  authorized  to  collect 
postage  on  telegrams.  But  it  seems  to  me 
clear  that  even  if  we  had  no  other  authority 
than  what  is  contained  in  this  clause,  our 
right  to  do  so  would  be  sufficient.  It  was 
intended  to  give  Coogresw  a  monopoly  in 
the  conveyance  of  intelligence  for  hire. 
This  is  well  settled.  The  language  used  in 
the  Constitution  to  confer  this  grant  refers 
in  terms  only  to  the  modes  of  conveyance 
then  known,  and  if  they  are  not  to  have  a 
wider  meaning  than  to  authorize  Congress 
to  convey  inte'ligence  by  roads,  it  may  not 
be  a  great  while,  perhaps,  till  the  grant 
wid  cease  to  be  valuable,  for  it  is  very  pos- 
sible to  conceive  that  with   the  progrea  of

UP,  to  be  ab^'cnt  perhaps  for  several  months, 
having  been  detailed  on  the  recruiting  8er« 
vice :  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  Capt.  Smith,  in  his  vari- 
ous relations  to  this  Company,  has  shown 
himself  to  be  a  gentleman  of  refined  tastes 
and  high  personal  honor,  as  well  as  an  effi- 
eit.nt  and  worthy  officer. 

Resolved,  That  in  his  gallant  bearing  on 
the  Battle-field,  and  coolness  at  all  times  ol 
danger,  not  less  than  in  his  watchful  care 
over  the  interests  of  his  men,  and  the  faith- 
ful discharge  ot  his  duties  of  every  nature, 
he  has  won  the  enduring  esteem  and  confi- 
dence of  every  member  ot  hU  command. 

Reijlved,  That  we  have  not  forgotten 
the  many  personal  sacrifices  which  he  has 
made  lor  our  comfort,  nor  the  many  neces- 
saries and  delicacies  with  which  he  has  fur- 
nisl.ed  us  at  various  times,  and  we  cheerful- 
ly nccommend  him  to  the  ho.-pilality  of 
our  friends  at  home. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  regret  the  neces 
sity  of  parting  with  our  Captain  for  a  time, 
he  bears  with  him  our  earnest  solicitude  for 
his  health  and  happiness,  and  confident 
hope  for  his  speedy  recovery  and  return  to 
us  ;  and  while  the  command  will  devolve  on 
fjieut.  Heffelfinger  in  who.^e  ability  we  have 
implicit  confidence,  we  will  endeavor  to  sus- 
tain the  reputation  already  accorded  to  the 
Minnesota  First. 

Upon  motion,  the  Report  of  the  Commit- 
tee was  accepted  and  unanimously  adopted. 
The  Secretary  was  then  requested  to  fur- 
nish Capt.  Smith  wiih  a  copy  oi  the  pro 
ceedinzs  of  the  meeting,  also  to  furnish 
copies  to  the  St.  Padf-  Press,  Slate  Atlas 
and  Minnesota  f^ate  News    for  publication.

ZOLLICOFFEK'S   CAREER. 

Poor  Z Jllicoffcr  I  He  has  been  a  most 
unfortunate  man.  Distrusted  by  his  parly 
on  account  of  hissupposeil  liberality  toward 
the  North,  which  was  his  birth-place,  his 
political  aspirations  were  destroyed  before 
the  rebellion  commenced.  In  i's  inception 
he  was  bitterly  opposed  to  it,  and  slrujjgled 
against  Disunion  till  that  great  flood  tide 
came  which  swept  away  eo  many  of  those 
whose  names  were  once  venerated  through- 
out the  land. 

Assuming  command  of  the  Confederate 
troops  in  East  Tennessee,  he  became  a  ter- 
ror there  and  along  the  Upper  Cumberland, 
not  through  any  di.'position  of  bis  own  to 
be  cruel  or  rapacious,  but  on  account  of  the 
wild  and  undisciplined  hordes  whom  he 
commanded  but  could  not  control.  His 
fidelity  to  the  upstart  government  was 
doubted,  and  he  fought  the  battle  of  Wild 
Cat  against  the  advice  ol  every  Colonel  in 
his  army,  and  with  a  reckless  desire  to  ob- 
tain military  dit«tinctioo  and  prove  himself 
faithful  to  the  new  cause.  That  attack  was 
uiLsuccessful,  simply  because  it  was  twenty- 
our  hours  too  late.  Foiled  there  he  brought 
hid  troops  in  their  late  position  on  the  Cu'in- 
berland,  threatening  the  heart  of  Kentucky, 
keeping  open  the  navigation  of  the  Cumber- 
land, and  ready  to  act  iu  concert  with  the 
army  at  Bowling  Green.  No  position  was 
ever  better  chosen,  either  for  its  own 
stiength  or  its  value  as  connected  with  oth 
er  military  movements  on  the  same  line. 
Gen.  Crittenden  relieved  him  of  his  com- 
mand on  the  first  day  of  January,  and  Gen. 
ZoUicoffer  went  home  'or  a  few  days.  He 
left  his  home  again  to  die  at  the  head  of  his 
army,  fighting  a  battle  against  his  own 
judgment  and  in  the  moment  of  defeat. 

JOHN  TYLER'S  DEATH 

The  Richmond  papers  of  the  20th  con- 
tain long  accounts  of  John  Tyler's  death. 
He  had  been  ill  for  .several  days  previous 
to  the  fital  attack,  having  suffered  from 
vertigo,  but  his  disease  was  not  supposed 
to  be  dangerous  until  a  short  time  bef  ire 
he  breathed  his  last.  Drs.  Brown  Peachy 
and  Miller,  Mr.  Josiuh  C.  Wilson  of 
Charles  City,  Mr.  and  Mr3.  Ballard  and 
Mrs.  Tyler  and  child  were  the  witnesses  of 
his  last  moments.  Dr.  Brown  had  been 
sent  for,  and  on  entering  the  reom,  Mr.  Ty- 
ler said,  "Doctor,  I  am  dying."  A  few  mo- 
ments and  he  fell  off  into  the  utter  weak- 
ness preceding  dissolution.  One  of  the 
attendmg  physicians  approached  the  bed- 
side with  medicine  and  said,  "Mr.  Tyler, 
let  me  give  you  some  stimulant."  ''I  will 
not  have  it,"  replied  the  dying  sufferer,  and 
in  a  few  moments  quietly  breathed  his  last. 
His  last  intellizible  word  was  the  reply  to 
the  doctor.

ALL  HONOR  TO  OUR 
COND. 

We  have  watcheb  the  columns  of  tbe 
Louisville  and  Cincinnati  papers,  upon 
which  we  have  mainly  depended  for 
accoQDts  of  the  battle,  with  mach  so. 
licitude  for  a  ju.n  recognition  ol  the 
gallant  bearing,  and  distinguished  service 
of  tbe  Minnesota  Second  Regiment  in  the 
victory  of  the  19th. 

It  was  not  that  we  feared  any  intention^ 
I  al  injustice  would  be  done  our  brave  men  ; 
I  but  that  in  the  interest  taken  by  reporters 
and  writers  for  the  Kentucky  and  Ohio  pa- 
pers, in  the  regiments  from  their  own  States, 
ar.d  neighboring  State  Indiana,  that  the 
boys  from  tbe  far  off  land  of  the  sky-  tinted 
water,  would  be  overlooked. 

We  are  rejoiced  to  find  in  the  last  Cin- 
cinnati Commercial,  in  an  editorial  reviewing 
the  action  of  tbe  19tb,  and  awarding,  to  the 
several  regiments  that  participated,  their  just 
meed  of  praise,  the  following  unqualified 
commendation  of  our  regiment,  and  testi- 
mony to  facts  which  pre  eminently  distin- 
guish it. 

We  give  nearly  the  whole  of  the  Commer- 
cial's article,  for  it  is  a  very  compact  and  no 
doubt  alkogether  accurate  account  of  the 
battle.  One  of  the  editors  of  the  Commer- 
cial, we  believe,  was  with  Gen.  Thomas'  ar- 
my and  therefore  writes   understandingly  : 

•'  For  some  time  the  fighting  was  close 
and  desperate.  Just  before  the  10th  Indi- 
ana was  supported,  the  vehemence  of  the 
contest  was  most  remarkable.  The  rebels 
were  pre^^sing  on  with  much  resolution, 
fierce  and  confident,  thinking  they  had  an 
inferior  force  before  them.  They  were  no* 
in  fair  battle  order,  but  swarmed  in  the 
woods  like  Indians,  though  keeping  in  line- 
and  whooping  like  savages.  The  lOth  In, 
diana  stood  their  ground,  and  though  io 
some  confusion,  their  faces  we^e  all  toward 
tbe  enemy,  and  the  crash  of  rifles  was  in- 
cessont,  while  the  smoke  formed  a  heavy 
sulphur  fog.  The  Indianians  and  Missia- 
sippians  were  lor  a  time  within  twenty  yards 
ot  each  other,  and  there  was  no  sign  of 
fiincbiug  on  either  side. 

The  great  success  of  the  battle  wcis  when 
tlie2nii.  Minnesota  and  Ike ^^Ik  Ohio,  appear 
eri  in  good  order  sweeping  througli  the  field. 
Thi  2nd  Minnesota,  from  its  position  in  Ihe 
column  was  closest  to  the  center  of  the  fight 
andtlie  heaviest  of  the  enemies' fire.  They 
were  the  first  troops  that  used  tfie  bayonet, 
and  the  style  in  which  they  went  into  the 
fight  IS  Vie  theme  of  enthusiastic  comment 
throughout  the  army.  The  9th  Ohio,  were 
next  to  the  Minnesota  in  getting  into  tbe 
fight.  They  were  not  behind  the  Minneso- 
ta men,  but  on  their  right  and  had  a  little 
tarther  to  march  as  they  wheeled  into  the 
field.  They  came  up  in  better  order  than 
the  Minnesota  or  any  other  regiment  had 
done.  They  were  as  exactly  in  line  when 
they  made  the  grand  decisive  rush  with  the 
bayonet,  as  if  upon  holiday  parade,  and 
moved  like  invincible  veterans.  Their  gaU 
lant  Col.  "Bob"  McCof)K,  galloped  about 
through  the  whistling  rifle  balls,  and  direct- 
ed bis  men  not  only  with  perfect  disiegard 
ot  personal  exposure  but  with  very  good 
judgment.  When  the  9th  Ohio  made  their 
bayonet  charge  the  rebels  were  behind  a 
fence  which  was  built  upon  a  row  of  loos 
and  made  a  fair  breast  work.  The  rebels 
stood  until  the  "bully  Dutchman"  overthrew 
the  rails  with  their  bayonets.  Then  thoy 
fled,  the  German  n^iment  after  them  at  a 
high  rate  of  speed. 

The  severity  of  the  fighting  may  be  reck- 
oned from  the  fact  that  io  places  the  under- 
brush, with  which  the  woods  were  filled, 
was  cut  down  by  tbe  storm  of  ball.".  There 
were  thickets  in  which  not  a  stick  could  be 
discovered  that  was  not  shattered  by 
balls. 

After  the  rebel  attack  was  repulsed,  they 
soon  lost  all  organization,  and  fled  through 
the  woods  belter  skelter.  Our  troops  pur- 
sued with  overwhelming  energy,  literally 
crushing  the  undergrowth  under  their  head- 
long columns.  The  rebels  were  appan-ntly 
utterly  panic-stricken  upon  returning  to 
their  entrenchments.  They  were  intent  on- 
Ip  upon  getting  away,  and  their  flight  was 
more  astonishing  and  appalling  in  its  abin- 
don.  than  the  famous  advance  from  Bull 
Run  upon  Washington. 

'J'be  official  statement  made  by  Gene.al 
Thomas,  that  one  hundred  and  fourteen 
rebels  had  been  buried,  up  to  a  certain  hour, 
has  led  the  public,  prone  to  expect  exaggera- 
tion, to  believe  that  the  figure  represented 
the  extent  of  the  loss  of  the  enemy  in  kill- 
ed. We  are,  however,  assured  from  resour- 
ces that  we  believe  entirely  reliable,  that  not 
lese  than  three  hundred  rebels  were  left 
dead  on  the  ground.  The  official  report  of 
Gen.  Schoept's  Brigade  Surgeon  states  that 
one  hundred  and  ninety  dead  rebels  were 
buried  on  Monday.  A  gentleman  of  thie 
city,  writes  that  two  hundred  and  eighty, 
three  dead  bodies  of  rebels  were  found. — 
Another  who  was  on  tbe  ground,  informs 
us  that  he  counted  eighty-five  dead  rebels 
iu  the  old  field,  and  that  they  were  lying 
thick  in  the  nnderbrush  in  every  direction. 
We  are  convinced  that  the  rebel  loss  in 
killed,  was  very  nearly,  if  not  altogether 
three  hundred.  Various  statements  are 
made  of  the  number  of  horses  and  mules  ta- 
ken. The  evidence  is  that  at  least  fifteen 
hundred  fell  into  our  bands.

The  existence  of  "Coal"  in  our  county, 
south-west  of  New  Ulm.  is  beyond  all  doubt. 
A  settler,  living  about  twentj-five  miles  from 
this  place,  discovered  a  vein  of  this  valuable 
mineral,  about  six  to  eight  inches  in  thick- 
ness, and  covering  in  extensive  area.  He 
brought  a  few  bushels  of  it  to  this  place  for 
trial,  and  it  proved  to  be  a  good  substitute  for 
wood. 

If  information  about  this  coal-field  should 
prove  correct,  it  would  be  a  great  benefit  for 
the   prairie  region  of  south  west  Minnesota, 
where  scarcity  of  timber    forms  the  sole  ob^ 
jection  against  an  extensive  settlement.

[Mrs.  Van  Cleve  has  kindly  permitted  us,  in 
view  of  the  public  interest,  to  publish  the 
following  extracts  from  a  private  letter  re- 
ceived yesterday  from  Col.  Van  Cleve. 

We  are  sure  it  will  be  welcomed  by  our 
readers.  It  gives  a  clear  and  succinct  account 
of  the  part  borne  by  our  noble  Second  through- 
out the  action. 

It  is  characterised  by  that  genuine  modesty 
which  forms  so  beautiful  a  trait  in  the  char- 
acter of  the  brave  and  able  leader  of  the 
Second  Regiment.  It  fully  contirus  previous 
reports  ot  the  band  to  hand  fighting  of  our 
regiment.  A  previous  letter  referred  to  has 
not  been  received.] 


Camp  Hamilton,  Jan.  22d,  1362. 
*  *  *  Of  course  the  battle  of  the 
I9th  is  a  constant  theme  of  conversation 
with  officers  and  men  of  all  the  regiments 
that  were  engaged  in  it.  You  will  see 
much  said  in  the  papers,  by  extracts  from 
letters  of  soldiers,  each  giving  his  version 
of  tbe  affiiir.  All  agree  io  one  thins:,  that 
the  Minnesota  2d  and  Ohio  9tb,  the  two  re- 
giments of  Col.  McCook's  brigade  that 
have  been  together  since  we  were  at  Le 
banon,  and  that  were  side  by  side  on  the 
field,  did  their  duty  on  that  day. 

On  the  morning  that  we  marched  oat  we 
formed  in  line  of  battle  about  a  half  mile 
from  the  spot  where  the  10th  Indiana  and 
4tb  Kentucky  were  engaged  with  the  rebels. 
The  Ohio  9th  was  on  tbe  right,  somewhat 
in  tbe  timber  ;  tbe  2d  Minnesota  in  an  open 
field.  While  waiting  for  orders  to  move 
forward  two  balls  from  the  enemy's  artillery 
came  whistling  over  us.  One  of  our  bat- 
teries in  front  of  our  regiment  answered  by 
throwing  a  few  shot,  as  I  thought,  at  some 
risk  of  hurting  our  friends. 

When  the  order  was  given,  we  moved 
forwardj  steadily — confidently.  We  soon 
entered  the  limber,  where  for  a  long  lime 
we  bad  beard  the  incessant  rattle  of  mnsi- 
ketry. 

As  we  came  into  the  road  we  met  some 
of  our  friends  leisurly  and  slowly  retreat* 
•ng,  and  some  cavalry  that  bad  dismounted, 
standing 'in  a  .hollow,  holding  their  horses 
We  were  within  a  few  rods  of  the  enemy, 
and  the  horsemen  advised  me  to  dismount. 
I  declined,  however,  and  rode  on.  In  a  few 
moments  the  right  wing  of  our  regiment 
closed  with  the  enemy  and  opened  upon 
them.  Owing  to  tbe  manner  in  which  we 
approached  them,  tbe  left  wing  had  to  swing 
round,  that  is,  wheel  somewhat  to  the  right, 
before  they  could  get  into  action.  Tbe 
battle  was  now  between  the  Minnesota  2d 
and  the  rebels,  who  certainly  fought  nobly, 
for  they  stood  a  most  terrific  fire  from  our 
regiment  for  full  twenty  five  minutes,  io 
the  meantime  they  bore  ofi"  towards  our 
right  with  tbe  intent  to  flank  us,  and  here 
they  were  unexpectedly  met  by  the  9th 
Ohio,  who,  taking  thatn  by  the  flank,  soon 
put  them  to  flight.  From  this  time  the 
rebels  made  no  decided  stand — their  rout 
was  complete.  Our  brigade  moved  forward 
and  other  regiments  soon  came  to  our  sup- 
port. Gen.  Thomas  having  given  us  (tbe 
Ohio  9th  and  Minnesota  2d)  the  advance, 
we  all  marched  in  line  of  battle  through  the 
thicket  and  through  the  timber,  and  over 
the  open  fields,  We  were  compelled  to  halt 
frequently  to  reconnoitre,  and  also  to  rest 
the  men,  who  sometimes  became  faint  and 
exhausted,  for  the  traveling  was  hard  and 
they  bad  not  eaten  anything  during  the  day. 
In  tbe  course  of  march  our  regiment  got  to 
the  right  of  the  9th  Ohio,  and  kept  it  till 
we  entered  the  enemy's  entrenchments  the 
next  day. 

About  4  p.  M.  we  came  upon  open  fields, 
and  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  before  us  was 
a  hill  that  commanded  the  enemy's  entrench- 
ments. On  it  men  and  horsemen  were  seen. 
A  regiment  or  two  were  posted  there,  as 
we  supposed  to  contest  our  further  advance. 
Our  brigade  was  now  halted  and  formed 
in  a  perfect  line.  Soon  tbe  order  to  ad- 
vance was  given,  and  those  who  saw  it  say 
it  was  a  magnificent  sight.  When  we 
reached  tbe  summit  of  the  hill  the  enemy 
bad  fled.  A  battery  was  now  brought  up 
that  threw  shot  and  shell  into  the  entrench- 
ments till  dark. 

The  rout  of  the  rebels  vran  complete ; 
they  passed  through  their  own  entrench- 
ments, and  spent  the  night  in  crossing  the 
Cumberland,  while  we  lay  upon  our  arms 
and  slep  t. 

Zollicofier  was  killed  id  the  early  morn- 
ing, and  his  army  totally  disbanded.  I  call 
t  Zollicofler's  army,  for  it  had  long  been 
known  as  his,  but  a  short  time  since  Crit- 
tenden had  assumed  command. 

Four  of  our  regiments  shared  in  tbe  bat- 
tle, but  by  night  seven  were  on  the  field, 
and  three  batteries  of  artillery. 

Tbe  nuuber  of  killed  and  wounded  is 
variously  estimated.  The  number  of  pris 
oners  is  not  known.  Their  army  was 
completely  routed,  and  we  did  not  care 
about  taking  pri.soners,  better  let  them 
go  homo  and  tell  their  neighbors  how  we 
fight. 

Gen.  Thomas  was  directly  in  rear  of  our 
Regiment  during  the  battle,  and  watched 
every  movement;  we  ga  ve  him  a  good  opin- 
ion of  Minnesota. 

In  a  former  letter,  I  told  you  that  a 
fence  'eparated  us  from  the  enemy  for  a 
time. 

We  were  m  close  on  them,  that  one  of 
the  men  had  his  beard  and  whiskers  8in<»- 
ed  by  the  fire  of  one  of  the  muskets ;  an- 
other was  wounded  in  the  head  by  one  of 
their  bayonets,  while  loading  his  gun;  an- 
other had  to  push  one  of  their  muskets 
aside,  while  aiming  through  the  fence;  an- 
other caught  hold  of  one  of  their  muskets, 
and  jerked  it  tbroogb  tl^e  feooe;  two  atood 


and  tired  at  each  other,  their  miukets  cross 
ing;  both  fell  dead. 

It  is  wonderful,  that  with  so  many  balls 
flying,  so  few  of  us  were  hurt. 

We  had  twelve  killed,  and  thirty  three 
wounded.  UflBcers  and  men  behaved  no- 
bly. Our  Regiment  has  earned  a  name  of 
which  Minntsota  may  feel  proud. 

Not  an  officer  was  injured,  excepting 
Capt.  Markham,  by  a  buck  shot  on  the 
side  of  his  knee,  that  may  lame  him,  as  it 
could  not  be  extracted.  And  Sergeant 
Stout,  who  had  been  recommended  for  a 
2Dd  Lieutenant,  was  badly  wounded. 

To-morrow  we  are  ordered  to  march  to 
Somerset.  Col.  McCook  was  wounded  io 
the  leg,  and  was  on  it  so  much  afterwards, 
that  it  may  cripple  him  for  some  time. 
His  horse  was  killed  under  him.  He  is  a 
brave  soldier.  Gen.  Thomas  has  earned  a 
good  name. 

I  cannot  make  any  distinction  between 
our  officers,  when  all  behaved  so  nobly.

SUPBRINTKNDENT  OP  PCBLIC  iNSTBDCmON. 

— It  appears  to  be  the  settled  policy  of  the 
Legislature  to  aboli.*h  the  office  of  Super- 
intendent of  Public  Instraetion.  The  Sen- 
ate yesterday  passed  their  School  bill  em- 
bodying this  principle,  with  only  five  dis- 
senting votes,  'I'be  House  have  also  voted 
upon  the  propositoin,  and  decided  in  its  fa- 
vor by  a  large  majority.  By  the  Senate 
bill,  the  Secretary  of  State  becomes  fx 
oj^to  Superintendent,  and  it  is  made  the 
duty  of  tbe  Attorney  General  to  decide  all 
legal  questions  that  maj  arise  m  construing 
the  law. 

Nothing  else  of  any  special  importance 
engaged  the  atteotioo  of  either  House  yes- 
terday.

If   the   Committee 
will  add  a  tax  upon  the  circulation  of  the 
banks  so  as  to  force  it  gradually  to  be  with- 
drawn, they  will  meet  the  views  of  the  peo- 
ple (,f  the  West.     Simply   to   add  another 
hundred  millions  to  our  currency  would  .so 
icOate  the  prices  that   it  would  to  a  very 
considerable  extent  defeat  the  ends  had  in 
view  by  the  Governmejt  in  i-ssuing  it : 

The  bill  reported  from  the  Committee  on 
Ways  and  means  to-day,  provides   that  for 
temporary  pur:>oses  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  is  aut'ior.z?d  to  issue,  on  the  cre- 
dit of  the  Cuited  States,  one  hundred  mil- 
lions of  dollars  cf  U  oiled  States  notes,  not 
bearing  interest,  payable  to  btarer  at  the 
Treasury,  or  at  th'^  offi-C   of  the  Assistant 
Tr  a-urer  in  the  City  ot  New  York,  at  the 
pleasure  of  the   United  States,  and  of  such

Slates  Notes  de'positiutj  any  sura  not  less 
than  §50,  or  other  than  a  multiple  with  the

The  United  Slates  notes  and  bonds  au- 
thtoriz-d  by  act,  or  that  h  ive  been  heretofore 
aulborizd  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer 
01  the  United  States,  or  for  the  Treasurer 
by  such  p'^rson  as  may  be  specifically  ap- 
pointed by  the  Secretary  of  tlie  Treasury, 
and  ?hall  be  countersigned  by  the  Register 
of  the  Treasury,  or  lor  the  Register  by 
such  person  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasu- 
ry may  specifically  appoint  for  such  pur- 
pose ;  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  en- 
tilled  "An  Act  to  authorize  the  i^sue  of

EXTENSIVE  IIAVf.    OF   COUNT^rI 
FElTOnS. 

As  our  readers  are  ;  aware,  for  "some 
months  past  the  city  has  been  flooded  with 
bogus  coin  of  diff.'reot  denomination?,  some 
of  which  was  so  well  executed  as  to  deceive 
the  best  judges.  It  has  been  the  peculiar, 
Pelf-appointed  proviace  of  Saperintendent 
Bradley  to  endeavor  to  fer.et  out  the  man- 
ufacturers of  this  spurious  currency,  and 
on  Saturday  Ids  detectives  made  a  precon- 
certed descent  vpon  a  house  on  State  street, 
and  arrested  fopr  persons,  who  were  caught 
in  the  very  act^of  making  the  coin,  in  their 
laboratory,  Burrounded  by  their  moulds, 
due,  metals  and  machinery.  This  haul  was 
not  made  public  until  yesterday,  when 
Durius  Dusenbury,  Sherman  Bariiett  Geo 
Kepner  and  John  McCamba  were  broaght 
before  U.  S.  Commissioner  P.  a  Hovne 
upon  an  offi  lavit  of  C.  P.  Bradley,  charg- 
ing the  ofleMje  upon  them.  Thpy  could 
not  find  bail,/»"d  were  committed  to  await 
examination  tlis  afternoon. 

The  machinery  found  by  the  detectives  is 
quito  perfect,  and  calculated  to  issue  tea- 
cent  pieces,  quarter   and  half-dollars.    The 


CoTre«poniU-nce  of  tht  Oinannali  C  tnmercial 

Early  on  Sunday  morning,  Jan.  19th,  we 
heard  the  roar  of  cannon  beyond  Fishing 
Cieek.  which  betokened  a  battle.  Like 
many  younger  men  1  felt  "  eager  for  the 
fray.""  Lieut.  Col.  Howard  ,of  th?  Kentuc- 
ky I2th,  being  contiued  to  his  bed  by  sick- 
ness, I  mouuted  liis  well  known  charger 
'•  Nelly  Gray,"  and  went  to  till  his  place,  or 
rather  to  try.  The  distance  from  Somerset 
to  the  salt  works  on  Fishing  Creek,  where 
we  crossed,  is  five  miles. 

The    distance    from    Fishing    Creek   to 
Webb's  Cross  Roads,  where  our  forces  had 
bivouacked  the  night    before    the  battle,    is 
two  and  a  half  miles.     We  had  made  about 
two  miles  of  this  distance,  wheu  the  artille- 
ry ceased  firing,  and  soon   after   we  met   a 
man  riding  furiously  down  the  hill.     When 
ws  succeeded    in  bringing  him  to  a  halt,  he 
told  us  Zjl^icoffer  was  dead,  and   his  army 
in  full  retreat.     Th  s  man   was  hardly  rec- 
ognized  by  his  old  acquaintcnces  ;  for   his 
naked,  sparkling  eye-balls  seemed  to  be  the 
only  two  spots  about  him  not  covered  with 
mud.     It  was  Dr.  llule.     When  he  had  told 
his  story,  on  lie  Hew  to  tell  it  to  other  perse- 
cuted   Union   men.     Z  jllicoff  r  is  slain,  his 
forces  are  overthrown,  scattered   and  de- 
stroyed.    We  are  aeram  free  !     Men,  wo> 
men  and   children   shou  ed.  and  even  wept 
for  joy.     At  that  moment  I  aid  not  wait  to 
moralize,  for  while  Dr.  Hale  was  spreading 
the  glad   tidings   in   one  direction,  '"Nelly 
Gray"  had  anticipated  the  cavalcade  in  the 
other,  and  was  first  on  the  battle  field.     My 
first  inquiry  was  lor  the  Kentcky  12th  ;   but 
no  oue  could   tell  where  they  were  or  what 
part  they  had  taken  in  the  action.    Only  one 
dead  man  had  been  brought  in. 
zollicofff.b's  bodv. 


The  body  laid  upon  the  ground  in  front 
of  one  of  the  Minnesota  tents,  surrounded 
by  some  twenty  soldiers.  It  had  been 
stripped  of  all  the  clothing  except  the  pants, 
and  two  soldiers  were  busy  in  washing  off 
the  mud  with  which  it  had  been  covered. 
Ii  was  almost  as  white  and  transparent  as 
the  most  delicate  wax-work.  The  fatal 
wound  was  ia  the  breast,  and  was  evidemly 
made  with  a  pistol  ball,  as  it  could  be  easi- 
ly covered  with  the  end  of  my  finger.  There 
was  another  wound  upon  the  Inside  of  his 
right  arm  abjve  the  elbow,  and  still  another 
glancing  wound  a  little  above  his  hip.  This 
was  Z ollicotler  I  He  whose  name  had  so 
long  been  a  terror  to  men  who  loved  their 
country,  on  the  banks  of  the  Cumberland. 
I  turned  away  to  visit  the  field  of  battle. 

THE  B.\TTLE  FIELD — TUE  DEAD    i    WOL'.NDKD. 

The  hospital  tents  had  been  hastily  pitch- 
ed in  a  small  open  field  at  the  cross  roads, 
and  along  the  edge  of  the  woods  skirting 
the  south  side  ot  this  field  were  the  first 
marks  of  the  storm  of  destruction  which 
had  raged  so  fearfully  an  hour  before. 
Nearly  through  the  middle  of  Iho  fitli  is 
the  road  leading  to  Mill  Springs,  in  a  south 
or  south-westerly  direction.  I  entered  the 
woods  on  the  east  t^ide  of  this  road.  Along 
the  edge  of  the  open  field  lay  the  bodies  ot 
lour  or  five  of  our  men.  As  I  advanced 
into  the  woo  Is,  the  marks  of  cannon  shot 
could  be  seen  on  every  .side  ;  but  1  saw  none 
of  those  marks  nearer  than  twenty  feet 
from  the  groind  ;  nor  did  I  see  a  dead  or 
wounded  man  who  had  been  struck  with  a 
cannon  shot.  Dr.  Cliffe,  Z)llicoff-r'a  Brig- 
ade Surgeon,  afterwards  told  me  that  among 
all  their  wounded,  so  far  as  they  had  come 
in.  only  one  had  been  injured  by  artilUry, 
and  he  had  lost  his  arm.  Passing  through 
the  woods  from  the  first  open  field,  a  dis- 
tance of  nearly  half  a  mile,  we  reach  an- 
other cpen,  ha'.f-clearcd  field  on  the  left  of 
tae  roid. 

In  this  field  there  stands  some  deadened 
limber,  many  large  slumps  and  trees,  some 
ot  the  latter  having  been  cut  down,  and 
some  fal'en  from  decay.  In  this  field  the 
ground  is  quite  steep,  with  a  southern  de- 
scent to  near  the  center  of  the  field,  and 
then  risis  as  rapidly  till  you  reach  the 
woods  on  the  south,  lu  ibe  eastern  part  of 
this  field  is  a  log  house  and  barn  and  nn 
apple  orchard.  Eighty-five  dead  rebels 
lay  in  this  field,  which,  by  way  of  distinc- 
tion. I  will  call  the  "old  field."  Further  on. 
and  to  the  right  of  the  road,  is  the  cornfield 
where  the  brave  Indiana  lOlh  suffered  so 
severely.  In  the  woods  and  along  the  road 
the  scene  was  dreadful.  One  body  was 
placed  in  a  sitting  posture,  with  the  back 
leaning  against  a  tree,  the  hands  crossed  in 
his  lap,  his  eyes  partly  open  and  lips  slight- 
ly parted.  The  ball  had  entered  his  left 
breast  just  above  the  region  of  the  heart  — 
Another  laid  upon  his  side  with  head  and 
arn^s  thrown  back  ;  the  ball  nad  cutaway 
part  of  his  skull  over  bis  lelt  eye. 

oca  NOBLE  DEAD. 

Among  a  score  or  more  of  our  own  noble 
dead,  I  saw  not  one  badly  mangled  body, 
like  those  which  1  saw  at  Ve.nna.  And  I 
loved,  also,  to  fancy,  at  least,  that  I  saw 
clearly  stamped  upon  each  cold  face  a  calm 
and  holy  satistactioa  in  pouring  out  their 
blood  in  a  noble  cause — to  save  from  ruin 
the  land  of  our  fathers. 

I  passed  on  in  haste,  but  suddenly  felt 
compelled  to  stop  once  more;  against  a  tree, 
leaned  back  in  the  most  classic  composure, 
was  the  fairest  and  most  beautiful  counte- 
nance I  ever  saw  iu  death.  No  female 
complexion  could  be  more  spotless.  The 
silky  locks  of  wavy  auburn  hair  fell  in  rich 
profusion  upon  lair  temples  and  a  faultless 
/orehead. 

Some  friendly  hand  had  parted  his  gar- 
ments, baring  Wu  breast,  from  which  the 
red  current  of  fife  flowed  out,  and  bad  bath 
ed  his  temples,  which  were  still 
had  ceased  to  thiob  forever.  O,  ye  winds, 
bear  ihese  tidings  softly  to  the  loved  ones 
at  home!  Among  the  wounded  of  our 
men,  it  was  really  comlorting  to  see  with 
what  patient  heroism  they  bore  their  pains. 
I  said  to  one  poor  fellow,  with  a  shattered 
leg,  ♦•  You  must  be  in  great  pain  :  can  I  do 


one  were  shot  in  the  head.  One  rebel  had 
a  bull  through  his  neck  which  destroyetl  the 
power  of  speech— though  I  don't  think  his 
wound  was  mortal.  Several  of  the  dead 
were  old  and  gray  headed  men. 

A  dark  complexioned  man  with  a  heavy 
black  beard,  wh.)  said  ho  was    from    Mia 
sissippi,    was  lying    on  the  gound     with    a 
broken  thigh  "  He  was  stern   and  Bullen — 
he  had  only  <  ne    favor  lu    ask— that    was 
that  some  one  of  us  would  kill   hiiu.     I  said 
to  him,  wo  wi  I  soon  lake  you  lo  the   sur- 
geon, and  do   all  we  can  to  relieve  you,   ftir 
we  are  satisfied  you  havt-  been  deceived  by 
wicked  men,  and  do  not  know  what   you 
have  l)eeu  doing.    To  which  he  meekly  re- 
pliotl — 'that  is  possible  "     A    young  man, 
quite  a  boy,  begged    me  not  to  let  the  Lin- 
coloites  kill  him.     An  elderly  man  sat  with 
his  back  against  a  stump  with  a  ball  direct- 
ly through  the  center   of  the  head  at   the 
base  of  the   brain.    There    was  a    ghastly 
grin  upon  his   countenance — his    eyes  were 
stretched  widely  open  and    staring  wildly 
oito  vacancy,  while   his  breath  was   rapid, 
deep  and  heavy.     His  was  a  living   death, 
lor  ho    was  se'nstlesa.     A   lad   ot   fourteen 
withama-ihed   ankle,  protested   his  inno- 
cence and  b.-gged  to  be  taken  care  of.     He 
said  he  was  pressed   into  the  service  and 
had  never  fired  a  gun  at  a  Union  man.  and 
never  would.     Numbers  of  rebels   made  in 
effect  the  same  declaration. 

I  left  the  e  fields  of  human  suffering  with 
leelingssuchasl   never  before  experienced. 
The  freshness  of  death  seemed   to  fill   the 
whole  atmosphere.    It  was  a  scene  which 
a  man  needs    only  to  look  upon  once  in  his 
lile  time  in  order  to  occupy  all  his  power  of 
reflection.     Following  the  wake  of  our  vie  - 
torious  and   pursuing  army,  the  road,  ad 
joining  fields  and  woods,   were  strewn  with 
blankets,  knapsacks,  haversacks,  hats,  boots, 
shoes,  guns,  cartridge  boxes,  broken   wag 
ons,  &c.  &c.,  as  perfect  a  scene  of  destruc- 
tion as  can  well  be  imagined.     I  soon  came 
up  with  our   rear  guard,  and    reached   the 
advance  column  about  two   o'clock  p.  m. 
COL.  fry's  accocnt  of  killing  zollicopfkr. 
While  the  line   was  halted    for  the  skir- 
mishers to  scour  the  woods,  I  had  an  oppor- 
tunity of  conversing  with   Col.  Fry,    ot  the 
Kentucky  4th,  relative  to  the  death  of  Zol- 
licoffer.     His  version  is  as  follows  :     While 
on  the  borders    of  "old  fields,"    a   stranger 
in  citizens  dress  rode    up  by    his  side— so 
near  that  he  conld  have  put    his  hand  upon 
his  shoulder,  and  said,  "don't   let  us  be  fir- 
ing on  our  own  men — those   are  our  men" 
pointing  at  the  same  lime  towards  our  for- 
ces.    Col.  Fry  locked  upon  him  enquiring- 
ly a  moment,  upon  which  he  rode    forward 
not  more  than  fifteen  paces,  when  an  officer 
came  dashing  up,  first  recognizing  the  stran- 
ger, and  almost  at  the    same  instant    firing 
upon  Col.  Fry.     At  the  same   moment  the 
stranger  wheeled  bis  horse,  facing  Col.  Fry, 
when  the   Col.    shot    him    in  the    breast. 
The  Col. showed  me  the  field  glass  which 
he  took  from  the  body,  and  which  was  iden- 
tified as  the  one  owned   by    Major  Helveti 
at  the  time  he  was  taken  a  prisoner  by  the 
rebels.     Col.  Fry    also  had    the    coat  and 
watch,  taken  from  the    body.     The    watch 
has  the  name  F.  K.  Zollicoff^r  engraved  up- 
on it.     I  make  this  statement   in  justice  to 
Col.  Fry.  because  there  are  at  least  half  a 
dozen  different  men  claiming   the   honor  ot 
killing  this  famous    rebel.    The    body  has 
other  wounds  which  we  have  seen,  but  only 
one  of  them,  and  that  the  mortal   one,    is  a 
pi.-tol  shot ;  and    Col.  Fry    is  the  only  one 
who  used  a  revolver  on  the  occasion.     The 
ball  from  the  rebel  officer    pa.ssed   through 
ihe  clothes  of  Col  Fry,  upon  his  right  side, 
slightly  fracturing  the  skin. 

1  have  only  noted  such  items  as  came  un- 
der my  own  observation,  and  comparatively 
only  a  few  of  them.  The  order  of  ba'tie 
and  acts  of  personal  bravery,  will  be  better 
told  by  tliose  who  wilues.sed  them, 

A  -MIXNBSOTA  MARKSMAN. 

Lieut.  E.  G.  Jacobs,  told  me  he  saw  a 
MiDoesoiiaa  coolly  advance  irom  ih&  ranks 
some  distance,  and  placing  his  r^fle  by  the 
side  of  a  tree,  take  a  long  and  deliberate 
aim  toward  the  old  log  house,  when  a  rebel 
head,  which  had  been  peering  from  behind 
the  corner  of  the  bouse,  was  suddenly  dis- 
covered to  have  a  body  attached  to  it,  by 
its  pitching  at  full  length  from  the  end  of 
the  house.  I  found  seven  dead  bodies  in 
this  old  building,  who  must  have  been 
killed  by  close  shooting  between  the  log^. — 
IVhen  1  left  190  rebeU  liad  been  buried  in 
the  '^uld  field"  and  many  were  slUl  in  Ihe 
woods.      'I'hirty  eight  of  our  owm  men  had

II  our  people  knew  how  good  und  true  a 
friend  to  America,  the  Queen  is,  ihey  would 
feel  that  we  are  not  likely  to  be  wronged  in 
her  day.     Her  Majt»sty    is  in  deep  afBiction 
now.     In  Prince  Albert  »iho  had  both  a  de- 
voted husband  and  a  discreet  counsellor. 
But,  though  fully  realisiug  tlie  magnitude  of 
her  bereavement,  she  l)ears  up  under  it  with 
queenly  lortitude.     Sir  Holland,  who,  tak- 
ing a    kind   intertijl    in    the   health    of  my 
daughter,  calls  in  frequently,  says  that,  in 
her  deep  sorrow,  ihe  Queen  proves   herself 
equal  to  her  great  trust. 

I  should  like  to  goasip  with  the  readers 
of  the  Journal,  about  London,  as  1  did  in 
1842,  and  again  in  1852;  but  colicitude 
about  our  own  country,  in  her  day  of  trial, 
unfits  me  for  any  kind  of  relaxation.  I  have 
visited  neither  Gallery  of  Art,  Theatre,  or 
Opera,  in  Paris  or  Ijondon.  And  yet,  so- 
cially, I  see  more  of  London  than  ever  I 
expected,  for  almost  every  day  brings  its 
Breakfast  or  Dinner  in  ih-'  highe.st  circles. 
Yesterday,  dining  with  Mr.  Evans,  at  the 
Reform  Club,  I  met  Mr.  Thackeray,  who, 
told  me  he  had  receutly  received  a  barrel  of 
beer  Irom  our  mutual  friend,  Arcby  Duulop, 
of  Watervliet. 

One  peculiarity  in  the  ''good  society"  of 
London,  strikes  mo  as  worthy  of  remark. 
It  is  the  comparatively  small  quantity   of 
wine  imbibed  at  dinners,  and   the   entire 
avoidance  '  f  "sm-dl  talk"  about  the   age, 
vintage,  quality,  &c  ,  &c  ,  of  wines.     Here, 
the   various   wines  are  served  and  drank, 
moderately,   without  remark.     A  glass  of 
Pale  Sherry  alter  soup,  one  or   two  glasses 
of  Champagne  with  the  meat  courses,  a 
glass  of  Claret  or  Hock  with  the   dessert, 
and  a  glass  of  Madeira  or    Port  after  the 
removal  of  the  cloth,  is  the  extent  of  wine 
drinking,  and  many  gentlemen  sip  rather 
than  "take  off'  the  contents  of  their  glasses. 
The  only  remark  about  wines  I  have  heard 
at  table,  was  at  Sir  J.  Emerson  Tennant's, 
who,  observing  that  at  a  previous  dinner  I 
drank  Madeira,  had  placed  a  decanter   of 
"the  old"  (vide  Capt.  Cuttle)  at  my  right 
hand,  with  the  remark,  "You   prefer   Ma- 
dciia,"     I  spoke  o|  the  abstinence  of  Eng- 
lish gentlemen,  where  I  was  breakfasting 
this  morning, to  which  a  friend  replied,  "We 
have  reformed  our  habits  in   this  respect, 
partly  from  improved  taste,  preferring  the 
light  to  the   heavy  wines ;  but   mainly  on 
account  of  the  tender  toes  and  rheumatic 
fingers  you  see  among  us.'' 

But  what  surprises  and  perplexes  me 
most,  in  the  city,  is  the  fact,  that,  while  the 
great  omnibus  thorougfares,  Oxford  street, 
Piccadilly,  the  Strand,  Fleet  street,  Ludgale 
and  Corn  Hill,  paved  like  Broadway,  are 
generally  wet  and  always  slippery,  the  horses 
never,  or  very  seldom,  fall  I  Two  horses, 
smooth  shod,  pull  an  omnibus  up  Holburn 
and  Ludgate  hills,  with  twelve  inside  and 
twelve  outside  passengers,  without  getting 
down.'  Even  if  they  slip,  they  almost  al- 
ways recover  without  falling.  High  Hol- 
burn is  a  much  sharper  ascent  than  State 
Street  in  Albany  or  Fulton  street  in  Brook 
lyn.

Gen.  Zollicofler  and  Lieutenant  Peyton's 
bodies  are  here,  and  will  be  sent  to  Nash- 
ville under  care  ol  Zollicofler's  Brigade  Sur- 
geon and  another  with  rank  of  Captain. — 
The  Surgeons  go  with  the  understanding 
that  they  are  to  be  exchanged  lor  Major 
Helveti,  of  Gen.  Schoepfl's  staff,  and  Capt. 
Prime,  United  States  Engineer,  who  were 
taken  prisoners  near  here  early  in  Decem- 
ber. Arrangements  are  being  made  to  ef- 
fect an  exchange  of  the  fifteen  men  of  the 
3.iih  Ohio  taken  a  short  time  alter  Major 
H  and  Captain  P.  Did  I  tell  you  in  my 
last  that  Gen.  Zollicoffer  was  shot  in  the  left 
breast  and  Peyton  in  the  left  eye?  The 
9ih  Ohio  and  2nd  Minnesota  passed  through 
town  and  are  encamped  a  short  distance 
south,  looking  to  Tennessee. 

LKTTEB  TO  THE    COMMERCIAL   FROM  A  MINNE^ 
SOTA  SOLDIER. 

The  following  letter  is  evidently  from  one 
of  Capt.  Davis'  River  Rangers.  The  Com- 
mercial erroneously  designates  it  as  from  a 
Wisconsin  soldier  : 

Headquarters,  Zollicoffeb's   Camp,  ) 
Beech  Grove,  Ky.,  Jan  21,  1862.  \ 

Eds.  Com.: — You  will  no  doubt  have 
heard  of  our  success  and  victory  over  Zol- 
licoffer, long  before  this  reaches  yon  ;  but  I 
thought  I  would  enclose  you  for  publication 
a  letter  that  I  found  here,  written  by  a  reb 
el  officer  on  the  ITtb,  two  days  before  the 
warm  but  j  battle — as  it  gives  a  pretty  good  idea  of 
their  forces  and  their  situation  in  regard  to 
subsistence,  &c. 

I  think  we  have  more  than  paid  them  up 
for  Bull  Run.  We  have  captured  570  hor 
ses  and  mules,  125  to  150  wagons,  14  pieces 
of  cannon,  and  about  2,000  stand  of  arms, 
besides  a  large  quantity  of  ammunition,  all 
their  tents,  stores,  Ac.,  estimated  by  our 
General  at  from  four  to  five  hundred  tbou» 
sand  dollars  worth  of  property.  The  loss 
on  onr  side  will  not  exceed  50  kill- 
ed and  100  wounded.  The  rebel  loss  is 
about  three  hundred  killed  and  one  hundred 
and  fifty  wounded.  The  r  army  is  totally 
destroyed  and  demoralized.  Our  regiaieot 
lost  ten  killed  and  twenty  three  wounded. 
I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  River  Rangers 
fought  like  tigers,  but  did  not  lose  a  man  or 
have  any  wounded.  We  leave  for  Somer- 
set to-morrrow,

THE  BLICK  HOLE  OF  CALCUTTA. 

Dr.  J.  H.  Seltzer,  surgeon  of  the  Eigh- 
ty-eighth Pennsylvania  Kegiroent,  gives  a 
most  deplorable  account  ot  the  doings  in 
the  .slave  pen  at  Alexandria,  which  is  now 
used  as  a  guard  house  for  our  soldiers. 
The  walls  of  the  "pen"  are  high,  and  there 
is  no  roof  to  shelter  the  unloriunate  .eoldiers 
who  are  placed  in  it,  from  the  weather 
The  mud  and  filth  is  ancle  deep,  and  there 
are  often  between  two  and  three  hundred 
soldiers  confined  in  the  place  at  the  same 
time. 

During  the  bad  weather  they  must  neces- 
sarily contract  colds,  which  lead  to  worse 
diseases,  particularly  during  the  bad  weath- 
er which  has  prevailed  for  some  days  past. 
In  addition  to  this,  the  prisoners  are  often 
without  food  for  twenty-lour  hours  or  more 
at  a  time.  The  most  of  the  soldiers  who 
are  confined  in  this  hole  are  arrested  for 
drunkenness,  which  makes  them  quarrel 
some.  They  engage  in  fights  between  them- 
selves, whith  Oiteo  end  in  serious  results. 
A  few  days  ago  one  of  the  men  had  his 
thigh  broken,  and  another  his  back  broken, 
in  one  of  the  disgraceful  Pgbtp  which  almost 
daily  occur  in  this  slave  pen. 

Some  of  the  drunken  men  who  are  put 
into  this  place,  when  they  come  to  their 
senses,  almost  beg  to  be  shot,  if  they  cao- 
not  he  released.

The  following  capital  story,  told  of  Oas- 
sius  M.  Clay,  of  Kentucky,  we  believe  has 
never  before  been  in  pi  int.  It  will  be  re- 
membered that  Mr.  Clay  served  as  a  Cap- 
tain of  a  company  of  Kentuckiaus  in  Mex- 
ico until,  taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy,  be 
was  compelled  lo  remain  an  inactive  spec- 
tator of  scenes  in  which  he  would  gladly 
have  beeu  an  actor.  Thomas  F.  Mar.^hall, 
the  ilaent  orator  and  illimitable  imbiber, 
was  also  a  Captain  in  the  same  regiment 
with  Clay.  Marshall  was  in  the  habit  of 
coming  drunk  on  parade,  much  to  the  dis> 
gust  ot  all,  aud  greatly  to  the  disorder  and 
breach  of  all  discipline  in  the  regiment. 
Capt.  Clay,  though  the  strictest  of  all  Cap- 
tains  in  obeying  the  army  rules  and  in  re- 
quiring obedience,  determined  to  give  Capt. 
Marshall  a  hint  of  his  disapproval.  So,  as 
soon  as  he  became  "ofiBeer  of  the  day,"  when 
his  command  was  second  only  to  that  of  the 
Colonel,  be  put  on  bis  military  paraphernaU 
ia,  and,  riding  up  to  the  guard  house,  cried 
out  io  a  loud  voice:  "Officer  of  the  guard!" 
and  when  the  guard  officer  appeared  he 
said:  "I  command  you  to  empty  the  guard 
house  of  all  the  prisoners;  so  long  as  I  have 
command  in  this  regiment  no  soldiers  shall 
be  punished  whilst  Captains  are  allowed  to 
violate  the  rules  of  war  with  impunity." 
The  guard  hou.se  was  emptied;  and  a  great 
expectation  was  excited  to  see  the  issue  of 
this  flagrant  breach  of  duty,  but  no  notice 
was  taken  by  the  Colonel  of  the  affair. 

At  tne  next  encampment  the  faosous 
quarrel  took  place  between  Captains  Clay 
and  Marshall,  in  presence  of  the  whole  reg- 
iment. Clay  proposed  to  fight  Marshall  on 
the  spot  with  broadswords;  but  Marshall 
pleaded  that  it  would  embroil  the  regiment, 
Thereupon  Clay  most  bitterly  replied,  that 
•Marshall,  at  Lexington,  did  not  fear  to  em- 
broil, by  his  inflammatory  appeals,  the  peo- 
ple in  affray  where  woman  and  children 
were  endangered ;  but  here,  where  the  two 
met  on  equal  term%  where  men  wore  swords, 
with  war  as  their  profession,  he  feared  to 
embroil  others!  It  was  the  plea  of  a  pol- 
troon and  assassin."  The  next  day  Marshall 
tried  to  drown  himself  and  bis  murtification 
in  Juan  river.  Such  was  Clay's  aevenge 
upon  the  leader  of  the  mob  of  1846!"

"  Oh  I  yes  ;  if  we   could   support  ourselves 
ajid  masters,  too,  I  gneis  we  could    support 
oar»elve8,  if  we  had  a  chance." 

— A  private  letter  from  Shanghai, 
China,  dated  November  1,  contains  intelli- 
gence of  the  death  of  the  Rev  Dr.  Bridg- 
man,  on  the  27lb  of  the  preceding  month. 
Dr.  Bridgman  haa  labored  in  the  cause  of 
missions  for  the  long  period  of  thirty  two 
years. 

— Carlos  D.  Stuart,  the  poet,  died  at 
Northjmptoo,  Massachusetts,  on  the  22d 
of  January.

DEATH  OF  SAinUEL  m.   PARKER- 
KILLED  IN  BATTLE. 

From  the  State  JTewt. 

Samuel  M.  Parker  was  born  in  Bradlfy, 
Penobscot  county,  Maine,  Jan.  1,  1843, 
and  killed  at  the  battle  of  Mill  Spring, 
Jan  I9cb,  1862  ;  aged  nineteen  years  and 
nineteen  days.  He  enlisted  in  Company  1, 
2od  Regiment,  Minnesota  Volunteers,  Sept. 
13,  1861. 

The  lollowJQg  is  a  copy  of  the  letter  from 
his  brother,  conveying  the  sad  news  to  bis 
parents  in  this  city : 

Caup  Loqan.     I 

January  20th,  1862.  f 

Os.iR  PAaBNTS :— I  am  weary  and  lonesome 
and  hardly  know  what  to  write  to  you.  We 
have  had  a  great  battle  with  ZollicoSer's  for- 
ces, one  mile  and  a  half  from  this  camp,  but  I 
am  safe  and  well.  Ten  of  our  poor  boys  are 
killed  and  some  ten  or  fifteen  wounded.  Dear 
father  and  mother  how  can  I  tell  yon— but  you 
will  hear  of  it  before  this  gels  to  you— Sam- 
uel haa  gone  to  his  God.  Ue  now  sleeps  the 
sleep  that  knows  no  waking  on  this  earth,  be- 
neath the  cold  soil  of  Kentucky.  He  died 
charging  boldly  on  the  enemy,  from  a  bayonet 
wound  in  the  left  groin,  which  passed  through 
the  kidneys  He  died  ii  about  fifteen  min- 
utes after  receiving  the  thrust.  He  died  calm- 
ly and  eas  ly  without  much  pain.  One  of  the 
drummer  boys  offered  to  call  the  Surgeon,  but 
he  said,  "If  you  call  him  be  will  leave  some 
poor  fellow-  that  will  die,  and  it  may  as  well 
be  me  as  any  one." 

When  be  was  laid  m  his  grave  he  looked  as 
if  asleep. 

I  cannot  write  you  the  particulars  of  the 
battle,  for  I  am  so  lonesome  and  sad,  that  I 
have  no  mind  to  do  anything.  I  have  a  board 
at  the  head  of  bis  grave,  with  bis  name,  reg- 
iment and   company  cut  upon  it. 

Ob  !  dear  father  and  mother,  may  Qod  help 
us  to  bear  up  under  this  our  affliction.  Qood 
bye,  my  dear  parents.

Goodrich,  of  the  Pioneer,  hates  Wheelock, 
the  present  "Commissioner  of  Statistics,' 
on  personal  and  political  grounds.  For 
a  week  past,  he  has  been  plying  the 
battery  of  ridicule  at  the  Commis- 
sioners Report  lor  IStiO,  in  a  series  o( 
letters  purporting  to  come  from  ^Zebalon 
Sawyer,"  an  illiterate  farmer. 

The  best  that  can  be  said  lor  Mr.  Good 
rich,  the  real  author  ot  these  eftusions.  is. 
that  be  "iias  good  commHud  of  the  English" 
in  its  various  styles,  and  b  ^  given  a  tair  im- 
tation  of  ungrammatieal  letters  from  an  il- 
iliterate  writer.  He  is  a  tolerable  rival  of 
Horace  Smith. 

As  to  the  criticisms  on  the  Report,  grant 
ing  that  portions  of  it  are  couched  m  lan- 
guage loo  scientific  for  an  ordinary  reader, 
it  is  these  that  interest  the  intelligent  Geog- 
rapher, and  they  properly  have  place  in  a 
book  intended  to  draw  the  attention  of  all 
classes  to  our  State.  "Zebulon"  can  skip 
these  bard  words,  and  study  the  Ogures  re  - 
specting  the  corn  and  wheat,  and  the  people 
in  his  own  county,  if  his  comprehension  on- 
ly extends  to  that,  and  he  will  find  enough 
to  make  the  book  valuable  to  him  and  his 
friend  the  schoolmaster.  Seriously,  the  an- 
imus of  this  attack  is  seen  in 
the  frequent  mention  of  Mr,  Wheelock 
as  a  Nova  Scotian,  and  the  refer- 
ence to  "  a  thousand  dollars  a  year."  The 
Pioneer  wishes  to  create  a  prejudice  against 
the  office  and  the  present  incumbent.  If 
Mr.  Wheefock  is  not «  fitting  man  for  the 
office,  let  him  be  diaplated,  but  the  State 
will  take  a  serious  step  backward  by  abol- 
ishing the  offict.

COflUnON  SCHOOLS. 

Regarding  a  good  school  pysttm  properly 
carried  out  as  a  great  and  lasting  benefit 
to  a  State  and  people,  I  rejoice  at  every  in- 
dication ot  progress  in  the  direction  of  en- 
lightened culture,  and  grieve  at  every  re- 
trogression. 

Hearing  that  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  had  proposed  an  "  Out- 
line ol  a  School  Law  "  for  this  State,  I  ob- 
tained a  copy  and  sent  it  to  a  friend  who 
has  had  large  experience  in  schools  and 
school  systems,  and  solicited  bis  opinion  on 
the  proposed  law.  He  replied,  making 
gome  suggestions,  and  summed  up  a>?  fol- 
lows : 

"  On  the  whole,  as  it  ia,  I  rrgard  it  as  a 
rery  perfect  and  admirable  law.  If  your 
people  have  the  disposition  to  carry  it  out, 
your  State  will  greatly  profit  by  it.  Say 
to  Dr.  Crary  that  I  must  be  allowed  to 
compliment  him  on  his  statement  at  the  be. 
ginning,  and  the  drawer  of  the  law  deserves 
credit,  and  whoever  is  charged  with  carry- 
ing it  into  efiect  successfully,  will  win  a  good 
name." 

The  above  is  the  opinion  of  one  of  the 
best  educators  in  this  country.  A  man 
who  has  devoted  his  life  to  education  and 
to  school  systems.  He  was  a  successful 
Principal  of  one  of  the  largest  Academies 
in  Massacbosetts  :  was  called  to  take  charge 
of  a  similar  institution  in  Rhode  Island  ; 
was  then  made  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  of  that  State,  from  which  he 
was  called  to  the  State  University  of  Ohio, 
and  is  now  President  of  a  College  in  that 
State. 

The  system  recommended  by  the  State 
Superintendent  is  the  one  coming  intj  gen- 
eral and  popular  use.  It  Is  adopted  in  the 
adjoining  States  of  Wisconsin  and  Iowa, 
and  even  in  poor  Kansas,  which  purposes 
to  be  rich  in  culture  and  in  valor. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  Legislature  will 
give  this  subject  that  due  consideration 
which  its  importance  demands;  and  that 
while  using  the  knife  of  retrenchment,  they 
will  see  to  it,  that  they  do  not  cut  so  deep 
as  to  paralyze,  or  retrench  the  vitals  of  this 
all-pervadiog  interest — an  interest  so  silent 
so  wide-spread  and  powerful  that  it  influences 
and  moulds  alike  the  bumble  and  the  great. 

The  life  and  hope,  the  growth  and  pros^ 
perity,  the  future  rank  ot  this  State,  de- 
pends very  much  upon  the  culture  of  its 
youth. 

Shall  we  have  an  enlightened  citizenship, 
an  intelligent  patriotism  and  an  incorrupti- 
ble people,  or  the  reverse  ? 

Shall  we  be  peijny-wise  to  day,  that  we 
may  be  pound- "o  jlish  to  morrow  ?  R.

CONGRESSIONAL         PROCEEDINGS 
BY  fflAlL. 

Washington,  Jan.  29. 

Mr.  Wilson,  of  Mo.,  presented  the  cre- 
dentials of  Mr.  Henderson. 

A  resolution  was  adopted  providing  for 
the  distribution  of  documents  belonging  to 
seceded  Senators  among  the  present  mem- 
bers. 

The  joint  resolution  on  secret  sessions  was 
taken  up.  and  after  some  amendments 
passed. 

Brights  case  has  received  no  action. 

Alter  an  executive  session,    adjuumed. 

QOOSK    OF     EEPRESKNTATIVES. 

The  House  passed  the  legislative,  execu- 
tive and  judicial  appropriation  bill.  Among 
the  provisions  are  the  following,  namely: 
That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  here- 
after a  reduction  of  salaries,  and  that 
mileage  now  due  by  law  shall  be  paid  as 
soon  as  certified  by  the  presiding  officer  of 
each  bouse;  but  that  there  shall  no  con- 
structive mileage  beyond  what  is  allowed 
by  law,  namely:  Mileage  for  each  regular 
session  only.  The  bill  makes  appropria- 
tions merely  for  objects  authorized  by  ex- 
isting statutes. 

Mr.  Lovejoy,  of  Illinois,  from  the  Com- 
mit tee  ou  Agriculture,  reported  a  bill  appro- 
priating three  thousand  dollars,  to  be  ex- 
peoded  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior,  for  purchasing  upland  cot- 
ton seed  for  general  distribution  through 
the  Patent  Office.     Passed. 

The  House  passed  the  bill  providing  in  all 
ca.ses  that  where  a  volunteer  regiment  has 
been  or  shall  be  raised  to  the  minimum 
standard,  the  Colonel,  and  other  field  offi- 
cers who  shall  have  been  commissioned  as 
such,  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  the  pay 
and  allowances  established  by  law  for  their 
respective  grades,  from  the  lime  they  were 
aeverally  authorized  in  writing  by  the  Pre« 
ident,  Secretary  of  War,  or  Governor  ot 
their  State,  to  raise  such  regiment ;  provi» 
ded,  however,  that  in  no  case  shall  such  pay 
date  back  more  than  three  months  prior  te 
such  regiment  being  raised  to  the  minimum 
standard.  The  provisions  of  the  bill  are  also 
to  apply  to  Captains,  excepting  that  their 
pay  shall  extend  back  only  two  months. 

Mr.  Blair,  of  Missouri,  urged  the  passage 
of  the  Senate  bill  authorizing  the  President, 
in  certain  casts,  to  take  possession  of  rail- 
roads and  telegraph  lines,  when  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

The  bill  was  passed  giving  the  President 
authority  to  take  poMeasioo  of  railroads, 
telegraphs,  &c.,  by  113  to  28. 

The  consideration  of  the  Treasury  Note 
bill  was  resumed,  but  no  final  action  was 
had. 

The  army  bill  was  taken  up 

Mr.  Gnrley,  of  Ohio,  made  an  attack  on 
the  inability  of  leading  Generals. 

The  j.int  resolution  on  secret  sessions 
was  taken  up  and  passed

Camp  Pleasant.  Ky..  ) 

Seven  Milks  from  the  Clmbrrland,,^ 

January  22nd  1862  > 

Dear  Fathbb  :— The  telegraph  before 
this  reaches  you.  will  probably  inform  yoa 
of  a  battle  fought  near  here — only  one  milf<, 
I  think,  from  our  camp.  VVe  call  the  bat- 
tle by  the  name  or  "Logan's  Field." 

1  will  endeavor  to  give  you  a  little  idea  tf 
it,  as  near  as  1  muy  recollect,  knowing  that 
you  will  be  interested  in  the  account  because 
I  was  an  active  participant  in  it. 

Sunday  morning  at  reveille,  5  o'clock, 
none  of  our  officjers  knew  of  the  near  ap 
proach  of  the  rebel  forces.  I  got  up.  ans- 
wered to  roll  call,  and  then,  "to  bed  again," 
We  were  all  laying  down  when  the  long  roll 
beat.  We  were  out  in  line  in  less  than  two 
minutes,  notwithstanding  a  heavy  rain  theo 
falling,  and  which  continued  all  day.  We 
started  ofi'at  doable-quick,  through  mud  up 
to  the  knees.  We  heard  the  firing  on  our 
pickets,  and  all  felt  as  though  we  had  to 
show  our  daring.  Going  one  mile,  we  halt- 
ed, forming  in  line  of  battle  in  an  open  field' 
to  protect  the  battery  there  in  position,  the 
Ohio  9th  being  with  us.  As  soon  as  form- 
ed, whiz  came  a  shell  from  the  rebel  batteries, 
aimed  at  as  and  striking  behind  us; 
another  ball  soon  came,  this  time  a  little 
nearer.  I  looked  to  see  it,  and  insliclively 
dodged  my  head  to  get  out  of  its  waj-. 
Heavy  firing  was  going  on  all  this  time  one- 
fourth  of  a  mile  in  front,  where  the  Indian* 
10th  and  Kentucky  4th — whose  camp  was 
there,  and  consequently  n*  arest  the  field — 
were  engaging  the  enemy  S.OtX)  strong. 
We  then  marched  op  the  hill  through  the 
woods,  coming  up  to  the  Indiana  boys,  who 
were  all  out  of  ammunition.  We  forme-J 
quickly  in  line  of  battle,  taking  their  place, 
they  falling  out ;  they  bad  been  there  one 
hour.  We  immediately  commenced  poui- 
ing  into  the  rebels  a  hot  and  destructive 
tire,  receiving  a  like  one  in  return. 

We  were  just  in  the  edge  of  the  woodfi, 
close  to  a  fence,  the  other  side  of  which 
wero  the  rebel  forces  resting  their  guns  on 
the  fence.  .My  position  was  next  to  the 
Regimental  colors  and  only  fifteen  to  twen- 
ty fee!  from  the  foe.  We  all  dropped  on 
our  knees  and  behind  rotten  logs,  loading 
and  firing  as  rapidly  as  possibie.poaring  in 
a  fearful  fire  which  told  upon  them.  A 
momentary  silence  caused  me  to  look 
round,  when  I  saw  one  of  our  compan}', 
W.  H.  H.  Morrow,  wounded.  I  assisted 
in  carrying  him  te  a  safe  place  He  was  shot 
in  the  right  shoulder,  the  ball  turning 
towards  the  heart.  He  died  two  hours  a'- 
ter  I  left  him.  He  died  nobly;  fought 
bravely,  and  was  honored  and  loved  by  a  1 
I  then  ran  to  catch  up  with  the  regimen :, 
going  over  the  dying  and  the  dead,  who  lay 
all  over  the  field,  into  which  we  fired. 

I  shot  Lieut.  Col.  Peyton  of  the  Missis- 
sippi Tigers,  hitting  him  in  the  eye,  and  kill- 
ing him.  Lieut.  Tutlle  has  his  sword.  1  do 
not  know  whether  I  hit  any  one  beside  or 
not.  I  joined  my  regiment ;  the  rebels  were 
out  of  sight,  and  we,  three  regiments  abreast, 
were  marching  in  line  of  battle,  through 
woods,  over  hills,  through  mud  and  water, 
and  any  quantity  of  briara.  We  did  not 
get  up  to  them  again,  but  CDutinued  on  un- 
til within  one  mile  of  their  entrenchmentn, 
then  planted  our  cannon  and  shelled  them. 
What  a  pretty  sight  at  night  I  1  hey  replied, 
but  their  shots  fell  t-bort.  Monday  mtirning, 
at  7  o'clock.  Col.  Van  Cleve,  with  pistol  in 
hand,  sung  out  "  Minnesota  forward.''  Tie 
enemy  appeared  to  be  out  in  line  in  front  of 
their  entrenchments.  We  marched  £.t 
charge  bayonets  in  advance,  as  we  had  the 
afternoon  before.  At  9  o'clock  we  marched 
over  the  rifle  pits  and  entrenchments  oo- 
cupying  the  position  held  a  few  hours  b'!« 
fore  by  Crittenden  ard  Zoliicoffer.  All 
equippages,cannons  and  horses  fell  into  our 
hands,  the  enemy  only  getting  a  portion  of 
themselves  over  by  a  boat  which  was  8<}t 
on  fire  by  a  bomb  early  in  the  mornin|, 
stopping  their  retreat ;  many  of  them  were 
drowned  in  crossing  the  river,  and  few 
arms  were  taken  over.  It  was  a  complete 
route — Bull  Ron  reversed— and  it  is  not 
probable  they  will  ever  again  get  together. 
We  are  constantly  taking  prisoners. 

On  the  21st  we  started  back,  full  of  glo- 
ry. Gen.  Munson's  Brigade  was  left  -.o 
cross  the  river  to  take  possession  of  the 
rebel  camp,  and  we  go  to  Somerset  to- 
morrow, where  we  go  into  camp  until  fur- 
ther orders.  It  rained  ail  the  day  of  the 
fight,  and  it  was  terrible  hard  work,  b  it  I 
am  proud  of  it,  in  fact,  glad  that  I  enlisted. 
We  fought  all  day,  going  oflF  without  aty 
breakfast,  and  getting  none  until  night,  th<.'n 
laid  out  in  the  rain  without  blankets  or 
tents;  but  on  the  night  of  the  20th  we  slept 
in  Zollicoffer's  qcarters.  Zolli.  came  up  for 
breakfast,  we  gave  him  a  good  one,  goirg 
without  ourselves.  The  rebels  killed,  amount 
to  two  or  three  hundred.  Ours  I  really 
don't  know.  Our  regiment  lost  the  mout, 
and  that  was  only  12  killed,  and  15  wouoci- 
ed — some  may  yet  die.  Tell  any  one  who 
inquires,  that  W.  H,  H.  Morrow,  brothsr- 
in  via  w  of  Hough,  the  Odd  Fellow,  was  ttie 
only  one  killed  or  wounded  io  Weeterc's 
company.

AH  tents, 
trunks,  chests,  chairs,  camp  tables,  camp 
stooU,  &c.,  must  be  at  cnce  stored  or 
abandoned. 

'The  General  commanding  takes  in  h-s 
va'i-e  but  one  change  of  clothing,  and  no 
offiier  or  soldier  will  carry  more.  Tbe  sur- 
plus room  io  the  knapsacks,  must  be  pre- 
served for  ammunition  and  provisions. 
Eveiy  officer  and  soldhr  will  carry  bis  own 
clothing  and  bedding, 

"The  General  commanding  bas  applied 
to  the  Government  for  six  Brigadier  Gener- 
als, ihat  his  command  may  be  properly  or- 
ganized. LTntil  tht-ir  arrival,  it  is  neceesary 
that  he  should  appoint  acting  Brieradier 
Generals  from  tbe  senior  Colonels.  To  en- 
able hiin  to  do  this  it  accordance  with  the 
order  of  the  subject,  each  Colonel  will  im- 
mediately nporc  the  date  on  which  bo  wa« 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States.

Probably  o:ie  reason  is  t'lat  French  cook- 
ery n fined  upon  the  methods  of  making  it, 
until  it  ceased  to  be  the  wholesome  article 
that  our  graudmothers  made.  We  bail 
with  gladness  an  etl'jrt  to  remedy  the  evil: 

In  the  Agriddtntvit  for  December, 
tiiree  distinct  premium^  were  off-red  for  the 
first,  second  and  Ihiid  best  samples  of  I  all' 
an  bread,  which  should  be  forwarded  to  the 
otBa-  of  the  Ai;ncutturi-<il  by  the  14ih  of  the 
moth.  In  cousKiuenee  ot  this  offer  more 
tban  two  hundred  specimens  of  Indian  or 
eoin  bread  ami  cake,  were  forwards!  from 
various  sections  ol  the  country,  and  depos- 
ited on  Ibe  ixtecded  tablts  ot  the  Agncul- 
turi^t  ofiice.  These  sample  cakes  and  loaves 
were  ofall  lorms  and  siz'^  and  combina* 
lions— ••  pumpkin  loaves,"  "corn  dodgers," 
*'  pound  cake,"  "  pone."  '"  culhrs,'  etc.,  etc. 

Mrs.  Jane  O'Brien,  of  Carriek.  Allegany 
county,  Pa.,  receivul  the  tirst  premium; 
makiiij  the  bread  after  tha  following  receipt: 

•  Take  two  tpiaiis  of  corn  meal,  with  a 
pint  ot  (thin)  bread  "  sponge" 


und  water 
to  wet  ir.  Mix  in  X  2  pint"ot  wheat  flour 
and  u  tabie-spoonlu!  ol  felt.  Let  it  rise, 
and  then  kn  ad  well  the  second  time.  Bake 
1-12  hours." 

'I'his  is  good,  eiiLer  hot  or  cold,  for  three 
days. 

The  receipt  for  making  ih-  loaf  which 
took  the  second  premium  was  by  Mrs. 
Lott  Cornelius,  of  t^uetus  county,  L.  I ,  and 
« a^  as  fullorts  : 

Mix  two  quarts  of  new  corn  ineil  with 
threo  i-iiits  o!  warm  water.  Addonetable- 
>poontul  of  salt,  two  table-spoonsful  ol  sugar, 
und  one  large  table-spoontul  of  hop  yeaat. 
Let  it  stand  in  a  warm  place  five  hours  to 
ri-e  Tien  ndd  three  gills,  or  one  and  a 
half  teacups  full  ol  wheat  flour,  Bnd  one  hall 
a  pint  ol  warm  water.  Let  it  rise  again 
one  and  a  half  hours  ;  then  put  it  into  a 
p;in  well  greased  witii  sweet  lard,  and  let  it 
rise  a  few  moments.  Then  bake  it  in  a 
moderately  hot  oven  one  and  a  half  hours. 
It  is  best  when  hot. 

No.  3.  bv  .Mr?.  Franklin,  of  Annapolis, 
Mil.  was  the  fol'owing: 

T..ke  two  quarts  of  white  corn  meal,  one 
table-snoonlii!  of  lard,  and  one  pint  of  hot 
water. '  Mx  the  lard  in  water  ;  stir  it  well 
that  it  may  get  thoroughly  heated,  ao'l  add 
halt  a  pint  of  cold  water.  When  tbe  mix- 
ture is  cool  enough,  add  two  well  beaten 
eggs,  and  two  tub!e  spoonsful  of  tiome- 
made  yt  ast.  B  ke  one  hour  in  a  moderately 
heated  oven  If  lor  breakfast,  make  it  over 
niy:l.t. 

'i'bo  committee,  eay  that  lor  taste  and 
q^iality  these  three  loaves  stand  in  the  re- 
verse order  of  the  premiums.  But  taking 
into  consideration  ihe  cbeapne.=s,  and  little 
trou!>le  in  making,  or  general  every  d.iy 
family  u^e,  the  award.s  were  made  as  given 
in  the  order  of  the  abovp  receipts. 


I  gallons  of  syrup  to  the  aero.  Had  I  been 
1  permitted  to  present  as  a  specimen  some 
of  the  Sugar  aUer  having  gone  through 
a  refining  process — such  a  one  as  used  by 
Belcher  iir  St.  Loais— I  have  tho  full  con- 
viction, that  Irom  the  specimens  presented. 
sugar  like  Belcher's  best  crushed  sugar 
would  have  been  tbe  result. 

Dry  seasons  are  »  great  advantage  to  its 
growth,  and  it  can  be  grovn  evsn  oa  a 
fl  it  meadow,  and  it  improves  the  land. 

It  should  be  planted  as  early  as  possi  - 
sible,  the  seed  being  soaked  for  about 
twelve  hours  in  a  solution  of  chloride  of 
lime,  (about  one  oz,  to  a  pint  of  seed.)  It 
should  not  be  covered  vmydeep,  asit  is 
then  liable  to  rot. 

When  ready  to  manufacture,  strip 
your  leaf,  cut  your  cane,  and  press  your 
cane  all  on  the  same  day  if  possible,  as  it 
prevents  the  souring  or  fermenting  of  the 
juice,  and  which  latter  destroys  the  flavor 
of  the  syrup.  The  plant  has  a  natural 
acid  which  is  easily  emoved,  and  has 
been  by  most  people  wten  tasted  in  the 
syrup,  called  scon  bed  ;  but  tbe  lermented 
plants,  or  the  juice  expressed  from  the 
latter,  cannot  be  freed  from  the  acid,  or  at 
least  our  experiments  have  failed. 

Beyond  doubt  our  sugar  has  as  good  a 
body  and  as  firm  a  chrystalization  as  any 
of  llje  sugars  from  our  Southern  countries, 
and  our  sugar  when  refined  will  compare 
with  the  best  now  in  market. 

The  sugar  I  have  presented  for  your 
examination  has  been  strained  through 
common  cloth,  and  was  rather  a  forced 
process,  and  I  have  no  doubt  with  im- 
proved machinery  I  shall  be  able  to 
present  at  the  next  Fair  all  that  can  be 
desired  of  this  plant.

SUGAR    FUOn  SOKCiHU.Vl  AND  IHH- 

At  u  late  itctting  of  the  Board  of  the  Il- 
linois Agricul  ural  Sjcietv,  SMne  iotoresting 
facts  on  this  subj  ct  were  elicited.  Among 
others  the  ioilowiog: 

RKPORT  OF  J.  n.  S.MITH,  OF  ADAMS  CO. 

Pr<'bab!y  more   importance   attaches    to 


the  report  of  this  gentleman,  than  to  ♦that 
o(  any  exhibitor  present,  from  the  fact  that 
be  has  proved  biyond  a  doubt  that  sii^;ar 
as  well  a.s  sjmp  cm  be  produced  from 
northern  cane,  tcilhont  the  vse  of  c^emiads 
I'lie  sample  present,  was  from  a  lot  ol  about 
o/ie /o/i,  made  by  Mr,  S..  the  past  seo.'^on, 
trom  the  Imphee  cane.  T'-ie  sugar  is  of  dark 
co'or,  and  not  well  draimd,  iho  process  ol 
draining,  consisting  simply  in  placing  tbe 
s.snip  in  the'  mush"  .--tate  in  u  bag,  pressing 
out  the  molas-ses  in  a  comn  on  portable  ci 
dir  mill.  He  estimates  that  citout  seven- 
leuths  of  the  syrup  turns  to  sugar.  He  al- 
so etates  that  he  can  make  the  sugar  at 
five  cents  per  pound,  and  syrup  at  twenty- 
flve  cents  per  gallon,  and  make  more  protil 
per  acre  ilian  trom  corn.  Mr.  S,  was  kind 
enough  to  give  us  a  det  died  account  of  his 
mode  of  cultivation  and  manufacture,  the 
-same  as  presented  before  the  body.  We 
give  it  in  full.     He  says  : 

The  little  experience  which  I  have  had 
for  the  hut  fow  years  in  the  culture  and 
manufactnee  of  «yrup  and  sugar  Irom  the 
Ciiincse  and  Atrican  cane,  has  been  fraught 
with  much  encouragement.  The  farming 
community  in  our  tiistricl  have  generally 
expressed  lull  salijiuclion  on  the  muoificont 
retun.s  Irom  their  labor.  No  less  than 
G  000  barrels  ot  good  syrup  has  been  manu- 
fuciured  in  Adams  County  this  season. 
While  our  implements  were  of  therudist 
material,  and  unlit  to  make  good  experi- 
ments, yet  our  success  has  been  beyond  our 
cxpeclaiions. 

We  have  ii«ed  the  Cincinnati  Crusher 
and  Cook's  Evapora>or,  pan  No.  3.  and  a 
long  pan  in  connecticn  with  this,  or2|.<  feet 
wide  and  20  leet  long,  the  bottom  being  ol 
copf  er  or  galvanized  iron  ;  and  these  have 
produced  the  best  results,  making  2.50  and 
375  gallons  per  day,  with  one  cord  ol  wood. 
We  use  the  Evaporator  till  the  juice  is 
thorouiibly  clarified  and  the  white,  glney 
scum  disappears,  which  is  at  about  20  to  2.5 
degrees  IJreaume,  then  it  passes  gradually 
ill  the  long  p.m  reaching  in  boiling  down  lo 
about  35  lo  87  degrees,  B.  The  gate  is 
tin  n  opened  into  a  large  flat  cooler,  that 
will  hold  the  labor  of  the  day,  and  Irom  the 
Alrican  Cane  yon  will  find  a  complete  gran- 
ulation on  the  next  morning,  und  the  S|:eei* 
mens  now  presented  for  your  examinatijn 
have  been  made  by  tlie  process  mentioned 
and  without  the  aid  of  any  chemicals,  and 
only  by  Ibe  aid  of  skimmer  and  tire. 

Sulphate  ol  lime  will  extract  all  the  acid 
from  the  sui,'ar— if  a  solution  of  it  is  mixed 
with  the  juice  while  in  the  process  of  boil- 
ing. The  specimen  of  syrup  is  from  the 
Cninese  Cane,  and  as,  already  mentioned, 
made  without,  tho  use  of  anything  except 
tho  skimmer  and  fire. 

Oar  tlminte  has  proved  fully  adapted  to 
the  Chinese  and  Alrican  Cane%  and  our 
soil  the  very  clement  for  its  culture.  It  is 
a  mistake  that  the  richer  tbe  soil  the  larger 
the  production  of  this  article,  [which  event- 
ually must  become  of  the  greatest  benefit  to 
this  State.]  lor  the  cane  grows  us  well  in 
poorer  soil,  and  the  best  on  dry,  sandy  fields. 
On  the  rich  ground,  the  cane  grows  rank, 
but  is  spongy  und  full  of  woody  fibres,  und 
the  yield  is  by  far  less  than  on  Ihe  weaker 
lands.  The  Chinese  Cane  is  much  more 
desirable  lor  eyrup  when  raised  on  sandy 
soil,  and  is  much  more  desirable  for  syrup 
than  any  of  Ihe  Imphee  kinde.

A  SAD   8T0TY. 

The  following  touching  relation  is  ex- 
tracted from  a  private  letter  of  Lieot.  Col. 
Joseph  R-  Uawley,  of  tbe  7th  Connecticut, 
dated  Tyljee  Island,  Dec.  29th  : 

Poor  Dolph  !     Do  you  know  the  Dolpbs 
that  live  near  you  ?     Weil,  their  son,  who 
belongs  to  Company   I),  got  news  that  his 
wife,  two  children  and  sister  had  all  died  ol 
diptheria.     How  he  cried  !     Poor  f  llow  ! 
We  comforted  him  all  we  could.    I  spoke 
pleasantly  to  him  when  we  met  and  hoped 
be  was  getting  along  well.     I  believe  that  he 
heard  his  motlier  was  sick,  too.    Somebody 
came  to  the  supper  table  last  night  and  call 
eJ  for  the   doctor  to  see  a  crazy  man  and 
soon  after  Dolph  wanted  to  see  me.    I  went 
to  his   tent.     One  dim    candle,  stuck   in   a 
bottle,  showed  me  the  rifles  stacked  around 
the  centre  pole,  the  cartridge  boxes,  bayo- 
nets and  knapsacks.  The  ground  was  cov- 
ered with  tbe  splendid  long  moss  they  had 
pulled  from  tbe  live  oaks.    Dolph  sat  squat 
upon   the  ground,  his  face  and    hands  very 
dirty,  his  fingers  constai  tly  picking  some- 
thing, his  body  moving,  his   head   turning 
wildly  from  one  side   tu  the  other, hi?  eyes 
dreadluily  swollen   with  weeping.     "  Hallo, 
Dolph,  how  are  you  ?  "     And   he  peered  up 
toward  my  lace.    "Gol.  Hawley,"  said  some 
body.     "Yes,"  said  he,  ''that  is  Coi,  Haw- 
ley," and   he  took  my  baud   with  a  tight 
grip.    "Col.  Ilawley,  look  at  my  baby,  roy 
poor,  sick   baby."    He   had  a  little  pile  ol 
mo«s  and  on  it  lay  his  cartridge   box,  care- 
lu'ly  covered,  all    but  one  edge,  with  his 
blanket.     That   was  his   baby  I      And   he 
turned  the  blanket  down  as  tenderly  as  if 
the    cartridge     box    was   a   delicate  little 
bady. 

He  apoke  brokenly  and  at  intervals,  and 
with  a  quick  but  mournful  voice— "  Poor 
baby— very  sick.  Give  baby  some  water." 
And  he  leoned  00  one  elbow  and  affection- 
ately held  a  leaf  up  to  the  cartridge  bjx,  as 
if  baby  would  drink.  He  seemed  to  con- 
sider himself  in  his  own  home,  and  the  fam- 
ily si'.k  but  living,  bat  then  he  would  say  : 
••  VVon't  lot  me  go  home — no — no — no — 
(waiting  a  few  seconds) — no — no — won't 
let  me  go  home ;"  his  hands  constantly 
fijg*  ting  over  something.  Then  he  consid- 
ered them  all  dead  and  he  by  their  graves. 
*  Sister,"  and  be  laid  his  hand  down  00  one 
.-ide,  '*  baby,"  bands  down  again  to  mark 
each  grave  ;  '-baby— wife — mo'her.  Ob, yes 
mother  is  dead— won't  let  me  go  home." 
I  kept  his  band  ten  minutes  and  sat  down 
by  him,  and  put  my  hand  00  bis  eboolder. 
and  tried  to  compel  him  to  listen.  I  told 
him  bis  bal>ies  were  happy  aod  bis  mother 
was  iwt  dead — (is  she?)  and  if  be  would  be 
a  good  boy  and  sleep,  and  get  well,  be 
should  go  home.  ''  Mother's  here  and  she 
says  she  didn't  get  that  money.  You  didn't 
send  it  to  her."  "  Oh,  yes,  I  did,  Dolph  ; 
h<  re's  the  receipt  ol  the  Express  Company. 
Sue's  got  it  now.     You  told  me  to  Sw-nd    it 

to  your  wife  right  there    at   Col.  F 'B, 

yon  know.  She  has  got  it  before  this  lime." 
"Well — poor  baby"— and  be  put'Hrees" 
over  their  graves,  etc.,  etc.  I  bad  to  work 
some  time  to  get  him  to  take  some  medi- 
cine— an  opiate — but  it  bad  little  effect. 
•'  Ive  built  six  forts,"  said  he,  '*  and  mount- 
ed six  cannon.     I'm  going  to    take    down 


hundred 


that  fort  to  morrow — that  one  over  there — 
Pulaski,  I  mean."  Four  men  were  go'ng  to 
watch  with  him— (the  tears  came  into  all 
our  eyes,  sometimes,  I  think)  and  I  told 
them  to  move  oat  the  rifles  and  bayonets 
Up  caught  them  at  it,  and  shouted,  "Let 
my  rifle  alone  I  Give  me  my  rifle."  And 
I  let  him  take  it,  seeing  it  was  not  loaded, 
and  he  went  furiously  to  work  cleaning  it. 
Finally  he  passed  it  to  me  to  "  inspect,"  aod 
I  slipped  it  away. 

I  think  it  is  the  mo?t  affecting  case  of  in- 
sanity I  ever  saw.  I  couldn't  make  him  be- 
lieve that  we  should  send  him  home,  but  we 
shall.  I  don't  know  whether  to  have  you 
tell  his  folks  or  not.  Tbe  men  take  as  good 
care  of  him  as  they  can.  He  has  slept  but 
an  hour  out  of  the  last  twenty- four,  and  is  as 
ceaselessly  active  as  a  canary  bird  brpping 
about  in  his  cage.  He  sent  for  me  again 
to-day.  but  he  could  not  confine  his  atten- 
tion to  anything.  "  Poor  baby,"  is  his  prin- 
cipal remark,  and  be  still  tends  biscariridge 
box.  "  A  soldier's  life  is  always  gay,"  the 
song  aays.  A  sad  story,  isn't  it  ?  Call 
again  on  Dolph's  mother.  Tell  her  he  will 
be  well  treated.  We  hope  his  insanity  is 
caused  partly  by  fever,  and  if  we  can  get 
bim  quietly  sick  with  that,  perhaps  be  will 
come  out  all  right.  If  not,  I'll  see  that  he 
goes  straight  to  the  Insane  Retreat,  at  Hart- 
ford, aod  with  him  money  enough  to  keep 
him  awhile. 

It  was  bis  comrades  and  friends  who  con- 
tributed tbe  thirty-two  dollars  he  sent  to  bis 
mother  to  pay  the  funeral  expenses  of  his 
whole  family. 

EiPEDiEST  TO  Obtain  Water. — Living- 
stone, the  African  traveler,  describes  an  in- 
genious method  by  wbicb  the  Africans  ob- 
tain water  in  tbe  desert.  Tbe  woceen  tie  a 
bunch  of  grass  to  one  end  of  a  reed  about 
two  feet  loBg,  and  insert  it  in  a  bole  dug  as 
deep  as  the  arm  will  reach,  then  ram  down 
the  wet  sand  firm'y  around  it.  Applying 
the  mouth  to  tbe  free  end  of  tbe  reed,  they 
form  a  vacuum  in  the  grass  beneath,  in 
which  the  Water  collects,  and  in  a  short 
time  rises  to  the  moath.  It  will  be  seen 
that  this  simple  but  truly  philosophical  and 
effectual  method  might  have  bwn  applied  in 
many  cases  in  different  countries  where  w»' 
ter  was  greatly  needed,  to  the  saving  of  li£e.

One  i*  that  of/iill- 
ing  asleep  In  Jems.  When  a  little  child  has 
played  all  day  long,  and  the  twilight  has 
sent  it  in  weariness  back  to  its  mother's 
knee,  where  it  thinks  it  has  come  for  more 
excitement,  aluiost  in  the  midst  ol  its  frol- 
icking, and'not  knowing  what  mflueuce  is 
creeping  over  it,  i'  fdls  back  in  the  moth- 
er's arms,  and  nestle^  close  to  tho  sweetest 
and  80lte-:l  couch  that  chi^k  ever  pressed, 
and,  with  long  breath,  sleeps ;  end  she 
smiles  und  is  glad,  and  sits  bumming  un- 
heard joy  over  its  head. 

So  we  will  fall  asleep  in  Jesus.  We 
have  played  long  enongh  at  the  games  of 
life,  and,  at  last,  we  feel  the  approach  of 
death.  We  are  tired  out,  aod  we  lay  our 
bead  back  in  the  arms  of  Christ,  and  qui- 
etly fall  asleep. 

Then  there  is  that  other  figure,  the  com- 
ing of  the  Son  of  Man.  And  bere  let  me 
remaik  that  you  cannot  find  in  tbe  New 
Testament  any  nf  those  hateful,  devilish 
repretentatioHS  of  dying  which  men  have  in 
vented,  and  which  one  would  suppose  could 
have  emanated  Irom  no  other  source  than  a 
t)eetle  under  a  stone — representations  by 
which  death  is  portrayed  as  a  ghastly  skele- 
ton with  u  scythe,  or  something  equally  re- 
volting In  the  New  Testament,  dying  is 
represented  by  that  b^autilul  figure  of  the 
coming  of  the  Son  ot  Man, 

A  child  is  away  at  school,  and  the  vaca- 
tion \e  near  at  band  ;  and  yon  may  be  sure 
that  the  father  aod  mother  want  to  see  the 
child  more  than  tbe  child  wants  to  see  fath- 
er and  mother.  And  so,  according  to  the 
good  old  custom,  the  father  takes  the  car- 
liage  and  wends  his  way  to  the  school,  per- 
haps wiih,  and  perhaps  without  iotiuiations 
in  the  child's  mind  of  bis  coming.  In  tbe 
midst  of  bis  tasks,  on  the  last  day,  the  child 
is  suddenly  greeted  with  the  voice  and  ma- 
jestic prtsenoe  of  his  father  ;  and  no  sooner 
are  the  first  salutations  exchanged,  than 
your  father  says, '•  Are  your  things  ready  ?

Keeping  a  Diary  — If  a  man  keeps  no 
diary,  tbe  path  crumbles  away   behind  him 
as  bis  feet  leave  it ;    and  days  gone  by  are 
but  little  more  than  a  blank,  broken  by  a 
few  distorted  shadows.      His  life  is  all  con 
fined  within  the   limits  of  to-day.      Who 
does  not  know  how  imperfect  a  thing  mem* 
ory  is?     It  not  merely  forgets  ;  it  mislead^. 
Things  in  memory  do  not  merely  fade  away, 
preserving  as  they  fade   their  own   linea- 
ments so   long  as  they  can  be  seen  ;    tliey 
change  their  aspect,  they  change  their  place, 
they  turn  to  something  quite  different  from 
the  (act.     In  the  picture  of  tbe  past,  wliicb 
memory  unaided  by  any  written  record  sets 
before  us.  the  perspective  is  entirely  wrong. 
How  capriciously  some  events  seem  quite 
recent,  which  the  diary  shows  are  really 
far  away ;  and  how  uoaccouotabie  many 
things  look  far   away,  wbicb   in  truth,  are 
not   left  many  weeks  behind  us  I      A  man 
might  almost  as  well  not  havj  lived  at  all 
as  entirely  to  forget   that  he  has  lived,  and 
eiitirely   forget   what  he  did   on   those  de- 
parted days.      But  I  think  that  almost  ev- 
ery  person  would  feel  a  great    interest   in 
looking  back,  day   by  day,  upon   what   he 
did   and   thought   upon   that   day   twelve- 
mouths,  that  day  three  or  five  years      Ttie 
trouble  of  writing  tbe  diary  is  very  small.

It  is  not 
merely  a  collection,  an  aggregate  of  facts, 
that  comes  back;  it  is  something  far  more 
excellent  than  that — it  is  Ihe  soul  of  days 
long  ago  ;  it  is  the  dear  Auld  Lang  SyiK' 
itself]  Tbe  perfume  of  tbe  hawthorn  bed 
ges  i.s  there ,  the  breath  of  the  breezes  that 
fanned  our  gray  hair  when  it  made  sunny 
curls,  often  smoothed  down  by  the  hands 
that  are  gone  ;  the  sunshine  on  the  grass 
where  these  old  fiiigers  made  dai-y  chains  ; 
and  snatches  of  music  compared  with  which 
anything  you  hear  at  the  opera  is  extreme- 
ly poor.  Therefore  keep  you  a  diary,  my 
iriend. — London  Magazine.

A  State  Road  to  DAKOTA.—Judge

An  Lmpokta.st  Me.\iokial— In  the  Sen- 
ate, yesterday,  (>r.  Reiner,  Chairman  of  tie

A  State  Road  to  Dakota.— Judge 
Cleveland  introduced  a  bill  for  a  State  road 
from  Medalia,  in  Watonwan  coui  ty,  to  the 
western  boundary  of  the  State.  It  is  pro* 
poied  by  the  bill  to  donate  ten  thousand 
acres  of  swimp  lands  to  aid  in  its  construc- 
tion.

I  THE  REBELS  AS  A  LAST  lli:sOR'r 
!  WILL.  FREE  AND  AlilU  TIIMR 
SL  %VES. 

In  the  remarkable  address  to  the 
people  of  (Jeorgia,  recently  issued  by 
Messrs.  Howell  Cobb,  Robert  Toomb.s 
M.  d.  Crawford,  and  Thos.  11.  II.  Cobb, 
aU  leading  members  of  the  expiring  Kebcd 
Congress,  thej'  fiankly  co.itt-ss  tiat  the 
Union  has  brought  to  bear  upon  them  a 
degree  of  "'energy  and  preservance  and  an 
amount  of  resources  which  we  had  hardly 
expected,  and  a  disregard  of  the  Constitu- 
tion and  laws,  which  we  can  hardly  cred- 
it. " 

'I'hey  also  s.ay  that  they  "canu'it  expect 
to  t'ope  with  the  enemy  in  number,  equip- 
ments, or  munitions   of  war ;''    but  that 
the  rebels  "rauBt  look  to  desperate  courage, 
unllinching  daring,  and  universal  self-sacri- 
tice,"in  order  to  succeed;  and,  as  a  last 
resort,  the  people  of  Georgia  are  told  that 
the  foot  of  the  oppressor  is  upon  their  soil 
— that  he  "comes  with  lust  in  his  eye,  pov- 
erty in  his  pursf,  and    hell  in  his   heart," 
and  that  he   must  be  met  at  the  thresh- 
hold,  and  ''every  woman"  is  called  upon  to 
seize  a  torch,  and  "every  child'    to  suatch 
up  a  firebrand,  and  burn  their  homes  and 
make    their  fields  desolate.     "Let  every 
city,"  says  Toomfis  and  his  colleagues,  *'be 
levelled  wi'h  flame,  and   every  village   bo 
lost  in  ashes'"  belore  the  advancing  enemy, 
and    "let    blankuess  and  rum  mark  our 
departing  steps  in  a  desert  more   terrible 
than  Sahara." 

In  the  beginning  ol  the  contest  they 
thought  Northern  men  were  coward-,  und 
that  one  chivalrous  Southeruer  could  whip 
Ove  Yankees  ;  for  this  reason  they  supposed 
tlieir  victory  was  certain.  Thtyinow  admit 
their  error;  and  having  felt  the  force  of  it, 
they  ca>t  about  for  some  new  dement  of  suc> 
Ciss.  and  hence  they  use  all  their  efT^rts  to 
obtain  the  recognition  cf  their  independence 
by  foreign  Powers,  so  that  we  may  become 
involved  in  a  war  with  Kurope.  In  this, 
too.  they  have  been  thus  far  oat  wilted,  and 
Toombs  seems  to  yi^Id  ihe  point,  or  at  lea>t 
to  plate  no  further  reliance  upon  it.  What 
nvxt  wiil  they  do?  To  us.  the  answer  is 
ctrtain:  they  wiil  do  what  we  should  do, 
and  what  we  are  criminally  neglecting  to 
do— they  wi'l  declare  the  universal  and  mu 
touditional  cmmcipation  of  tlieir  4fli;ev,thas 
turning  the  tables  upon  us,  by  making  the.r 
slaves  our  enemies  und  tlieir  friends.  By 
this  stroke  of  policy,  they  would  term.nate 
the  terrible  fear  of  servile  insurrection,  and 


try  aignifieantly,  if  the  Mexicans  make  any  i  then   all  colarti   would   unite  as  a  band  ol 
distance,  I  shall  with  joy  point  out  to  the    brothers  against  their  corthern  foes.    Then, 

tJO,  they  would  have  the  syrnpalhy  of  Eng- 
land and  France  ;    n  cognition  would  follow 
and  possibly  their  independence  be  estab 
lished. 

The  idea  has  already  been  broached  in 
Paris  in  a  pamphlet  which  has  just  ap 
peared,  entitled  "The  Americp.n  Lnionand 
Europe  "  It  is  sign*  d  by  M.  lienouf.  He 
argues  that  the  war  between  the  Ntrth  and 
South  is  not  a  war  waged  by  the  North  lor 
abolition,  and  conscquentiy  that  great  senti- 
ment ought  not  to  affect  political  action,  or 
the  sympathies  ot  mankind,  ihey  should 
only  remember  that  ihe  Union  has  repeat- 
edly extei'ded  itself, that  its  statesmen  claim 
the  whole  continent,  and  that  a  Federal  re- 
public can  absorb  all  races.  He,  therelore. 
susrges's  that,  as  the  war  h  not  one  for  the 
abolition  of  slavery,  and  as  the  political 
Unian  involved  great  political  danger,  as 
the  contest  embarrasses  France,  and  as 
England  must  commence  a  campaign,  Eng 
Land  and  France  united  should  guaranty  to 
the  South  her  independence  on  condition  of 
emancipation. 

That  the  South  will  adopt  this  course, 
we  tliink  there  is  now  but  httlo  doubt ;  and 
the  only  way  t<i  prevent  it,  is  fur  ua  to  raise 
the  standard  of  emancipation,  beneath 
whose  g'nrious  folds  the  lovers  of  Liberty 
an.J  Union  would  rallv.  and  with  the  battle- 
cry  of  "ON  TO  FREEDOM."  our  arms 
would  be  victorious  because  we  deserve  to 
conepicr.

The  old  lady 
was  sitting  on  a  pile  of  tjlanket«,  under  the 
canvas,  encouraging  a  most  determined  at- 
tack o(  tho  "  sulks,"'  while  the  masculine 
head  ol'  affairs  bad  planted  himself  on  his 
wooden  tongue,  and  was  sucking  his  pipe 
as  leisurely  as  though  he  expected  to  rem  jin 
there  forever.

Will,  wliiie  the  train  of  which  this  lady

--The  rebtlfi  have  refu50ti  to  ex-haoge

privaleersmaii  are  prisontT-*  of  war  be  ad- 
miUt-d  by  the  Government. 

—Flag  Officer  Goldsborough,  in  hid  re- 
port to  the  Nuvy  Department,  says  tliat  all 
hi.s  vessels,  seventet'u  in  uuiuber,  carryiag 
forty-eight  heavy  guns,  most  of  them  ndcd, 
are  in  Pamlico  Sound  ready  for  work. 

— The  rebels  have  refused  to  receive  two 
thousand  suits  of  clotbioc;  Bent  to  prisonerg, 
t)eciiase  not  addressed  to  tbe  Confederate 
Government.

Drunkenness 
and  disorder  prevailed  aboard  ber.  All  the 
horses  but  twenty-four  were  lost,  but  no 
men.  This  vessel  was  a  worthless  craft, 
built  in  1829.  She  wa''  chartered  from 
Baitiiiiore.  Miirepresentations  as  to  the 
draft  of  wtter  both  poasessed  by  and  requir- 
ed by  vessels  were  made  to  Bumside,  who 
suspects  not  a  few  as  traitors  aboard.  Great 
indignation  prevailed  in  consequence  of 
frauds    in  the  purcheise  and  chartering  of 

transports. 

—  Tbe  statement  that  the  House  com- 
A^tee  on  tbe  District  of  Columbia  has  de- 
cided to  report  against  the  abolition  ofslavo- 
ry  iu  tJe  District  is  untrue.  Whatever  be 
the  sentiments  of  the  Committee,  they  have 
not  yet  been  expressed  by  vote.  Mr.  Up- 
ton, of  Virginia,  to  whom  the  qaestion  was 
referred,  reported  orally  that  in  big  judg- 
ment it  was  inexpedient  at  present  No 
action  was,  ho'vever,  taken  npon  his  report. 
bat  Mr.  Ashley  gave  notice  that  if  a  major- 
ity of  the  Committee  espoused  Mr.  Upton's 
views  he  should  suomit  a  minority  report  to 
the  House,  accompanied  by  a  bill  providing 
for  the  immediate  abolition  of  slavery  with 
io  the  District.

THE     RBCIPBOOITY     TREATY 
H^ITM     CANAOA. 

The  special  d  ispatches  of  the  C'liicago  2ri~ 
bune  of  the  30lh,  give  a  more  jiorfect  idea 
than  we  have  yet  had  of  the  rtpuri  of  the 
committee  to  which  was  referred  the  peti- 
tion for  abrogating  the  Reciprocity  Treaty. 
Not  only  do  tbe  committee  reporr  against 
abrogating  the  treaty,  but  thkv  recom- 
mend THE  EXTENSION  OF  ITS  PROVISIONS  IN 
TBC  NATURE  OP  THE    CUSTOMS  UnION  OF  TBE 

German  States. 

We  believe  that  it  is  Itut  just  to  .-^ay,  that 
this  result  is  largely  due  to  the  early,  active, 
and  persistent  eflorts  of  .James  W.  Taylor, 
Esq  ,  of  this  city,  sustained  as  he  lia.s  been  in 
these  efforts  by  the  citizens  of  St.  Paul  and 
Minnesota,  both  iu  private  and  public  ca- 
pacity. 

Our  Senators  and  Representatives  io  Con- 
gress, appreciating  the  importance  of  uore  • 
stricted  commercial  intercourse  with  tbe 
British  Territory  northwest  of  Minnesota 
that  must  be  tributary  to  our  trade,  have 
urged  upon  Congress  ami  the  Government 
the  policy  su  ably  sustained  by  the  facts 
and  arguments  of  Mr.  Taylor. 

It  will  be  seen  by  the  following  from  a 
leading  editorial  in  tbe  Chicago  'Iribune 
that  the  memorial  of  the  St.  Paul  Chamber 
01  Commerce  has  moved  Chicago  to  take 
action  in  ilie  same  direction  : 

By  reference  to  our  dispatches  it  will  be 
seen  that  General  Elijah  Ward,  of  New 
York,  from  the  f louse  committee  on  com~ 
raerce,  has  made  a  report  that  the  petitions 
asked  for  tho  abrogation  of  the  Canadian 
Reciprocity  Treaty.  He  urges  that  instead 
'•of  granting  the  prayer  of  tbe  petitioners, 
that  our  commercial  union  with  Canada  be 
more,  rather  than  less,  intimate.''  We  also 
publish  in  another  column  tbe  action  of  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  St.  Paul,  on  the 
17th,  on  tbe  same  subject,  giving  the  most 
conclusive  arguments  suggested  at  that 
stand  point  why  the  treaty,  instead  of  being 
abrogated,  should  be  rendered  more  com- 
prehensive and  effective.  The  appointment 
cf  a  committee  by  the  Chicago  Board  of 
Trade  to  prepare  a  memorial  to  Congress, 
yesterday,  will  be  found  on  the  fourth  page 
of  this  paper.  This  subject  embraces 
matters  ot  vital  importance  to  tho  growth 
and  the  prosperity  of  the  Wt^t,  and  our 
citizens  should  strengthen  the  bands  of  our 
Representatives  to  resist  the  pressure  to 
repeal  the  treaty,  by  every  means  lu  their 
power. 

The  facts  and  arguments  adduced  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  of  St.  Piul  have 
special  reference  to  the  interest  which  that 
city  and  Minnesota  have  in  tho  vast  and 
rapidly  developing  regions  arooi.d  L-ckif* 
Winnepeg  and  the  rivers  which  How  into 
it.  But  they  are  in  some  sense  applicable 
to  the  entire  States  of  the  Northwest,  and 
especially  to  the  interests  :  our  cwn  city. 
The  valleys  of  the  Red  River  of  the  North, 
the  Assiniooin  and  tht.  Saskitcbewau  are 
among  the  finest  upon  the  Nc'\h  American 
continent.  They  are  capable  of  sustaining 
a  vast  popiilation,  and  the  tide  of  emigra- 
tion which  has  for  the  last  few  years  been 
Settling  moderately  m  that  '  direction, 
within  the  next  qsartcr  of  century,  is  des- 
tined to  become  a  mighty  stream  ol  human 
energy  and  intelligence.  Under  the  Reci- 
procity Treaty  the  trade  of  the  Selkirk 
settlement  has  been  concentratiug  at  St. 
Paul,  and  if  not  disturbed  by  the  selfish 
stupidity  ot'our  own  or  English  legislators, 
it  will  increase  rapidly  to  the  mutual  ad- 
vantage of  all  parties  io  interest  For  two 
or  three  years  past  the  goods  of  the  Hud- 
son Bay  Company  have  been  shipped  by 
St.  Paui  to  tbe  Company's  trading  posts 
in  the  far  Nou.bwest,  and  such  is  the  char- 
acter of  the  country  QOrth  of  Lake  Superior 
that  this  business  has  Qow  found,  ana  if 
let  alone  will  remain  in  this  natural  chan- 
nel for  all  time  to  come.  Th<^'  trains  to 
and  from  the  Red  River  of  tbe  North  have 
become  a  most  important  feature  in  the 
business  of  St.  Paul,  and  her  Ctiamberof 
Commerce  have  therefore  done  wisely  in 
protesting  against  the  abrogation  of  a 
treaty  h-om  which  her  people  and  the 
entire  Northwest  obtain  now  so  many  ad- 
vantages, and  from  which  so  many  bene- 
ficient  results  can  be  derived  in  the  future. 

When  reflecting  on  the  subject  we  often 
recur  to  the  expressive  remark  of  our  old 
friend,  Captain  Robert  Hugunin :  "  I  tell 
you,"  said  be,  his  keen  eye  flashing  with 
the  magnitude  of  his  theme,  "  the  great 
God,  when  He  made  tbe  vast,  fertile  West, 
made  the  great  lakes  and  the  mighty  St. 
Lawrence  to  carry  its  commerce  to  the 
ocean,"  and  it  is  only  since  the  passage  of 
tbe  Reciprocity  Treaty  that  the  designs  of 
Omnipotence  in  this  regard  have  in  some 
measores  been  realized.  Now  that  the 
benefits  of  this  great  national  thoroughfare, 
both  to  the  people  of  the  West  and  the 
people  of  Canada,  are  beginning  to  be 
felt,  let  tho  statesmen  of  both  countries, 
rising  above  all  low,  selfish  considerations, 
direct  their  efforts  only  to  enlarge  and 
increase  them.  The  opposite  policy  be- 
longs to  the  dark  ages,  and  ought  to  be 
banished  from  the  national  intercourse 
of  the  nineteenth  century.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  the  members  of  Congress  will  vigor- 
ously sustain  the  report  of  Gen.  Ward,  and 
that  alt  discassion  in  regard  to  the  treaty 
will  cease  till  the  ten  years  through  which 
it  was  to  continue  shall  expire.  Then  let 
the  statesmen  of  England  and  Anoflrio* 
bring  the  united  experience  of  tbe  world, 
and  all  their  own  wisdom  and  beBt  efforts 
to  bear  upon  tbe  means  to  render  it  more 
effective  and  beneficial  to]  tbe  whole 
civilized  world,  and  they  will  meet  the 
wants  and  wishes  of  the  age. 


IS     TBBAfltON      AT    A    PREBIlVRi  f 

Our  readers  all  know  that  early  in  this 
session  uf  Congress,  several  bills  were  in- 
troduced looking  to  the  confiscation  of  all 
property  of  rebels  in  arms  against  tbe 
Government.  These  have  all  been  sent  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary,  that  bourne 
whence  no  bill  retains,  calculated  to  fur- 
ther a  vigorous  coarse  against  the  rebels, 
and  nothing  farther  has  been  heard  from 
them. 

We  have  to  day  seen  a  letter  from  a 
member  of  Congress  under  date  of  Janu- 
ary 25th,  which  states  that  this  committee 
is  unfavorable  to  any  such  bill ;  that  the 
Administration  is  understood  to  be  un- 
favorable to  it,  and  that  (whatever  influx 
ence  has  brought  it  about)  a  majority  of 
the  members  of  Congress  are  opposed  to 
sach  a  bill,  although  they  came  together 
strongly  in  favor  of  it ;  that  there  is  a 
feeling  against  ''  extreme "  measures 
towards  the  rebels. 

Now  if  Congress  neglects  or  refuses  to 
pass  such  a  bill,  how  does  it  leave  matters? 
Let  us  see :  There  are  residents  of  Min- 
nesota who  own  property  in  the  rebel 
States.  They  are  Union  men,  and  tbe 
rebels  have  confiscated  their  property. 
So  of  every  Union  man  in  a  rebel  State. 
All  his  property  is  confiscated  by  the 
rebels. 

On  tbe  other  band  John  C.  Breckinridge, 
Waldo  P.' Johnson,  and  other  avowed  reb- 
els, own  large  amounts  of  property  in  Min-* 
nesota.  Under  the  present  "  conservative'' 
(Heaven  save  the  mark)  policy,  these 
traitors  hold  safely  their  property  in  loyal 
States,  and  of  course  their  property  in  the 
rebel  States  is  not  harmed. 

So  traitors  and  armed  rebels  retain  and 
safely  hold  their  property  in  any  portion 
of  the  country,  while  the  loyal  man  loses 
every  dollar  he  holds  in  a  rebel  State. 

This  is  simply  a  premium  for  treason  ;  a 
reward  to  men  to  be  disloyal  and  take  up 
arms  against  our  Government. 

If  Congress  fails  to  pass  a  law  effectu- 
ally confiscating  tbe  property  of  traitors, 
they  knowingly  and  wilfully  misrepresent 
the  people  who  elected  them.  If  the  Ad- 
miniitration  (which  we  are  unwilling  to 
belive)  uses  its  influence  to  prevent  the 
passage  of  an  efficient  confiscation  act  by 
Congress,  it  is  false  to  its  duty. 

We  send  the  flower  of  our  yoatb,  our 
brothers  and  sons,  to  suppress  this  -infa- 
mous rebellion.  He  who  has  tbe  power 
to  cripple  tbe  rebel  strength  by  any 
act  in  any  official  capacity  in  which  the 
people  have  placed  bim,  and  neglects  or 
refuses  to  do  so,  thereby  creating  the  ne- 
cessity for  a  lengthy  campaign,  is  guilty 
before  God  of  the  bleod  of  every  one  of  our 
brave  soldiers  thus  needlessly  slaughtered 
in  tbe  field  or  in  tbe  hospital.

It  was  given  out,  ou  tbe 
long  established  authority  of  the  muskrats  and 
the  Indians,  that  we  were  to  have  a  mild  wia- 
ter.  December  kept  tbe  promise  to  tbe  sense; 
but  January  broke  it  to  the  hope.  The  truth 
is,  it  is  a  popular  mistake,  which  will  last  as 
long  as  tbe  world,  probably,  to  suppose,  that 
it  has  been  given  to  man  or  beast  or  bird,  to 
know  tbe  future  of  the  weather,  bj  any  omen 
or  instiDct,  and  espe  cially  the  weather  of  Min- 
nesota.  Tbe  barometer  and  certain  signs,  may 
indicate  tbe  weather  of  to  day  or  to  morrow — 
knowledge  enough  for  those  who  know  not 
what  a  day  may  bring  forth,  and  who  are 
taught  to  ask  only  for  "daily  bread."

During  the  whole  month  tbe  mercury  did 
not  rise  to  the  freezing  point— a  fact  which 
baa  not  its  parallel  in  tbe  past  fire  winters. 

There  were  only  ten  clear  days.  Snow  fell 
on  thirteen  days  to  the  depth  of  twenty  three 
inches,  which,  melted,  yielded  one  inch  and 
thirty  tive  hundredths  of  water.

Mr.  Monroe  Shire,  ot  this  city,  permits 
us  to  make  tbe  following  extracts  from  a 
letter  firom  his  brother,  Romaine  Shire,  of 
the  Michigan  Mechanic  Fusileers  : 

"After  the  battle  I  went  over  tbe  battle 
ground  to  view  the  first  I  ever  saw.  I  went 
over  but  a  small  portion  of  it,  and  have  no 
desire  to  see  another.  To  see  so  many  bo-. 
dies  that  in  the  morning  were  animate  with 
life,  health  and  strength,  but  were  now  ly> 
ing  mangled  witb  ghastly  wounds,  stifi*  and 
cdld  in  death,  was  a  terrible  and  horrible 
scene. 

"I  saw  a  young  Union  man  (Tenaesseean) 
weeping  over  the  dead  body  of  his  father, 
who  had  been  pressed  into  tbe  service  of  tbe 
rebels.

LETTER  PRORI  I^IEUTBNAIIT  COL. 
GEORGE. 

[  We  copied  yesterday  from  the  Executive 
files  at  tbe  Capitol  tbe  following  letter  from  tbe 
gallant  Lieut.  Colonel  of  the  Second.  Colonel 
Oeorge  speaks  of  seeing  in  tbe  papers  a  state- 
ment that  the  18th  U.  S.  Infantry  were  the 
troops  which  turned  the  tide  of  victory.  We 
are  happy  to  inform  tbe  Colonel,  and  bis 
brave  companions  in  arms,  that  no  newspaper 
statement  of  the  kind,  so  far  as  our  knowledge 
extends,  has  as  yet  been  circulated  in  these 
parts;  and  if  any  such  should  come  along,  our 
people  are  already  sufficiently  posted  to  prop- 
erly discredit  any  such  statement.  Still,  we 
are  thankful  to  Col.  George  for  so  promptly 
contradicting  the  false  report,  let  it  be  pub- 
lished wherever  it  may. 

The  Colonel's  brief  note  will  be  found  very 
interesting,  notwithstanding  that  so  much  has 
been  already  published  of  the  details  ef  the 
battle.} 


In  Camp,  Jan.  26. 

Gov.  Ramsey— Dear  Sir  :  Seeing  it  in 
the  papers  that  the  credit  of  the  victory  of 
the  19lh  is  given  to  the  18th  United  States 
Infantry,  who  were  some  fifty  miles  of', 
I  thought  I  would  say  to  you  what  will  sooa 
appear  in  the  official  record,  that  the  9ti) 
Ohio  and  2nd  Minnesota  actually  decided 
the  fortunes  of  the  day — our  regiment.  I 
think,  having  the  warmer  position.  The 
conflict  was  moat  teribly  obstinate.  The  ene- 
my fought  like  devils.  Our  right  wing  was 
at  first  engaged  at  not  more  than  twelve  or 
fifteen  feet  distance,  and,  in  many  instanceti, 
with  muzzle  to  muzzle— sctnetimes  our 
men  catching  hold  of  the  enemy's  guns,  and 
pulling  them  out  of  their  hands.  Two  cf 
our  men  received  bayonet  wounds  in  the 
left  band  while  in  the  act  of  extending 
their  pieces  to  fire — thus  running  their  hands 
against  the  bayonets  of  the  enemy,  whose 
pieces  were  also  leveled  in  the  act  of  firing. 

These,  Governor  are  no  fancy  sketcbet, 
pnt  naked  truths,  which  can  be  attested  b;^ 
every  man  of  tbe  right  wing.  This  close 
fight  lasted  about  thirty  minutes,  when  th? 
ehemy  fled.  So  far  as  I  could  see,  every 
man  was  doing  hu»  whole  duty  throughout 
tbe  engagement. 

This  is  written  in  great  baste.  Col.  Mc- 
Cook  being  wounded,  Col.  Van  Cleve  has 
command  of  the  brigade,  and  I  of  our  reg- 
iment.

Tbe  bill  was  intro- 
duced in  tbe  Senate  early  in  tbe  session,  by 
Mr.  Smith,  and  passed  without  material  op- 
position.  Tbe  Honse  subetttuted  a  bill  em- 
bodying tbe  flame  principles  of  Mr.  Smith's 
bill,  bat  elaborated  soqjewb^  in  r«^d  to 
the  machinery  considered  necessary  to  car- 
ry oat  tbe  act.  The  Senate  yesterday 
agreed  to  tbe  potae  substitute  without 
amendment,  which  makes  the  bill  a  law- 
only  awaiting  the  Governor's  approval. 

Mr.  Baldwin  objected  to  the  passage  of 
the  bill,  both  as  it  or^nally  passed  the  Sen- 
ate and  as  it  came  from  tbe  House,  on  tbe 
ground  that,  while  be  w^s  dls^^osed  tp  witiH 
bold  al!  support  from  rebels,  be  tboagbt  it 
wrong  to  give  thf ir  creditors  the  beoeSt  of 
the  ase  of  their  property  and  money  is- 
vested  io  Minnesota.  Be  offeiod  a  tabsti- 
tnfe  for  ^  1)111,  provMing  tkat  soits  shoold

THE  COMMITTEE  0.\  LAKE  DEFENCES  ABOtjT   TO 
REPORT. 

[Herald's  dispafcli)— The  select  committee 
on  the  defences  and  fortifications  of  tbe 
western  lakes  and  rivers  are  preparing  to 
make  a  report. 

They  will  recommend  the  erection  of  sQcb 
fortification  at  Mackinaw  as  will  make  it 
tbe  Gibralter,  as  it  is  really  the  key  of  our 
northwestern  frontier.  Their  report  will 
provide  also  lor  the  establishment  o(  a  naval 
depot  and  national  armory  upon  Lake  Mich- 
igan, probably  at  or  near  Chicago,  and 
that  preparations  be  immediately  made  tor 
the  accumulation  ol  the  necessary  arms  and 
munitions  to  arm  tbe  whole  of  tbe  Ameri- 
can vessels  engaged  in  the  commerce  of  th* 
northern  lakes. 

It  is  estimated  that  ti:ere  are  in  thi?  trade 
1200  American  vtssels  to  300  British,  end 
15,000  American  sailors,  to  3,000  British. 
It  is  represented  by  the  committee  that  tho 
majority  of  the  population  of  the  loyal 
States  is  west  of  tbe  Alleghany  mountains  ; 
that  the  line  of  lake  coast  exceed*  tbe  whole 
length  of  our  Ailantic  coast,  and  that  oar 
commerce  on  the  lakes  is  greater  than  oar 
whole  foreign  trade 

To  complete  the  defences  and  render  the 
communication  with  a'l  portions  of  the  north- 
west secure  from  interruption  by  a  foreign 
foe,  it  will  also  be  recommended  that  a  mil- 
itary railroad  shall  be  immediately  construct- 
ed from  tbe  mouth  of  the  Menomooee  river, 
situated  on  Lake  Michigan,  to  Marquette, 
on  Lake  Superior,  and  that  a  ship  canaj 
shall  be  built  from  t  hicago  to  tbe  Missis- 
sippi river.  It  is  faid  that  these  recommen- 
dations have  the  approval  of  Gen.  McClel- 
lan. The  report  will  probably  be  made  on 
Tuesday.

Nearly  three   moathg  have  elapsed  since 
the  mcetlug  of  the  present  Congress,  and 
the  reception  of  the  admirable  report  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.    In  that  report, 
Secretary  Chase  submitted   two  plans  for 
the  issue  of  a  National  currency.    The  Srst 
plan  was  that  under  which    the    present 
Treasury  notes   are   issued.     For    reaoOns 
which  were  clearly  and  concisely  stated  in 
the  report,  such   an   issue   was  deprecated, 
and  a  second  plan  was  proposed,  which  vras 
simply  to  tax   all    bank  noteii  in    existence, 
and  to  issue  currency  by  means   of  a   Na- 
tional Bank  DeparlmeDt,  with  Government 
•tocks   as  a   basis,  precisely  as  currency  is 
DOW  issned  by  the  Bank  Department  of  the 
State  of  New  York,  thus  inc/ucing- the  pres- 
«nt  banks  chartered  by  the  different  State 
Legislatures    to    withdraw    their  currency 
voluntarily,   and  to    issue    currency   under 
the  authority  of  the  United  States,  which 
will  l>e  exempt  from  taxation. 

In  previous  communications  to  the  Daily 
Pbess,  we  have  stated  that  the  whole 
amount  of  currency  in  circulation  during 
the  year  1860,  according  to  the  latest  reports, 
was  iwo  hundred  and  seven  millions  of  dol- 
lars. Of  this  amount  more  than  sixty 
millions  was  issued  by  authority  of  the  rebel 
States,  and  more  than  iwenty-one  millions  by 
authority  of  the  Statea  of  Illinois,  Wiscpn- 
»in  and  Missouri — al!  of  which  currency  has 
either  been  rendered  worthless  by  the  present 
rebellion,  or  is  withoai  credit,  except  at  the 
immediate  place  of  issae.  If  to  this  amount 
we  should  add  the  seven  millions  of  currency 
issued  by  the  Safety  Fund  Banks  of  New 
York  upon  charters,  and  to  expire  on  or 
before  the  year  1866,  one  half  of  the  cur- 
rency of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  the 
currency  of  the  State  Bank  of  Ohio,  whose 
charter  is  soon  to  expire,  the  aggregate 
would  be  more  than  one  half  o[  the  currency 
at  present  in  circulatioo  in  the  United  States, 
all  of  which  must  soon  give  place  to  a  cir- 
culation to  be  re- issued  by  authority  of  the 
different  State  Legislatures,  or  under  the 
new  National  system  proposed. 

If  any  man  has  the  curiosity,  or  will  take 
the  trouble  to  study  the  statistics  contain- 
ed in  either  of  the  quarto  volumes  of  32 
pages,  which  are  weekly  published  in  all  our 
large  cities,  under  the  name  of  "Counter- 
feit Detectors,"  he  will  find  that  there  are 
in  existence  nearly  sixteen  hundred  different 
banks ;  and  that  from  these  banks  are 
daily  being  issued  more  than  Len  (10)  Ihon 
iond  different  kinds  of  bank  note*:  and  fur- 
ther that  a  large  portion  of  these  issues  have 
been  copied  and  put  in  circulation  by  the 
counterfeiter  and  his  copartners  in  busineas. 
As  evidence  that  t  he  counterfeiter  is  not 
idle  in  the  present  derangement  of  bank  is- 
sues, which  is  his  harvest,  we  clip  from 
the  paper  of  the  day,  the  following,  which 
aa  every  body  knows,  is  an  item  repeated 
in  substance  with  every  issue  from  the  press  : 

Cor:«TBHFKiT3. — We  cautioned  our  readers  a 
few  dajs  since  to  look  out  for  counterfeits  on 
the  new  eastern  money  that  ia  now  becoming 
•0  plenty.  Our  people  are  not  familiar  with  it, 
and  hence  are  the  more  readily  imposed  upon. 
To  day  one  of  our  leading  houses  took  from  a 
man  dressed  in  a  soldier's  garb,  a  new  coun- 
terfeit.    It  is: 

A  five  dollar  note  on  the  Blue  Hill  Bank, 
Dorchester,  Massachusetts:  oa— vig.,  female 
and  infant  on  letter  V;  eagle  on  shield  on  left 
upper  corner;  female  with  basket  on  right 
lower  corner. 

An  altered  five  dollar  note  on  the  Trenton 
Banking  Company   is  now    being    circulated. 
Vignette,  milk   maid  with  boy, 
aide;  female  portrait  on  each  lower  corner;  5 


denomination  should  not  be  precisely  alike. 
The  vignette  and  every  large  or  small  en- 
graving in  the  note,  can  be  made  to  indi- 
cate its  denomination  as  readily  as  the  let- 
ters or  figures  which  have  h;  retofore  been 
so  readily  obliterated  or  altered.     If  it  is  a 
live  or  ten  dollar  note,  then  the  chief  vigh 
netle  should  never  consist  ot  one  house,  or 
two  men,  or  three  things,  but  always  of  five 
or  ten.    The  portraits  of  the  first  five  Pres- 
idents, au  engraving  of  five  gold  dollars,  and 
hundreds  of  other  devices  may   be  so  de- 
signed as  to  beautify  the  National  Bank 
note,  and  yet,  at  the  same  time,  to  indicate 
the  denomination  so  clearly  that  the  most 
ignorant  persou  ean  never  be  deceived.  The 
large  denominations,  which  more  rarely  cir- 
culate, would  of  coare«  be  more   readily 
known  by  having  vignettes  of  large  public 
buildings,  or  of  large  collections  of  people, 
corresponding  more  nearly  to  the  denomi- 
I  nation.    Thus  in  place  of  ten  thousand  dif* 
ferent  bank  notes,  with  thousands  of  devi- 
ces, serving  only  to  bewilder  the  holder,  we 
should  have  under  this  system  bat  ten  dif- 


tern  ol  the  issue  of  bank  notealjy  the  differ- 
ent State  liCgialaturaB,  and   the  establish- 
ment of  a  national  system  at  Washington, 
which  shall  include  the  uniformity,  the  safe- 
ty and  the  convertibility  of  all  currency  is- 
sued, together  with  the  certainty  that  the 
amount  of  carreocy  under  this  system  eoald 
never  exceed  the  amount  of  the  debt  of  the 
General  Government,  would  form  a  new  era 
in  the  business  of  the  whole  country.    The 
blood    which    circulates     throughout    the 
whole  system  of  finance  would  be  compara- 
tively pure.   The  machinery  of  business  now 
retarded  by  friction,   would  buzz  as  under 
the  influence  of  the  most  perfect  system  of 
lubrication,  and  by  its  increased   facilities 
one-half  of  the  cost  ot  the  present  rebellion 
would  be  returned  to  the  people  and  to  the 
country  during  the  next  half  century. — 
Whatever  may  be  the  present  temporary 
policy  and  necessities  of  the  Government  we 
do  not  believe  the  ultimate  accomplishment 
of  this,  which  is  to  be  one  of  the  chief  inci- 
dental benefits  of  the  present  rebellion,  will 
be  lost  sight  of  for  a  moment  by  the  present

The  only  safe  way  will  be  for  our  reaters 
to  refuse  all  five  dollar  bills  on  the  banks  above 
named.  We  have  seen  the  counterfeit  on  the 
Blue  Hill  Bank.  It  is  much  better  executed 
than  many  a  genuine  bill  now  in  circulation. 


The  bank  note  engraver  with  a  reckless- 
ness which  never  ought  to  be  excused,  has 
famished  to  corporations,  bank  notes  of 
high  and  low  denominations  almost  perfectly 
alike.  The  counterfeiter  with  the  assistance 
thus  rendered  to  his  fraudulent  occupatiob, 
can  henceforth  discard  the  costly  and  cum- 
brous machinery  of  the  engraver.  With  a 
single  pair  of  scissors,  a  pot  ol  glue  and  a 
lew  chemical  substances  easily  obtained,  be 
can  complete  his  kit,  and  with  nimble  fin- 
gers transfer  from  one  bank  bill  to  another 
the  vjgnette,  the  die  or  the  word  and  figure 
which  indicates  the  denomination;  and  at 
bi^  leisure  transform  the  one  dollar  note  into 
the  five,  the  ten,  or  twenty  so  dexterously 
as  to  deceive  the  most  experienced  of  Bank 
Tellers,  and  make  the  nnskilled  people  des- 
pair of  ever  finding  out  a  mystery  so  deeply 
hidden  as  the  difference  between  genuine 
and  fraudulent  bank  notes. 

The  people  everywhere  have  become  tired 
of  a  currency  continually  subject  to  such 
abuses,  and  particularly  at  the  present  time 
when  the  whole  currency  of  the  country  is 
deranged;  and  would  gladly  welcome  any 
new  system  which  would  comprise  the  three 
essential  requisites  of  a  good  currency,  name- 
ly:  uniformuy,  safety  and  convertibility 

We  believe  the  plan  of  SecreUry  Ohase 
U  the  districts  are  properly  managed,  can' 
be  made  to  combine  these  requisites  in  the 
highest  degree.  It  proposes  to  issue  cur- 
rency to  all  the  different  Banking  Institu- 
tions of  the  country  ;  but  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  name  of  the  corporation  to 
which  the  corrency  is  to  be  issued,  there  is 
no  reason  why  all  the  Dotes  of  the  *»tme 


expressive  that  no  one   need  ever  be   d&» 
ceived. 

The  plan  of  Secretary  Chase  proposes  to 
issue  currency  to  parties  only  on  the  de- 
posit of  United  States  stocks.  The  parties 
by  whom  it  is  received  are  to  be  responsible 
for  the  currency  issued  to  them  ;  but  it  is 
not  clear  that  the  liability  of  the  Govern^* 
ment  is  to  extend  beyond  the  value  of  the 
stocks.  It  is  intended  that  the  Governv 
ment  shall  control  the  issue  which  shall  be 
based  on  its  own  funds,  and  at  a  rate  to  be 
fixed  by  itself 

It  is  said  that  the  Bonds  of  the  United 
States,    with  its  vast  resources   of  every 
kind,  one  hundred  and  fifty  billions  of  taxa- 
ble property,  are  the  best  basis  in  the  world 
for  a  currency.    This  we  believe,  and  no 
matter  bow  large  the  debt  of  the  country 
may  be  at  the  close  of  the  present  rebellion, 
if  the  finances  of  the    government  are  so 
managed  that  the  interest  on  the  debt  is 
promptly  paid,  the  Bonds  cannot  depreciate 
largely  in  the  money  markets  of  the  world. 
The  government,  by  guaranteeing  this  curv 
rency,    would  merely  reassert  her  intention 
at  all  hazards  to  provide  the  interest  on  her 
debt ;  and  every  argument  that  may  be  ad- 
duced to  show  her  ability  to  meet  promptly 
her  liabilities  will  serve  only  to  strengthen 
the  propriety  of  her  guaranteeing  the  Na- 
tional currency  that  is  to  be  issned.    Such 
a  guarantee  would  in  fact  only  be  a  promise 
that  the  government,  in  case  of  the  failure 
of  some  corporation  to  whom  she  had  is^ 
sued  notes,   would  purchase  her  own  bonds 
at  the  rate  fixed  by  herself.    If  the  govern- 
ment should  decline  to  guarantee  snch  a 
currency,  the  issue  of  which  she  bad  assum- 
ed and  controlled,  it  would  seem  to  discredit 
its  own  funds.    It  would  seem  to  be  an  act 
of  bad  faith  toward  her  own  citizens,  and 
certainly  in  our  opinion  would  also  be  an 
act  ot,  and  a  bad  policy. 

If,  iu  addition  to  the  security  deposited, 
the  government  should  insure  the  final  re- 
demption of  all  currency  at  par,  no  moneta- 
ry crisis  could  ever  shake  the  faith  of  the 
people  in  the  notes  They  would  know  that 
in  the  event  oi  the  failure  of  some  small  in- 
stitution that  the  government  was  willing 
to  suffer  a  temporary  loss  if  necessary,  and 
thus  to  maintain  the  good  credit  of  all  her 
issues.  If  a  single  corporation'should  fail, 
its  currency  would  still  doubtless  pass  from 
hand  to  hand,  and  there  could  hardly  an  in- 
stance occur  in  which  the  government,  after 
having  wound  up  the  corporation,  could  be 
a  loser  for  any  considerable  amount.  If 
losses  should  happen  the  abuses  of  the  sys- 
tem would  soon  be  corrected  ;  and  the  in- 
creased faith  of  the  people  in  the  currency, 
and  the  demand  and  appreciation  of  govern- 
ment stocks  would  much  more  than  com- 
pensate for  all  snch  losses. 

It  is  not  suflBcient  that  the  Government- 
currency  should  be  redeemed  at  the  place 
of  issue  Great  abuses  have  already  been 
the  result  of  such  laws.  Remote  points  are 
sure  to  be  selected  as  the  places  of  issue, 
and  the  discount  upon  bank  notes  becomes 
almost  as  varied  as  the  currency  itselfl  The 
great  Eastern  cities  of  New  York,  Boston 
and  Philadelphia  are  the  great  centers  of 
trade,  and  every  bank  and  banker  through- 
out the  country  always  hfls  on  deposit  funds 
at  one  of  these  points.  The  National  cur- 
rency should  either  be  redeemed  at  one  of 
these  cities,  or  some  one  of  the  three  or  four 
great  cities  of  the  country,  to  be  selected  by 
the  party  issuing  currency.  The  rate  of 
redemption  at  the  agency  selected,  should 
be  equal  to  the  cost  ol  transportation  of 
bank  notes  from  the  place  of  the  agency  se 
lected,  to  the  place 


are  to  be  so  greatly  affected,  should  in  every 
possible  way  encourage  and  insure  its  es- 
tablishment. 

It  is  evident  from  the  recent  discussion 
in  the  State  Convention  now  assembled 
that  the  new  constitution  of  Illinois  will 
prevent  hereafter  the  issue  of  currency  by 
the  State  Legislature  and  favor  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  National  System.  The 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Minnesota  might 
also  rifiect  the  sentiments  of  her  people  by 
instructing  her  Representatives  in_  Congress 
to  use  their  influence  for  the  enactment  of 
the  law  which  will  no  doubt  be  soon  intro- 
duced for  their  consideration.

THE  OOI.D  REGIONS  OF  TSE  UTEST 

From  the  loronto  Globe,  Jan.  2ith. 

We  published  yesterday  copious  extracts 
from  Vancouver  papers,  giving  further  ac 
counts  of  the  position  of  affairs  in  the  ex- 
treme west. 

If  one  half  therein  stated  be  true — and 
we  see  no  reason  to  doubt  the  truth  of  the 
whole— a  grand  future  is  in  store  for  our 
sister  colonies  All  the  causes  that  have 
operated  to  raise  California  from  a  wilder- 
ness sparsely  peopled  by  a  tew  half  civilized 
white  men,  to  a  State  containing  a  popula- 
tion of  400,000,  are  in  operation  in  British 
Columbia.  By  the  consent  of  all  capable 
of  judging,  her  gold  fields  are  acknowledged 
to  be  the  richest  yet  discovered,  and  as  to 
their  extent,  almost  every  exploration  made 
leads  to  the  discovery  of  fresh  placers,where, 
with  none  but  the  roughest  of  tools,  the 
miner  may  reap  a  rich  reward  for  bis  la- 
bor. It  is  impossible,  even  with  the  aid 
of  the  best  maps  yet  published,  to  ascer- 
tain the  exact  whereabouts  of  the  new  fields, 
but  it  is  apparent  that  the  "  prospectors" 
are  toUowing  the  streams  which  have  their 
origin  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  to  their 
source — and  the  further  they  go,  the  better 
they  appear  to  succeed. 

The  first  discoveries  of  gold  have  been 
quite  eclipsed  by  those  ot  the  last  year. — 
An  immense  impetus  has  been  given  to  the 
work,  and  beforeVAhe  end  of  this  present 
year  we  shall  asstfredly  have  the  problem 
solved  of  the  existence  or  non-existence  ol 
the  precious  metal  on  the  eastern  slope  of 
the  Rocky  Mountains.  The  vast  country 
which  has  so  long  remained  inaccessible  to 
civilized  man  and  of  which  so  little  is  known, 
and  which,  as  everj  recent  investigation 
shows,  has  been  so  misrepresented,  so  little 
understood,  most  soon  be  made  to  pay 
tribute  to  the  rest  of  the  world.  Led  on  by 
the  prospect  of  obtaining  gold,  neither  cli- 
mate, nor  physical  obstacles,  nor  the  dead 
weight  of  official  obstinacy  and  laziness,  will 
prevent  the  hardy  miners  turning  its  resour- 
ces to  account.  The  veil  which  hides  it 
from  as  will  speedily  be  torn  away.  It  is 
not  too  much  to  anticipate  that  in  a  few  years 
more,  a  colony  as  populous  and  as  wealthy 
as  California  will  have  been  added  to  the 
British  Crown. 

Gold,  however,  is  not  the  only  treasure 
of  which  the  far  west  can  boast.  Coal  is 
found  in  large  quantities,  and  the  country 
which  possesses  that  mineral  to  any  great 
extent  is  certain  ultimately  to  take  a  for- 
ward place  in  the  rank  of  nations.  For  a 
long  time  past,  the  British  war  vessels  upon 
the  Pacific  station  have  secured  a  supply  of 
ooal  from  Vancouver's  Island,  and  as  we 
now  see  new  shafts  are  being  sunk  to  meet 
the  increased  demand  of  the  growing  popu<> 
lation.  Then  again  copper  has  been  diss 
covered,  of  paying  quality  beyond  doubt, 
but  whether  of  paying  quantity  report  so 
far  says  not  The  supply  of  pine  timber  is 
practicably  almost  inezbaustibie,  while  the 
fisheries  are  among  the  finest  in  existence. 
The  recent  explorations  of  the  interior  of 
British  Columbia  have  established  the  fact 
that  the  arable  land  is  of  much  greater  exs 
tent  than  was  commonly  believed,  and  that 
millions  of  acres  of  prairie  exist,  which  is 
the  future  must  be  made  to  contribute  to  the 
support  of  the  population. 

It  would  appear  that  the  foremost  impe> 
diment  in  the  way  of  the  rapid  progress  of 
the  country  is  the  absence  of  roads.  The 
men  will  be  there;  the  gold  is  there  alreadv, 
but  to  get  provisions  to  the  mines  or  the 
precious  metal  from  them  is  the  most  diffi 
cult  task  of  the  whole.  The  construction 
of  highways  is  necessarily  a  work  involving

While  the  body  of  Zollicoffer  lay  upon 
the  ground  in  front  of  a  Minnesota  tent, 
surrounded  by  soldiers,  an  excited  officer 
rode  up  exclaiming  to  the  men,  "What  in 
h— 11  are  you  doing  here?  Why  are  yon 
not  at  the  stretchers  bringing  in  the  wound- 
ed? "This  is  Zollicoffer,"  said  a  soldier.  "I 
know  that,"  replied  the  officer — *'he  is  dead, 
and  could  not  have  been  sent  to  h — II  by  a 
better  man,  for  Col.  Fry  shot  him— leave 
him  and  go  to  your  work." 

When  the  two  Parrott  guns  were  plant- 
ed on  the  hill  at  Brown's  house,  overlook- 
ing the  enemy's  camp,  the  peculiar  whir-r-r 
of  the  shells  was  new  to  our  astonished 
darkie,  who  with  bat  off  and  eyes  protrud- 
ing, exclaimed  to  his  sable  companion, 
"Gosh  Almighty,  Sam.  don't  dat  to  howlin' 
trou  de  wilderness?" 

In  nearly  a  direct  line  with  the  course 
we  had  marched  from  the  battle-field  to 
the  rebel  works,  is  a  bold  elevation  about 
three-fourths  of  a  mile  this  side  of  said 
works,  on  which  one  of  oar  batteries  was 
immediately  planted  and  commenced  throw- 
ing shot  and  shell  into  their  camp.  Sever- 
al regiments  bad  lain  down  upon  the  ground 
to  rest  from  the  fatigue  of  their  march;  and 
as  the  rebels  answered  but  feebly,  with  two 
gupfl,  their  shot  passed  high  over  the  heads 
of  our  men.  A^  the  intervals  grew  longer 
and  longer — watching  the  course  of  the 
shot  became  a  matter  of  amusement  with 
them— "Secesb  ball  I  Secesh  ball!"'  they 
would  cry  out,  while  a  half  a  dozen  would 
start  and  run  after  it — others  calling  out, 
"Run  harder,  or  you  won't  overtake  it." 
While  this  amusement  was  going  on,  a  rab^ 
bit  sprang  out  of  a  bush  between  the  lines, 
when  the  cry.  "Secesh  ball!  Secesh  ball!" 
and  the  boys  took  after  it  with  belter  suc- 
cess, for  they  caught  it. 

Upon  the  high  ground  last  referred  to,  the 
rebels  made  a  brief  stand  half  an  hour  be- 
fore we  reached  it,  but  were  driven  off"  by  a 
few  shots  from  Stannard's  Battery.  One  ot 
these  six-pound  shots  struck  a  poplar  tree, 
about  two  feet  in  diameter,  directly  in  the 
center,  and  some  twenty  feet  from  the  Gen- 
eral, passing  directly  through  the  tree, 
tearing  off  splinters  eight  or  ten  feet  long, 
and  passing  on  "thro'  de  wilderness.'"  An- 
other struck  a  tree  seven  or  eight  inches  in 
diameter,  directly  beside  the  other,  but 
lower  down,  cutting  ft  off  nearly  as  square 
as  though  it  had  been  done  with  a  saw. 

Being  among  the  first  who  entered  the 
rebel  fortifications,  I  discovered  a  barrel 
which  proved  to  contain  apple  brandy. 
Pulling  out  the  corn  cob  from  the  bung 
hole,  I  turned  it  up  and  filled  a  canteen. 
While  doing  this,  one  of  Bob  McCook's 
skirmishers  came  in.  and  says,  *'  vot  you 
gets  there  ?"  I  replied  that  it  apeared  to 
be  pretty  fair  apple  brandy  ;  upon  which 
the  Dutchman  ran  to  the  door,  calling  out 
furiously,  "Hans'  Henrick  !  schnaps  ! 

Upon  which  a  dozen 
Dutchmen  came  in,  and  the  brandy, 
which  was  not  spilled  upon  the  ground, 
was  soon  transferred  to  their  cantee^.  I 
said,  "  boys  you  had  better  look  out — this 
is  a  doctor's  shop,  and  there  may  be 
strychnine  in  that  brandy."  They  paused 
a  moment  to  look  at  etch  other,  when  one 
of  them  exclaimed  :  "  Py  Got,  Hans,  I

Deduct 
this  and  we  have  in  round  numbers  $8,100 
as  the  amount  of  current  expenses  for 
1861. 

The  balance  to  the  county  dfetit  on  the 
floating  and  bonded  debt  for  1860,  was 
824,112.31.  Balance  to  debit  forl861 
(see  statement),  $13,936.44.  Showing  « 
reduction  of  over  $10,000. 

Our  readers  will  notice,  however,  that 
in  order  to  make  so  favorable  an  exhibit, 
the  county  ia  credited  with  the  litaiount  of 
delinquent  taxes  for  the  years  from  1856 
to  1860  inclusite,  amountiog  to $37,878.59. 
But  of  this  amount,  under  our  present 
legislation,  probably  not  more  than  one 
half  will  ever  be  collected. 

The  present  Board  of  Commissionecs 
have  done  well  in  reducing  expenses,  but 
there  is  yet  room  for  an  improvement  in 
tkia  respect,  and  it  must  be  done.

MATTERS. 

TirroN,  Mo.,  Feb.  S. 

The  division  under  General  Davis  has 
been  much  retarded  by  bad  roads  and 
swollen  streams ;  wagons  and  artillery  have

ordinarily  unimportant,  be  was  two  days  in 
crossing.

Mr.  Chandler  presented  resolutions  from 
the  Legislature  of  Michig:an,  expressing  loy- 
alty to  the  Government,  and  hatred  of  trai- 
toi^,  and  asking  the  Government  to  speed 
ily  pat  down  the  insorrection,  favoring  the 
confiscation  of  the  property  of  rebels,  and 
asking  that,  as  slavery  is  the  cause  of  the 
war.  it  be  swept  from  the  land. 

Mr.  Harris  presented  a  petition  from 
citizens  of  New  York  asking  that  Congress 
take  speedy  measures  to  repeal  the  present 
reciprocity  treaty  between  Canada  and 
the  United  States.

Proceedinqs  of  the  Ramskt  County 
Bar  on  the  Death  of  Michael  E.  Ames 
Esq. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Ramsey  County, 
Bar  Association,  held  at  the  Supreme  Court 
Room,  in  the  Capitol  yesterday,  (February 
3d,)  the  following  proceedings  were  had,  in 
observance  of  the  death  of  the  late  M.  E. 
Ames,  Esq. 

The  President  of  the  Association,  Hon. 
J.  B.  Brisbin,  upon  calling  the  Association 
to  order,  stated  the  object  of  the  meeting  to 
be  for  the  expression  of  sentiments,  regrets, 
and  appreciation,  which  the  Bar  now  feel 
at  the  loss  of  a  professional  brother,  M.  E. 
Ames. 

H.  J.  Horn,  Esq  ,  moved  that  a  Commit- 
tee be  appointed  to  draft  resolutions  for  tbe 
purposes  stated.    Adopted* 

The  Chair  thereupon  appointed  as  such 
committee,  Mi.  Horn,  Judge  Sherburne, 
Judge  Cooper,  Greeleaf  Clark,  Esq.,  and 
G.  L.  Otis,  Esq,. 

The  committee,  through  Mr.  Horn,  sub- 
sequently reported  the  following  resolu- 
tions : 

Unsolved,  That  the  Ramsey  county  Bar  deep 
Ir  deplore  the  death  of  their  late  esteemed 
fellow  member,  Michael  E.  Ames,  and  with 
hearts  tilled  with  mourning,  record  their  tes- 
timony of  his  ability  and  worth. 

Htsolved,  That  his  abining  talents  and  un- 
tiring legal  labors  marked  his  arduous  and 
active  professional  career,  with  eminent  suc- 
cess, which  bis  lamented  death  closed  with 
distinction  and  honor ;  that  his  early  settle- 
ment in  this  State,  the  able  discharge  of  his 
duties  in  public  life,  distinguished  nim  as  a 
citizen,  a  friend,  and  as  a  man. 

Jie^olved,  That  we  tender  our  condolence  to 
his  bereaved  family,  and  wear  tbe  usual  badge 
of  mourning  in  respect  to  his  memory,  and 
that  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State,  and 
the  District  Court  of  this  county,  be  respect- 
fully requested  to  order  these  proceedings  to 
be  inserted  in  their  records. 

Judge  Sherburne  said : 

I  move  the  adoption  of  the  resolutions, 
Mr.  President.  I  find  that  I  come  in  here 
taken  by  surprise  because  I  was  not  aware 
this  subject  was  to  be  taken  up  this  morn- 
ing. But  I  think  there  can  be  no  difference 
of  opinion  among  the  members  of  the  Bar  of 
Ramsey  County.  These  resolutions  should 
be  adopted,  and  I  think  they  will  be  heartily 
concurred  in  by  every  member  of  the  Bar. 
Mr.  Ames  was  no  ordinary  man  ;  he  was  an 
extraordinary  man  perhaps,  in  all  points  of 
view — one  such  as  we  rarely  see,  and  per- 
haps may  never  see  here  again.  A  man  of 
strong  mind — a  man  of  indomitable  will — 
of  extraordinary  power  in  everything  he  un- 
dertook in  life.  He  was  a  man  who  may 
have  been  considered  as  standing  at  tbe 
head,  almost,  of  the  Bar  of  Ramsey  County, 
and  of  Minnesota  Territory — the  State  of 
Minnesota  if  you  please.  He  commenced 
bis  business  here  in  early  life,  in  the  earliest 
times  of  the  Territory,  when  law  was  unset- 
tled, and  when,  I  think,  his  own  mind  was 
uncultivated. 

He  came  in  contact  here  with  men  who 
were  learned  in  tbe  law — literary  persons— 
and  I  need  not  tell  the  gentlemen  here  what 
be  accomplished,  or  how  be  succeeded  io 
bis  profession.  I  need  not  tell  gentlemen 
here  what  position  he  held  as  a  member  of 
tbe  Bar.  I  could  almost  say  that  be  was 
triumphant— that  simply  by  the  force  of 
his  own  iudaatry  be  has  done  with  his  own 
hand  and  head  more  than  any  man  in  this 
State. 

I  was  familiarly  acquainted  with  hhn, 
Mr.  President,  for  long  years — from  the 
time  he  first  rame  here,  and  1  have  to  say 
to  his  memory  now,  that  no  man  with  whom 
1  was  ever  acquainted,  either  in  business  or 
otherwise,  was  ever  mors  courteous,  more 
sincere,  more  generous,  more  open  hearted, 
at  all  times  and  upon  all  occasions,  than  was 
that  man. 

I  think  we  have  met  with  a  great  loss.  I 
think  that  every  one  who  has  been  familiar 
with  him  every  day  will  feel  that  there  is  a 
vacuum  which,  perhaps,  we  cannot  tell  when 
will  ever  be  filled. 

I  feel  tbe  loss.  I  go  to  my  own  office  in 
the  morning  where  I  used  to  meet  him,  and 
I  feci  that  I  am  alone  ;  that  there  is  some- 
thing gone.  That  strong  man's  kind  face, 
and  the  good  will  traced  in  his  genial  coun- 
tenance, are  gone ;  and  the  place  seems  cold 
and  alone. 

It  may  admonish  us,  Mr.  President,  that 
we  are  all  soon  to  pass  away,  and  it  is  well 
that  we  should  take  a  leasoa  from  tbe  mis- 
fortune which  I  renlly  think  has  visited  us, 
and  perhaps  enable  us  to  profit  by  it 

0.  0.  Lund,  Esq.,  said  : 

I  rise  to  second  the  motion  for  the  adop  - 
tion  of  these  resolntions,  and  in  justice  to 
my  own  feelings  I  cannot  let  the  occasion 
pass  withont  saying  a  few  words  in  refjard 
to  the  worthy  character  of  Mr.  Ames,  and 
of  the  intercourse  I  have  had  with  him 
since  I  have  been  in  St.  Paul. 

Perhaps  there  is  no  member  of  the  Bar 
with  whom  I  have  been  more  intimate  in  a 
certain  way ;  with  whom  I  have  had  more 
kindly  intercourse,  and  from  whom  I  have 
bad  more  friendly  advice  and  counsel,  and 
aeaiitaaoe,  than,!  have  had  from  Mr.  Amo. 


most  important  occasions,  and  his  success 
was  perhaps  unequalled  by  any  other  mem- 
ber of  the  Bar  that  I  am  acquainted  with 
in  this  State,— particularly  in  addre^ing  a 
jury.  I  think  Mr.  Ames  in  his  eloquence 
and  manner  of  presenting  legal  propositions 
before  a  jury,  stood  berhaps  foremost. 

It  is  not  necessary  for  us  to  recall  any 
defects  ;  and  this  is  a  time  in  which  to  men 
tion  shining  virtues  and  prominent  traits  of 
character  of  our  fellow  members. 

I  feel  that  we  have  lost  one  from  among 
our  midst,  hard  to  be  supplied,  and  whose 
name  will  long  survive  his  time  and  honor- 
ed distinction. 

Mr.  Horn  moved  that  the  President  be 
requested  to  present  the  resolutions  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  the  District  Court  of 
this  county  upon  behalf  of  the  Association, 
desiring  that  they  be  entered  upon  the  rec- 
ords thereof;  and  that  the  proceedings  of 
the  meeting  be  published  in  the  newspapers 
of  this  city.    Adopted. 

On  motion  of  Hon.  D.  Cooper,  the  meet- 
ing then  adjourned.
